London, Oct. f.- Africa 
the news Is wholly concerned withteter~ 
ish preparations for hostilities. Com- 
mandant General Joubert is reported to 
have said that he has 10,000 men on the 
Natal border, and that Commandant 
Cronje has 3000 on the Bechuana side. 

It is evident that the Buffalo river, the 
northeastern boundary of Natal, 
be the Potomac of the war. In view of 
its strategic value, General Joubert has 
taken personal command of the Boer 
forces there, establishing a strong line 
of pickets along the river, and has or- 
dered the natives to drive in sll the 
stock. 

All the available burghers in the neigh- 
borhood have been requisitioned, with 
the result that some 2000 have mobilized 
at Wakkerstroom, the chief point of 
mobilization there. 

The special correspondent of The 
Standard at Newcastle, Natal, describ- 
ing the flight from Johanne sburg, says: 
The train occupied nearly twice its 
usual time, owing to stoppages to allow 
precedence to trains going with burghers 
to the front. The passengers suffer 
great inconvenience, particularly 
women and children, being unable to get 
enough food. The men were drenct 
with the rain in the opentrucks. I 
ish and Dutch were being commande 
when I left, and their goods were t 
seized. So far as I can learn, there are 
undoubtedly at ieast 20,000 armed burgh- 
trs, well horsed, at different points on the 
border, especially in the direction cf 
Natal. They boast their inte nbon of 
invading Natal on Wednesday next, and 
of sweeping the British into the sea. 
It certainly looks as though Natal would 
be invaded in force.

Late Saturday the Boers established 
a camp at Scheepers Nek, near Vryheid, 
and they will mobilize a great force on 
the Buffalo river, which the authorities 
at Dundee expect will move across the 
border to that spot, probably at once. 
It is believed that a conflict at this point 
will certaénly occur early this week. 

At the same time the Boers are col- 
lecting a force of 2000 men, under the 
notorious Commandant Cronje, in the 
Mulmani gold fields, near Mafeking, 
where Colonel Baden-Powell is sta- 
tioned. 

Telegraph wires between Natal and 
Johannesburg have been cut since Fri- 
day. 

Dispatches from Tuli, Rhodesia, an- 
nounce that another force of burghers is 
massed at Pietersburg, 50 miles south, 
and that outlying parties are posted at 
all the drifts along the Limpopo river. 

In the meantime Colonel Plummer’s 
column is moving 50 miles nearer the 
Transvaal frontier and has established 
telephone connections to within six 
miles of Rhodes drift, on the Limpopo. 

The British camp in the vicinity of 
Dundee consists of 5000 men, with 24 
guns in strong positions. 

The Orange Free State is actively com- 
mandeering. 

The Transvaal government has vir- 
tually taken over the Netherlands rail- 
way for military purposes, and Natal 
trains are being turned back. 

According to dispatches from Pretoria 
complete chaos reigns there. The gov- 
ernment has declared a moratorium (an 
emergency act of legislation, authoriz- 
ing a government bank to suspend specie 
payments for a given period), closed all 
the courts, and suspended the English 
papers. It is said that there will be 
nearly 30,000 burghers along the borders 
by this (Monday) evening. 

An unconfirmed rumor has reached 
Johannesburg that the first portion of 
the Indian contingent has arrived at 
Durban, Natal. 

While Sunday found Pretoria some- 
what more quiet, as the result of Satur- 
day's exodus, detachments of burghers 
are still moving toward Volkhurst, the 
nearest station to the Natal border. 

It is expected that martial law will be 
proclaimed Wednesday. Already all 
civil procedures have been stopped, until 
further orders, and another proclama- 
tion postpones the sittings of the circuit 
court.

[0 FIGHT FOR TROPHY, 


olumbia and Shamreck Line Up 
For the Contesf, Tomorrow. 


Course Will Be Free From 
All Interference. 


A Test of Ccnstruction, as Well as Design 
and Seamanship. 


New York, Oct. 2—Columbia and 
Shamrock will meet in their first race 
for the America’s cup tomorrow. Ex- 
perts expect that the sight will provea 
contest as earnest and interesting as any 
which have preceded it for the interna- 
tional yachting trophy, wherein skill and 
judgment will play as important a part 
as the speed of the respective boats. 
The vessels will meet tomorrow over a 
course of 30 miles, starting from Sandy 
Hook lightship, to windward cr leeward, 
according to the direction of the breeze. 
The second race will be triangular, 10 
miles to a leg, and will be sailed on 
Thursday, if no serious accident happens 
to the yachts Tuesday. And so the 
contest will alternate in the matter of 
courses every other day until one of the 
yachts has won three races. 

Under the direction of the United 
States treasury officials, rules have been 
agreed upon to ensure an uninterrupted 
course, free from the interference of out- 
side vessels. Captain Robley D. Evans 
of the United States navy will have 
charge of the patrol fleet arranged for 
the racing days. 

Messrs. Iselin and Lipton have agreed 
that any accident that may happen to 
one boat must not affect the race, and 
that the other shall go on and finish. 
Both agreed recently to abide by the 
consequences of ary accident that might 
occur while the race was being sailed. 

The conditions of the races call for the 
best three out of five. Thé race tomor- 
row will be over the straightway course, 

According to the agreement under 
which these races are to be sailed the 
winner of three out of the series of five 
is to keep the ciip, 28 the case may be. 
The dates fixed are Tuesday, Ct. 3, Oct. 
5 and Oct. 7, and if it is necessary to s3!! 
the five races, the following Tuesday and 
Thursday are the extra days named for 
the contest. The conditions which 
govern the races are that the first race 
shall be to windward or to leeward and 
return; second race an equilateral tri- 
angie; third race similar to the first; 
fourth similar to the second; fifth race 
similar to the first. The courses shali be 
as nearly as possible 30 nautical miles, 

Each race is to be started at 11 o’clock 
if possible, but a dead calm ora fog ora 
heavy gale, a real storm—would neces- 
sarily postpone the race, and it is agreed 
that no race shall be started after 12:30 
o'clock. Further than that, to avoid a 
drifting match, wherein a boat may win 
rather by luck than by the qualities of 
the yachts or crews, it is agreed if one 
of the yachts is not at the home line 
within five hours and 30 minutes after 
the start the race shall be declared off, 
and the same course will then be laid out 
on next race day. 

Another very important agreement re- 
lates to accident. If a yacht is seriously 
crippled by accident before the race is 
started time for repairs will be allowed, 
but if anythiné carries away after the 
signal the sufferer must do its best with 
its repairs as it sails the course and take 
the consequences, for this is to be a test 
of construction as well as design and 
seamanship. 

And accidents are not entirely to be 
left out of consideration. For since Co- 
lumbia wag launched on June 10 and 
Shamrock on June 2,a number of mis- 
haps have befallen these boats. The most 
serious fell to Co.umbia’s lot when in the 
New York Yacht club’s annual! cruise 
off Newport. She had her steel mast 
broken when far ahead of the old de- 
fender. Shamrock has been aground in 
these waters, has just escaped collision 
twice, and has been the victim of numer- 
ous small accidents, but she is now in 
the most perfect c:nditien, as is her 
rival, Columbia, ? th lying at their 
docks in Brooklyn and ready for the 
battle which is to begin within a few 
hours. 

Both boats have been well tried out 
and they have not been found wanting. 
The Britisher had an Insignificant brush 
or two With the old timer, Britannia, on 
the other side and beat her hy many 
minutes without an effort, an inadequate 
test of her speed. On this side she has 
been out in the lower bay a number of 
times during the past six weeks, and on 
occasions has shown marvellous speed 
and wonderful capabilities. She has 
shown herself to be essentially a rough 
weather boat, standing up stiffly in the 
strongest kind of a breeze and cutting 
through the water in a marvellously 
smooth manner. In lighter weather 
Shamrock has not had much testing, be- 
yond the ordinary trials which permitte 
Designer Fife and Sailmaker Ratsey t 
study her weaknesses and improve hei 
rig. Since her first trials Shamrock has 
been fitted with a new set of sails much 
larger in area than the first and suiting 
her better. 

Columbia has had many nore trials 
than her British riva] and probably the 
trials have been better. They certainly 
could not have been more sati sfactory. 
She has been pitted half a score of times 
against the old cup defender, and has 
won in every case. Her trials took place 
off Newport, and so décisive were her 
victories during the annual cruise of the 
New York Yacht club that it was deemed 
unnecessary immediately after to fur- 
ther test her qualities. However, in or- 
der to give her a more thorough tryirg 
out additional races with Defender w 
arranged, and with some improvemeats 
that had been made Columbia won more 
marked triumphs.

Admiral Dewey Is Greeted 
by Millions of People. 


Grand and Inspiring Climax to 
New York’s Demonstration. 


Schley Is Kindly Remembered In the 
Distribution of Applause. 


“Men Behind the Guns” Trea‘ed to a Supper, 


Concert and Smoker. 


New York, Oct. 2.—As Admiral Dewey 
conquered afloat Friday, so he conquered 
Saturday ashore. The land pageant 
overtopped even the colossal welcome 
when Dewey, on the day before, steamed 
up the harbor and anchored off River- 
side. As the admiral first in the hearts 
of his countrymen, about 3,000,000 of 
cheering citizens, a city decked in color 
from end to end, a long parade of fight- 
ing men—brave characters in the army, 
the navy and the volunteers—to do the 
hero a historic review at the 
splendid arch, erected in honor of the 
guest of the city, and the idol of the day— 
these were the distinguishing features 
of the second and closing chapter of this, 
the greatest popular demonstration of 
the century to a living American. It 
Was a grand and inspiring climax

down the line of march on either side, a 
dense, impregnable mass. Fifth avenue, 
from Fifty-ninth street to the Washing- 
ton arch at Fourth street, where the 
parade disbanded, was solidly packed 
with spectators, who overflowed into the 
buildings, windows and on to the ruoof 
lines, and satin embrasures and CKRvdea.

TRIUMPHANT JOURNEY, 


Great Crowds Greeted Dewey 
on Way to Washington. 


Given a Most Cordial Weicome 
at National Capital. 


Meets President McKinley, Members 
of Cabinet and Other Officials. 


Grand Civic Parade and Beautiful liluminations 


In Honor of the Admiral. 


Washington, Oct. 3—Admiral Dewey’s 
journey here from New York was one 
continuous ovation, limited in its in- 
te.sity only by the density of population. 
The decorated special train which left 
the Pennsylvania railroad ferry slip in 
Jersey City at 1:50 in the afternoon was 
fully in keeping with its distinguished 
passenger. Tee special was given aclear 
track, and the run to Washington was 
made without a real stop, except at 
Gray's Ferry, on the outskirts of Phila- 
delphia, where engines were changed 
and a new train crew came aboard, 

Almost immediately after going 
aboard the train, the admiral retired to 
his private car for luncheon, which was 
served for six, Admiral Dewey, his son 
George, his brother and wife, Captain 
Lamberton and Lieutenant Brumby. 
Thereafter the admiral lay down and 
tried to get a little sleep; but this was 
impossible, “owing to the continuous 
ovation along the line. 

It wae said by the railroad officials 
and trainmen that the ovation during the 
run from New York to Washington was 
the most remarkable demonstration that 
has ever taken place aiong the line. 
Every town turned out its full popula- 
tion, as did every house and cross-roads 
settlement, to see the special pass 

A bare stop was made at Princeton, 
where young Dewey had been a student, 
and the admiral went to the platform 
for a minute and told the boys he was 
pleased with the reception they had 
given him. 

Admiral Dewey was particularly 
touched all along the line by the num- 
ber of children who turned out to see 
him. They formed a very large part of 
the crowd in every town, and wherever 
there was a schoolhouse the children had 
evidently been given a special recess to 
come out and cheer the train. There 
was another large crowd of children at 
Baltimore, and Admiral Dewey, who had 
come to the rear platform for the sixth 
or seventh time on the trip, said to the 
trainmaster that he felt more touched 
and complimented by the attention of 
the children than by almost any other 
thing that had happened since his re- 
turn to America. 

All along the line every train that 
passed the special saluted it with a long- 
drawn blast of the whistle, and in the 
larger towns, where the flyer slowed 
down within the city limits, there was a 
continual roar of steam from factories, 
machine shops and the shifting engines 
and trains on the sidings. 

The train, as it reached the line of the 
District of Columbia, stopped for a few 
minutes at Deanwood, while the recep- 
tion committee went through the for- 
mality of presenting the nation’s guest 
the freedom of the District. The cere- 
mony was performed by District Com- 
missioner Wright. 

John A. Porter, secretary to the presi- 
dent, first extended President McKin- 
ley’s greeting, to which the admiral re- 
turned his thanks very briefly. Com- 
missioner Wight then made a short ad- 
dress. 

Admiral Dewey's reply was as brief 
and characteristic as all of his other 
speeches have been, “I want to thank 
you very much, my friends," said he, 
“for this testimonial of your regard. It 
is true that as long as I live, and I hope 
to live a long time, I intend to live in 
Washington. I thank you again for this 
expression.” 


In a few minutes the train was in the 
depot at Washington. The throng about 
the railway station choked the streets 
for blocks about. Troop H of the Third 
United States cavalry, which was to es- 
cort the admiral to the executive man- 
sion, had drawn up on the east side of 
Sixth street, facing the station entrance, 
and the United States marine band had 
formed on their,right. The first of the 
party to leave the station were the com- 
mittee of citizens and army and naval 
officials who had gone to New York to 
meet the admiral. They were followed 
by the admiral, and when he appeared 
to take his seat in the carriage the crowd 
went almost wild with excitement. As 
he took his seat the cavalry troop began 
the march up Pennsylvania avenue. 

The entire escort being mounted, the 
party proceeded rapidly towards the 
White House, the cavalry at a trot, with 
the admiral and his immediate escort 
closely following. There were scatter- 
ing volleys of cheers, but the party 
moved so quigkly that it was past the 
crowd on the avenue as a rule before it 
realized Dewey had gone by. 

As the admiral’s carriage swung 
around the treasury toward the White 
House a brilliant spectacle was spread 
out before him. To the right Lafayette 
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Square was ablaze With electric lignis, 
the great trees and flower beds spark- 
ling with many hued lights, while in the 
midst swung out huge electric letters, 
“Welcome, Admiral.” The navy depart- 
ment beyond was ablaze with lights, as 
were the White House grounds. A 
mighty roar went up from the crowd as 
the admiral alighted at the portico of 
the executive mansfon, 

As he stepped from the carriage Col- 
one] Bingham, representing the prest- 
dent, stepped forward to escort him to 
the east room, where Secretary Long, 
Assistant Secretary Allen and naval of- 
ficials were ready to extend to him the 


greeting of the navy. As the admiral 
entered Secretary Long grasped his hand 
and said: “Admiral, I welcome you 
home. This is the navy department for 
the moment and your associates of the 
navy are assembled nere to give you a 
hearty greeting.” 

“Thank you, thank you,” responded 
Admiral Dewey, first exchanging a few 
words of greeting with the secretary and 
then with Mr, Allen and the other of- 
ficials, There was no formality, and af- 
ter the first greetings Secretary Long ine 
vited the admiral to accompany him to 
the president's library, where Mr. Mc- 
Kinley and the members of the cabinet 
were awaiting him, 

The members of the cabinet had as- 
Sembled in the cabinet room, while the 
president was alone in the library ad- 
joining. As Secretary “Wong entered 
with the admiral the president gave him 
a hearty welcome, 

The admiral acknowledged the cordial 
Sentiments expressed by the president 
and then asked as to the health of Mrs. 
McKinley. In reply the president sug- 
gested that the admiral meet Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley. They stepped out to the corridor 
and there found her with some lady 
friends. The admiral was presented and 
received from Mrs. MeKinley, as well as 
the president, a most hearty welcome 
home, 

teturning to the library the president 
invited his cabinet associates to meet 
the adm The greetings with the 
cabinet were brief, and then the pres!- 
dent and Admiral Dewey headed the 
party toward the reviewing stand. 

Pennsylvania avenue was bathed in 
light from end to end. The stand had 
been erected at the head of Pennsy!l- 
Vania avenue, and as the admiral moved 
through the stand to the prow built out 
from its front, the crowd started a 
mighty cheer. The admiral frequently 
bowed his acknowledgments, 

Me head of the civic parade which had 
been arranged In honor of the admiral 
began to pass in review before him 
shortly after 8 o'clock. There were many 
nove] and interesting features. The 
spectacle, as the marchers came up the 
length of the avenue in the glare of the 
red lights, under sweeping arches of 
stars from thousands of roman candles, 
Was beautiful and impressive. The be- 
ginning of the march was heralded by 
the bursting of thousands of giant 
crackers, while bormbs along the line sent 
showers of fire into the sir. 

The column was headed by General 
Harries, leading a numerous body of 
bicyclists. The wheels were interwoven 
with garlands and wreaths of flowers 
and greens and colored bunting, and 
every wheelman carried Chinese lan- 
terns. Close behind the marine band 
came the veteran organizations and 
Dewey, himself a veteran and a G. A. R, 
man, looked with pride, mingled with 
sorrow, upon the gray heads who 
marched past. A special meed of ap- 
plause went out to the veterans of the 
Spanish war, who mustered in credit- 
able numbers. 

A formidable detachment in the line 
was that of the International Machin- 
ists, following a great six-inch rifled 
cannon fromthe Washington navy yard, 
bearing the inscription: “We make the 
guns for Dewey.” 

The Catholic societies of the district 
made a special effort to do honor to the 
admiral. 

The letter carriers had ali of the local 
postal cars in line, ablaze With electric 
lights, spelling words of welcome to 
Dewey. One of their features was a 
gigantic illuminated envelope addressed 
to Admiral George Dewey, Manila, and 
marked, “Returned to Washington.” 

The German societies had a most 
creditable representation, and altogether 
the civic parade was a worthy one. As 
the rear of the column passed the public 
fell in behind and passed before the re- 
viewing stand for an hour to get a 
glimpse of the admiral. 

The crowd was so eager to see Dewey 
that they spoiled the effectiveness of this 
part of the arrangements by breaking 
through the ropes and surging about 
the grand stand, where they gave vent 
to wild cheering and a noisy demonstra- 
tion that completely upset this part of 
the review. Admiral Dewey gave fre- 
quent acknowledgment to the cheers for 
him, and seeing that the review had lost 
its distinctive character as a procession, 
quitted his place early, and with the 
president and the members of the cab- 
inet left the stand. The admiral] pro- 
ceeded to the home of his hostess, Mrs. 
McLean, and some of the others accom- 
panied the president to the White House. 
The procession was in line for half an 
hour later, and there were frequent 
salutes in ignorance of the admirals 
absence. 


At 9:10 o'clock, when the fatigued re- 
cipient of the day's demonstrations 
reached the residence of Mrs. Washing- 
ton McLean, Mrs. McLean welcomed the 
admiral and turned over the house to 
him for his use during his stay in Wash- 
ington. Mrs. McLean and the members 
of her family then left, going to her 
country residence, In the suburbs of 
Washington. 

The admiral had arrived sooner than 
was expected and before a crowd had 
collected. Presently the people surged 
in on all sides, and for some time would 
not believe the officer who said the ad- 
miral was inside. A band came up and 
serenaded the admiral, the crowd 
cheered and cheered, and finally Admiral 
Dewey appeared at the window and 
bowed his acknowledgment. Cries of 
“Speech, speech’ were heard on every 
side, but met with no response. Lunch- 
eon Was served by 9:30 and then the ad- 
miral retired. Crowds lingered about 
the house for some time.

In measuring the length of 
the spinnakr boom it was found that 
the pole was about three inches longer 
than the restrictions allowed—that is, 
from the centre of the bowsprit, between 
the jib and jibtopsail stays to the mast, 
Was one-quarter of a foot toolong. Cap- 
tain Barr cut two inches from one end 
and one inch from the other of the spin- 
naker pvle. 

Then plans were made to measure the 
waterline an@ over-all! ler of the 
boat. The forward overhang was first 
measured. <A plumb line was suspended 
from the very tip of the bow, and Mr. 
Hyslop got the length from the plumb 
line to the waterline on the bow. The 
after overnang was obtained in a similar 
manner, and after these dimensions had 
been obtained the measurer applied the 
tape from the taffrail to the bow to get 
the lengthoverall. After making afew 
calculations Mr. Hyslop announced the

Evidently the figures were somewhat 
less than the managing owner desired to 
sail Columbia on, for a dozen men were 
sent ashore in the tender, and they car- 
ried over to Columbia 20 pigs of lead, ag- 
gregating about 1700 pounds in weight 
Previous to taking the measurements, a 
lot of dunnage was brought up from ! 
Columbia's cabin and putin several row- 
boats, as it was the intention of the cap- 
tain to clean out from the hull all mov- 
able articles. Mr. Leeds stated that the 
lead was placed in Columbia to make up 
for the loss in weight occasioned by the 
removal of the dunnage, but it was no- 
ticed that when the ballast had been 
added the Columbia sat lower in the 
water than she did before. Then Mr. 
Hyslop measured her waterline again. 
and the length, $9.66 feet, proving sa:- 
isfactory to the owners and Designer 
Herreshoif, a V-shaped mark in red 
paint was placed at the water line on 
each side of the hull, about midships. 

As soon as Mr. Iselin announced that 
the measurements had been finished, the 
crew took aboard their dunnage and sev- 
eral spare sails, the cassion at the end 
of the drydock was warped one side, and 
Columbia was taken to her moorings in- 
side of Sandy Hook. 

Mr. Iselin said that he was perfectly 
satisfied with his boat. He said that 
he knew he had a very speedy boat in 
all kinds of weather, and that he was 
confident she would render a good ac- 
count of herself in the coming races. 

Sir Thomas Lipton was present while 
Columbia was being measured. He said 
that without any question Columbia was 
a fast boat, and he admired her very 
much, but he was also of the opinion 
that his boat was fast, and that all which 
remained to settle the question of which 
boat was the faster was the coming se- 
ries of races.

Fickle Winds Prevented 
a Genuine Contest, 


Columbia and Shamrock Ap- 
pear Well Matched.

foot of the course. The waves were 
crested with whitecaps here and there, 
and a fairly fresh breeze blew out of the 
north-northeast, but after Columbia and 
Shamrock had crossed the line the wind 
turned fluky and variable, and the race 
was a fizzle almost from the start. But 
the fluke gave the yachting sharps and 
the spectators much to think about—and 
some surprises. 

Columbia js undeniably the prettier 
boat. She is tall, stately, with grace- 
ful lines and towering mast. The Irish 
boat, with her broader beam and longer 
base line, looked slower and heavier 
Perhaps her green color makes her look 
clumsier, as if she were forced through 
the water, while the slim Columbia 
pierces it like a rapier. 

Though indecisive in every respect as 
to the abilities of the rival single- 
stickers, the race indicates that the 
Irish boat, with her English skipper and 
her Scotch crew, is the ablest sloop ever 
sent across the Atlantic in the hope of 
lifting the hundred guinea cup, which 
America brought back 48 years ago, and 
which has since been successfully de- 
fended against the world. 

During the 5% hours’ sail, Shamrock 
was thrice ahead, and twice the Yankee 
boat showed the way. For the first 10 
minutes Shamrock led, then for five Co- 
lumbia’s graceful bow showed ahead of 
the green boat. For 45 minutes follow- 
ing Shamrock led, then for three hours 
Columbia, and for the last hour and a 
half Shamrock led the way. 

The breeze blew as high as 12 knots 
an hour, and as low as three, and shifted 
about through eight points of the com- 
pass. Each in turn beat the other in 
running before the wind, and was in 
turn beaten by the other beating against 
the wind, at the various stages of the 
race, so that many of the experts who 
saw the two boats sail are disinclined to 
believe that there is a pin to choose be- 
tween them. But, when the race is 
closely analyzed, it is absolutely proven 
that Columbia showed her superiority 
at every point of sailing, running, reach- 
ing and beating whenever the wind 
freshened, and that it was only in the 
lightest airs that Shamrock could make 
headway against her. 


Both had their share of good and 
bad luck. Columbia had the better of 


the shifting winds on the run down to 
the mark, and beat Shamrock two min- 
utes and 44 seconds, while on the beat 
home, after increasing her lead over a 
mile at one time, Shamrock overhauled 
the Yankee and was a quarter of a mile 
ahead when the time allowance expired. 

The feature of the race which pleased 
everybody most was the perfectly clear 
field which was maintained. For the 
first time, this year the government 
took a hand to prevent a repetition of 
the unfortunate occurrence which 
marred the race when the accompany- 
ing excursion boats, in their frenzied 
eagerness to let nothing of the beautiful 
spectacle escape, crowded down upon 
the racers until their backwash impeded 
the yachts’ progress through the water, 
and caused Lord Dunraven to file his 
famous protest. The government was 
determined this year that the course 
should be protected against unofficial 
trespassers. A flotilla of revenue cut- 
ters and torpedo boats, flying red-barred 
white flags. guarded the course, keeping 


over 


excursion steamers, yachts and tugs at 
a perfectly safe distance from the can- 
vas-c loude 2] racers. 

On the way down they maintained two 
parallel lines, a mile apart, two line 
fences, through which not one of = 
pushing, crowding fleet of excur rsion ves 
Sels was permitted to poke her nose. 
The broad, expansive sea inside, with- 
Out wash or swell, was left clear and 
free for the maneuvering of the giant- 
esses. On the way back, the Patrol ves- 
sels were equally efficient. When the 
yachts were on the starboard tack the 
torpedo boats were in column on the 
Same course, and the revenue cutters 
abreast, behind the yachts, thus form- 
ing a right angle, in the hollow of which 
the yachts sailed without embarrass- 
ment. 

The course was laid 15 miles dead be- 
fore the wind and back again. The di- 
rection of the wind carried this course 
south-southwest from the Sandy Hook 
lightship almost straight down the 
Jersey coast toa point off Asbury park, 
Where the white float with a red ball was 
placed to mark the turning point. 
Columbia Was admirably handled 
throughout the race. Though Shamrock

Afrikander Leader to Visit Pretoria 
In the Interest of Peace, 


Dispatch of Troops Continues 
on Both Sides. 


Salisbury Said to Have Instrncted Chamberlain 
to Avert a Conflict. 


London, Oct. 4.—The Cape Town cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mail telegraphs 
that Hofmyer, the Afrikander leader, 
will proceed to Pretoria at once to make 
a last effort for the maintenance of 
peace, 

A special dispatch from Pretoria says 
that the meeting of the raad adjourned 
at 11 o'clock Monday, and that only a 
legal quorum of members was present, 
President Kruger described the war as 
unjust and unnecessary, and denied that 
the outlanders wanted the franchise. 
Lucas Meyer, the chairman, said the real 
purpose of the British was “solely to 
gain Naboth’s vineyard.” The Trans- 
Vaal reply, it is reported, is now ready 
for dispatch and only waits the receipt 
of the British note. 

A telegram from Paris announces that 
M. Arnaud, president of the Interna- 
tional Arbitration and Peace league, has 
sent an appeal to Lord Salisbury en- 
treating him to choose a power to act 
with a power chosen by the Transvaal 
with the object of averting war. 

Montague White, consul general for 
the South African republic in London, 
says that he has telegraphed President 
Kruger urging him to make a personal 
appeal to Lord Salisbury, dwelling upon 
the iniquity of the war and proposing a 
scheme as a basis of further negotia- 
tions. He says he is momentarily ex- 
pec ting to hear that the Transvaal gov- 
ernment is sending an ultimatum to 
Great Britain declaring the dispatch cf 
troops a casus belli, in which event he 
would be compelled to close his offices. 

Mr. White added a curious statement 
to the effect that a representative of one 
of the largest capitalists of the Rand 
had called upon him yesterday and as- 
serted that it was known in capitalist 
circles that Lord Salisbury had deter- 

mined there should ‘not be war and had 
instructed Mr. Chamberlain to wire to 
South Africa further assurances with 
regard to the British desire to respect 
the complete independence of tine Trans- 
vaal. No confirmation of this {s obtain- 
able in official circles, 


The dispatches from South Africa are 
largely a repetition of those of last week. 
Advices from Newcastle, Natal, report 
that telegraphic communication ig in- 
terrupted beyond Charles Town, where 
the stores have been looted by the na- 
tives since the departure of the whites. 

Stories of the movements of Boers and 
British, of the hurried muster and dis- 
patch of troops on both sides, have come 
from other points, A telegram from 
Lady Smith, Natal, says that the Orange 
Free State troops have occupied and 

ee State 
‘ border, and that Commandant Allriche, 
chief of the Free State artillery, is pro- 
ceeding in the direction of Kimberley 
with a considerable force of artillery. 
Another force of artillery, under Com- 
mandant Boning, has gone to Har- 
rismith, while Commandant Smit com- 
mands a force of artillery en route for 
Kroonstedt. 

The latest news from Johannesburg 
indicates that the last rush of Europeans 
to leave the town has oecurred. They 
crowded the trains, occupying every 
possible inch on the trucks. There isa 
considerable anxiety with regard to the 
few who remain behind, as communica- 
tion seems to be cut off. 

The mining commissioner stated of- 
ficially that the proclamation of Sept. 29, 
relative to the protection of miners, had 
been withdrawn and he, therefore, ad- 
vised all Britishers to leave as soon as 
possible. 


The British steamer Lalpoora, now in 
the transport service, has arrived at 
Durban, Natal, with fleld artillery, a 
hospital corps and commissariat stores 
from India. The troops were promptly 
disembarked and sent by train up the 
country. 

A Bloemfontein dispatch says that the 
Orange Free State government has 
gazetted an alien expulsion law, and 
also & law forbidding the export of grain, 
stock and other necessaries without a 
permit. Commandeering is proceeding 
there at a lively rate. A command from 
Bloemfontein is assembling at Bainsolet. 

A number of Paris papers say that the 
Boers have sent an ultimatum, demand- 
ing the withdrawal of troops from the 
frontiers within 48 hours. The papers 
congratulate President Kruger for com- 
ing to this decision,

President Executes the Will 
of American People.

| Administration Will Take No Rack- 


ward Step In Philippines, 


Will Establish Proper Government and Leave 


Details In Hands of Congress. 


Washington, Oct. 4.—The magnificent 
sword awarded by act of congress to the 
nation’s hero was yesterday bestowed 
upon Admiral Dewey in the presence of 
the chief executive, the members of the 
cabinet and judiciary, the highest officers 
of the army and navy, and a vast crowd 
of people. 

In strong contrast with all the cere- 
monies that have taken place since Ad- 
miral “Dewey reached the shores of his 
native land, yesterday's function was 


severely official in character. The ad- 


| ministration was executing the will of 


the whole American people, and locality 
andcommunity disappeared. Thescene 
of the presentation was appropriately 
located under the shadow of the dome 
of the great white Capitol of the nation. 

The sword presented to Admiral 
Dewey, except its steel blade and the 
body metal of its scabbard, is entirely of 
22-carat gold. On the pommel is carved 
the name of the cruiser Olympia, which 
was Dewey's flagship at Manila, and the 
zodiacal sign for December, in which 
month Dewey was born. Circling these 
is a closely woven wreath of oak leaves, 
long employed to indicate and adorn 
rank. 

Below these, the pommel is embraced 
by a gold collar, on the front of which are 
the arms of the United States, with the 
blue field of the shieldin enamel. Be- 
low them are the arms of Vermont, 
Dewey's native state, with the motto 
“Freedom and Unity,”’ and the colors of 
the shield in enamel. The plain part 
of the gold collar is decorated with stars 
and a graceful finish is given toit bya 
narrow bund of oak leaves. The sword 
blade is Damascened with the inscrip- 
tion: 


THE DEWEY SWORD. 

“The gift of the nation to Rear Ad- 
miral George Dewey, U.S. N., in memory 
of the victory at Manila Bay, May 1 
1898."

The sword grip is covered with fine 
| Sharkskin, bound with gold wire and in- 
laid with gold stars. The guard is an 
eagle, terminating in a claw, which 


grasps the top in which the blade is set; 
the eagle’s outstretched wings form the 
guard proper. 

The battle of Manila bay was not for- 
gotten, but it might be said to have been 
relegated almost to second place in the 
desire to do honor to the man who had 
proved himself as great after victory as 
before it, and who had shown in the long 
and trying months that followed his 
naval triumph, the qualities of a states- 
man and a wise administrator, as well as 
those of fighting leader of a victorious 
fleet. 

And enhancing these qualities was that 
of modesty, displayed in the quiet dig- 
nity with which he met the occasion. 


This trait in Dewey's character was evi- 
denced from the moment he reached the 
stand side by side with the president. 
He paused at this point for a moment, 
unwilling, apparently, to take the place 
that had been prepared for him on the 
right of the platform, lest he should ap- 
pear to usurp the place due to the chief

It has been given to 
few officers in the naval history of the 
country to sit before a crowd of theoz 
sands, while the chief <£ the naval estab- 
lishment dilated upon their exploits, and 
then to Stand before the same crowd to 
receive at the hands of the president a 
| Stvord prepared for him at the behest of 
the representatives of the whole people. 
The strain upon Admiral Dewey reached 
almost to the breaking point. None but 


those nearest to nim could tell his feel- 
ings during the address of Secretary 
Long, but when he arose to receive the 
sword from the hands of the president, 
No one could mistake the flash of the 
white gloved hand, as it rose to dash 
away the tears before the admiral came 
to the rigid attitude of attention before 
his chief. 

When it came Dewey’s turn to reply 
his voice faied him, and he made the 
effort twice before his lips would re- 
spond. When he did speak his tones 
were clear and steady, but so low that 
only those nearest him could hear. He 
said: 

“I thank you, Mr. President, for this 
great honor you have conferred upon 
me. I thank the congress for what it 
has done. I thank the secretary of the 
navy for his gracious words. I thank 
my countrymen for this beautiful gift, 
which shall be an heirloom in my family 
forever as an evidence that repudlics 
are not ungrateful, andI thank you, Mr. 
Chairman and gentlemen of the com- 
mittee, for the gracious, cordial and 
kindly welcome which you have given 
me to my home.” 

As the admiral closed and took his 
seat, he turned to the president, and in 
a tone of quizzical appeal, inquired: 
“Now really, don’t you think I did 
pretty well for an amateur?” 

One of the remarkable features of the 
day was the ovation to Rear Admiral 
Schley on the return of the party from 
the Capitol to the White House. His 
earriage was several numbers behind 
that of the president and Admiral 
Dewey, and received an «vation that 
could scarcely be ranked bi .ow that ac- 
corded to the admiral himself. The 
tumult grew as the carriage proceeded 
down the avenue, and the crowd surged 
around it until the horses were brought 
to a walk. Finally a company of the 
high school cadets formed about the 
carriage in a hollow square. Thus pro- 
tected and flanked by a force of police 
the carriage reached the White House 
with a long gap between it and the next 
official guests. 


President McKinley, in honor of ad- 
miral Dewey, last night gave the largest 
dinner party in the history of the White 
House social functions. Covers were 
laid for over 80 persons. The guests in- 
cluded the cabinet, the governors of 
nine states, justices of the supreme 
court, some members of both houses of 
congress, army and navy officers and 
others. It was a brilliant affair. 

An hour before the hour announced, a 

The dinner occupied 2% hours and was 
altogether informal. There was no 
speech-making or toast-making, and no 
reference to the Manila victory. The 
evening was passed in individual con- 
versation. At its close Admiral Dewey 
took leave of the party, and amid cheers 
from a small crowd of spectators, was 
driven to his house, where he soon re- 
tired. 

Shortly after the dinner, Secretaries 
Root and Hitchcock, Attorney General 
Griggs, Senator Hanna, Chairman 
Boutelle of the house committee On naval 
affairs, ex-Secretary Bliss and Myron 
Herrick of Cleveland joined the presi- 
dent upstairs, and there was an informal 
talk on the Philippine situation, during 
which the president briefly stated his 
position. Mr. Boutelle, on leaving the 
White House, stated that from what the 
president said, the keynote of the admin- 
istration’s policy was to establish in the 
Philippines a proper government, and 
leave the details entirely in the hands of 
congress. Mr. Boutelle summed up the 
president's informal statement as fol- 
lows: 

“The administraticn’s policy is to 
carry out the manifest wil! of the Amer- 
ican people, in furnishing troops to goto 
the Philipipne islands to sustain the 
fruits of Admiral Dewey's victory. The 
duty that now devolves upon this gov- 
ernment is to maintain our sovereignty 
over the jslands, sustain our soldiers 
against any enemy and against any dis- 
turbance of law and order, everything 
being for the purpose of establishing a 
rightful government for the people of the 
islands in such manner as the American 
fSovernment through congress shall de- 
termine. The campaign must be pushed 
actively and vigorously, and the opposi- 
tion to our arms must be ended as rapidly 
as possible. Peace must be established 
by this government, and maintained un- 
til congress shall determine what shall 
be done with the islands.” 

Admiral Dewey will leave for New 
England Monday night. He will go di- 
rect to Shelburne Farms, near Burling- 
ton, Vt., as the guest of W. Seward 
Webb, the railroad magnate. From 
there he will go to Montpelier, Vt., on the 
13th instant, to attend a reception for 
which elaborate preparations have been 
made. Boston will be visited next, 
where a reception is scheduled for Oct. 
14. 


Probab’y Fetal Shooting Affray. 

Caribou, Me., Oct. 4.—Woodland is 
aroused over a shooting affair in which 
Albert Bjorkman, a Swede, was the ag- 
gressor, and a countryman, Gustaf 
Johnson, was the victim, Itis supposed 
that jealousy was the cause. Johnson 
is spoken of as a quiet, industrious man 
of New Sweden, while Bjorkman is de- 


scribed as being the opposite. The 
shooting was with a 38-caliber revolver, 
and the wounds are so serious that 
Johnson is not expected to jive. One 


shot went entirely through the body 
from right to left, tearing the intestines; 
a second followed almost a similar 
course, but remained in the abdomen, 
while the third bullet went through the 
left elbow. The trouble which brought 
about the shooting is not definitely 
known. Bjorkman later shot his wife, 
probably fatally.

ORDERED TO MANILA, 


Brooklyn and Several Other Vessels 
Will Reinforce Fleet There, 


Result of President’s Confer- 
ence With Dewey. 


Determination to End Hostilities With as Little 
Delay as Possible. 


Washington, Oct. 6.—At Admiral 
Dewey's extended interview with the 
president the former went into the Phil- 
ippine situation at great length, explain- 
ing carefully the existing conditions of 
affairs and his view of the outlook, con- 
cluding with an earnest recommendation 
that the Brooklyn and some other vessels 
be sent at once tothe Philippines. This 
reinforcement of the present fleet of the 
Asiatic squadron he urged as necessary, 
and said their dispatch should be di- 
rected as early as possible. 

The admiral did most of the talking. It 
is known that in line with the ideas ex- 
pressed in his first interview when he re- 
turned to New York he explained to Mr. 
McKinley the statements that Otis Is 
trying to do too much In the Philippines, 
and he therefore recommended practical- 
ly that General Otis be relieved either 
from military or from civil duties, and 
though he was careful not to say any- 
thing unkind about Otis, he made it plain 
that the present state of management 
ought not to continue longer. 

The admiral told the president that he 
approved his policy of putting down the 
Tagal rebel! fon as the first thing to be 
done, and believed it could be accom- 
plished by the new army if vigorously 
prosec uted. 

But he thought the task ought not to 
be considered easy. The Tagal leaders 
and many of the followers are smart and 
brave, he argued, and having gone so far 
would probably fight to the bitter end 
for independence. The admiral appar- 
ently took little stock in the hope of an 
early collapse of the rebellion without 
more fighting, and fighting of the most 
skilful and aggressive kind, 

The president immediately communi- 
cated with the navy department, and 
instructed the secretary of the navy to 
issue an order carrying out the admiral’'s 
recommendation, and to see that they 
be got in readiness at once. The Mar- 
ietta and Machias, beside the Brooklyn, 
will be designated by the navy depart- 
ment, along with several other vessels 
which have not yet been selected. 

The orders are In line with the ex- 
pressed determination of the president 
to furnish the army and navy svery 
resource for stamping out the Philip- 
pine insurrection at the earliest pos- 
sible time. 


The Brooklyn is now with the other 
vessels of the North Atlantic squadron 
off Tompkinsville. The Machias and 
the Marietta are at present lying at their 
wharves in this city on waiting orders. 
The administration believes the presence 
of these reinforemnts will have a ma- 
terial effect in expediting the end of the 
hostilities in the Philippines. 

The Brooklyn is an armored cruiser of 
the first class, carrying 20 main battery 
guns, and having a total displacement 
of 9215 tons. 

The Marietta is a composite gunboat 
of 1000 tons displacement, and with a 
main battery equipment of six guns. 

The Machias, with a displacement of 
1177 tons, carries a battery of eight guns. 

The Brooklyn is commanded by Cap- 
tain Jewell, who has seen 14 years of sea 
service, and much more than that on 
shore stations; the Machias by Lieu- 
tenant Commander Logan, with 15 years 
of service at sea, and the Marietta by 
Lieutenant Commander Gheen, whose 
record shows 17 years of sea service. 

The Brooklyn's formidable equip- 
ment will make her of invaluable gen- 
eral service, while the Marietta and 
Machias are expected to be useful in 
the numerous shallow waters about the 
archipelago. It is not known how soon 
these vessels can be made ready, but 
their orders are to get away as carly as 
possible, and no delay is anticipated. 
Their commanders, on arriving at Ma- 
nila, will report without delay to the 
admiral commanding the Asiatic station 
for orders. 


Latest From the Philippines. 

Manila, Oct. 5.—Rear Admiral Watson 
announces the recovery of the United 
States gunboat Urdanela, which was 
captured and beached by the insurgents, 
The expedition was entirely successful, 
the Americans suffering no casualties. 
Several hundred insurgents have re- 
occupied Porac, which was captured by 
General MacArthur on Sept. 28, and 
evacuated by the Americans the follow- 
ing day. The insurgent forces are also 
reported moving toward Mexico. The 
object of the double movement, appar- 
ently, is to get behind the American 
gerrison on both sides of the Manila- 
Dagupan railway. 

An attack upon Paranaque was made 
by the insurgents last night and rebel 
sympathizers in thé town set fire toa 
number of buildings. Colonel Daggett 
repulsed the attack and declined offers 
of assistance from Bacoor. The extent 
of the damage done by the incendiary 
fires has not yet been learned. 


Johnson Died From Irjuries. 

Houlton, Me., Oct. §.~—County Attorney 
Shaw has received a telegram informing 
him of the shooting at Woodlawn planta- 
tion. The victim of the shooting, Gus- 
taf Johnson, died yesterday. It is be- 
lieved that Bjorkman, who is alleged to 
have done the shooting, is hiding in the 
woods near the scene of the tragedy. 
Searching parties have started outin all 
directions.

“FAIRY SCENE. 


Warships a Center of a Blaze of 
Electrical Beauty. 


FIGHTING VESSELS ILLUMINATED. 


Spectacle In the North River at New 
York That Is Said to Have Eclipsed 
All Precedents In Grandeur—Grand 
Fireworks Display In Honor of 
Dewey. 


The illumination of the fleet of war- 
ships assembled in honor of the 
Dewey celebration at New York was 
admitted by all who saw it the other 
night to be one of the most wonderful 
spectacles ever concelved or seen. So 
soon as the sun had sunk behind the 
Palisades in a glory of gold and crim- 
son that fringed with halos of many 
colors a mass of heavy banks of pur- 
ple clouds which rolled up from the 
east and night had thrown her sable 
mantle over the scene, the hull of the 
yacht Corsair, which was anchored to 
starboard and in the rear of the Olym- 
pla, was suddenly traced in the dark- 
ness with beads of red light. At the 
same time a bow of white light shone 
out over her masts and from stem to 
stern. Simultaneously the great fleet 
of excursion boats and yachts began to 
glitter with promiscuous lights of red, 
white and blue, says the New York 
Times. Amid them all the great war- 
Ships lay grim and dark. 

All at once signals were flashed from 
the flagship and transmitted down the 
line from vessel to vessel, and at 7 
o'clock the warships appeared outlined 
in fire. The illumination of the Olym- 
pia was not elaborate. The hull was 
outlined with white lights and festoons 
of lights hung over her from stem to 
stern. The name “Olympia” was also 
displayed in globules of light. The 
other vessels, with the exception of the 
Chicago, which, as Admiral Howison 
explained the other day, is not fitted 
with electric illumination apparatus, 
had vied with each other in making 
the display as elaborate as it could be. 
Hulls, funnels, turrets, fighting tops 
and masts appeared in fiery beads, and 
most of the vessels also showed their 
names in light. 

The New York had a shield of stars 
and stripes. The name of the Texas 
appeared in red and white letters sus- 
pended above her superstructure. The 
word “Massachusetts” shone out be- 
tween the smokestacks of that battle- 
ship. The most elaborately illuminated 
ship of the fleet was the Brooklyn, 
which was one blaze of light. Spirals 
of little electric lamps wound around 
her funnels, and strings of light were 
suspended from her masts. 

‘The training ship Lancaster, not hay- 
ing any electric fittings for illumina- 
tion, bad outlined hull, mast and yards 
with Chinese lanterns, which also 
swung in many rows from mast to 
mast. Unfortunately, however, the 
wind was high. It played havoe with 
the lanterns. It whisked them from 
the strings and sent them bowling in 
balls of fire through the air, to be 
snuffed out in the dark waters of the 
river. The dispatch boat Dolphin 
showed her crest, a dolphin curved 
and transfixed through the tail and 
head by a trident, forming the let- 
ter D. 

Each vessel had its searchlights in 
full operation. ‘This remark applies 
equally to the revenue cutters, gun- 
boats and transports,trailing down the 
river. The lights were directed full 
upon the national flags flying from the 
sterns and masts of the vessels, and, 
in the case of the Olympia, upon the 
four starred flag of Admiral Dewey. 
They striped the sky with bars of light 
and threw flashes of light upon the 
clouds. Searchlights from many points 
on both sides of the river also flashed 
their white streaks athwart the firma- 
nent in every direction, and the com- 
bined effect was weird and striking in 
the extreme. Flanking the warships 
at anchor were many yachts, decorat- 
ed as elaborately as the warships. High 
up on the Palisades a huge warship 
with three smokestacks was outlined 
in light. The floats “Peace” and “Vic- 
tory” were illumined. 

No sooner had the display commenced 
than a further procession of excursion 
boats, tugs and yachts came up the 
river, tooting and screaching with deaf- 
ening noise. Many of them had bands 
on board, and as they arrived near to 
the Olympla the musicians serenaded 
the hero of Manila. The screeching of 
whistles subsided and out of the night 
from a dark little tug came the sweet, 
clear notes of a cornet playing “Home, 
Sweet Home.” As the last note died 
away, a responsive cheer was raised 
by the sailors on the Olympia. Then 
the cornet player gave them “Annie 
Laurie,” and wound up with a lively 
polka, in which he was joined by a 
band on board. The bands on other 
vessels circling about the Olympia 
played “The Star Spangled Banner” 
and “A Hot Time In the Old Town To- 
night” with might and main and al- 
together, regardless of the cacophony 
they were creating. 

All the moving vessels were loaded 
down with sightseers, who cheered for 
Dewey as they passed. Then the varti- 
ous craft themselves took a hand in 
the serenading and tried to play tunes 
on their sirens and whistles. Mean- 
while the bands on the warships were 
playing a lively selection of music. At 
7:30 o’clock a grand display of fireworks 
began on eight floats stationed in the 
middle of the river, opposite the Olym- 
pia. It started with a salute of 15 inch 
aerial maroons, and for an hour the 
river and shores for a long distance 
around were made bright by a continu- 
ous shower of colored stars and golden 
rain. 

There were two elaborate set pieces, 
one a portrait of Dewey ard another 4 
picture of the Olympia 1,000 feet 
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squate. ‘hese were greeted with dear- 
ening Salutes from the steam whistles 
and cheers from the crews of thé war- 
ships and the sightseers on the excur- 
sion boats. Cheers were also wafted 
over the water from what, to judge by 
the volume of sound, must have been 
enormous crowds on shore, but they 
were not distinguishable from the riv- 
er. The device “Our Victorious Ad 
miral,” in red, white and blue letters, 
also evoked prolonged applause. 

At 8:30 o'clock, after a final dis- 
eharge of rockets and bombs, five of 
the floats, towed by a couple of tugs, 
on board of one of which was Mr. Pain, 
who personally superintended the dis- 
play, started down the river, accom- 
panied by the excursion boats and oth- 
er craft. All the way to the lower bay 
the fireworks were continued, but with- 
out them the river would have been 
brilliant. The shores were illuminated 
as they had never been before. “Wel- 
come, Dewey,” “Gridley, Fire When 
You Are Ready!” “Welcome to Our 
Hero,” and similar devices blazed on 
piers and buildings. Domes, roofs and 
walls were traced in beads of colored 
light. 

The offices and other rooms in many 
high buildings had been lighted to the 
topmost story, and the general effect 
was grandiose. Nothing more effective 
could well be imagined than these 
lights rising tier upon tier in the build- 
ings of various heights. On each side 
of the river, too, the vessels at the 
piers and anchored In the stream had 
gone to great pains to rise to the occa- 
sion. All displayed {lluminations of 
some kind. 

The most elaborately decorated yacht 
down the river was the Erin, which 
lay off the Jersey shore not far from 
the Battery. The whole vessel was out- 
lined with electric lights, even to two 
flags, one at cach masthead, and be- 
tween the masts, standing out against 
the blackness of the night background, 
was the name “Erin” in large green 
letters. The Pennsylvania ferryboats, 
too, with their triple rows of Ights, 
came in for their share of admiration. 

But if the scene in the Hudson was 
grand in Its beauty, that witnessed by 
the people on the vessels in the bay 
was indescribably grand. The whole 
of Manhattan Island, Jersey City and 
Brooklyn was ablaze with light. The 
great city seemed to be burning in 
many places. The red fire utilized In 
innumerable places produced the Illu- 
sion of a gigantic conflagration. In ey- 
ery direction searchlights were throw- 
ing their luminous streams up and 
down and in circles. 


BIG RAILWAY PROJECT. 


Proposed Air Line From the West to 
the Canadian Boundary. 

An important railway project is 
about to be entered upon in northern 
Minnesota, and the initial work may 
be undertaken this winter, It is for 
what will be practically an air line 
from Minneapolis and St. Paul to the 
Canadian boundary at the foot of 
Rainy lake, about 150 miles northwest 
of Duluth. The line will also connect 
Duluth and the Canadian boundary in 
almost an air line. 

It is about 25 miles from Minneapo- 
lis to Koochiching, at the foot of Rainy 
lake, where there is water of some 25,- 
000 horsepower. North from Minne- 
apolis to Milaca the new road will fol- 
low the Great Northern's present track, 
and a section 85 miles long will be 
built from there around the east side 
of Lake Millecas to a junction with 
the Duluth, Mississippi River and 
Northern at the mouth of Swan river, 
says the Philadelphia Ledger. The 
D., M. R. and N. is a subline of the 
Great Northern system. From its 
northern terminus at Hibbing, 75 miles 
of line will be built down the Little 
Fork Valley to a connection with the 
new transcontinental Canadian line at 
Rainy lake. The entire Hine may be 
under Great Northern ownership. 


SHE RANG THE OLD BELL. 


Instrument Long Silent Sounded In 
Dewey's Honor by a Weaver. 

The Dewey welcome at Waterbury, 
Conn., the other day was sounded by 
every whistle In town, but there was 
great surprise when the old bell of the 
American mills, silent for years, be- 
gan to ring. 

Lizzie McGinness, a weaver in the 
mills, was the first to catch the signifi- 
eance of the din of steam whistles, 
says the New York World. She left her 
loom, and, going to the tower, climbed 
up the ladder into the old unused bel- 
fry, pulled the dusty old rope, and the 
big bell began to shake the tower as 
its clear tones rang out for Dewey. 

The young woman was returning, 
her face flushed with excitement, when 
she was met by Manager Baldwin, 
who was wondering who had rung the 
old bell. “Dewey’s in New York,” said 
the girl, and the manager, who was 
commended in the late war for bravery 
at Gettysburg, approved the girl’s pa- 
triotism. 


Old Locomotive Still at Work, 
The old Baldwin passenger engine, 
No. 39, of the Alleghany Valley rail- 
road, which was built in 1871, Is per- 
haps the oldest machine still in active 
use on any Pittsburg line. In its day 
it was considered a fine engine, and, 
although too light now for heavy 
trains, it is capable of doing good 
work, says the Pittsburg Post. After 
28 years of service the old 39 Is en- 
titled to some respect, but no doubt it 

will go to the scrap pile before long.

Joubert Has Done His Utmost Toward Peace 
and Leaves Result With God. 


London, Oct. 5.—A telegram from Jo- 
hannesburg says that the state secre- 
tary, Reitz, of the Transvaal, informed 
a correspondent of The Standard and 
Diggers’ News that the proclamation 
of martial law is being delayed. 

In Cape Town the opinion prevails 
that the delay of the Boers in assuming 
the offensive points to a willingness on 
the part of the Transvaal government to 
allow political counsel to override mil- 
itary order, and that ther is, therefore, 
still hope that the Afrikander efforts 
for peace will prevail. 

It is understood that Sir Alfred Milner 
has not yet abandoned the hope that the 
powerful influences, now at work in 
Pretoria and Bloemfontein, may lead to 
the arrest of the mobilization of troops 
on both sides, and open the door to a 
pacific solution. 

The peace party is making the most of 
the interval of the anticipated reas- 
sembling of parliament. The executive 
committee of the national liberal fed- 
eration, at the recent meeting, adopted 
a resolution which was communicated 
to the affiliated liberal associations 
throughout the country, declaring that 
war was unjustified by thé facts, and 
urging Lord Salisbury to seek a peaceful 
solution of the difficulty. 

Zhe Daily Chronicle's correspondent 
at Cape Town says: For the first time 
in seveyl months J. H. Hoffmeyr, the 
Afrikander leader in Cape Colony, and 
Sig Alfred Milner met Tuesday in con- 
ference. An unconfirmed report is in 
corculation that Mr. Hoffmeyr has been 
entrusted with an imperial mission to 
Pretoria.

Justice Brewer Talks of Proceedings of the 
Anglo-Vene zuefan Tribunal. 

Paris. Oct. 5.—A representative of the 
Associated Press last evening had a con- 
versation with Justice Brewer of the 
United States supreme court re garding 
the award of the Anglo-Venezuelan ar- 
bitration tribunal, from which it appears 
that the deliberations of the court did 
not proceed smoothly. Justice Brewer 
said: “Until the last moment I be- 
Heved a decision would be quite impos- 
sible, and it was by the greatest con- 
ciliation and mutual concessions that a 
compromise was arrived at. Ifany of us 
had been asked to give an award, each 
would have given one differing in extent 
arid character. The consequence of this 
was that we had to adjust our different

Being asked whether political con- 
siderations influenced the award the 
justice said he could not admit that, as 
it would reflect on the judges, but there 
was no doubt that the present insurrec- 
tion in Venezuela and the consequent 
feeling of instability weighed to a cer- 
tain extent in the balance. 

Replying to a query regarding the de- 
liberations within the court, Mr. Brewer 
said that there was, properly speaking, 
no casting of votes. Each judge con- 
ceded one thinginturn. With regard to 
the proceedings in open court, he said 
the hearing of argument§ might have 
been considerably curtailed had the case 
been heard exclusively by either an Eng- 
lish or an American court; but the judges 
thought it prudent to allow counsel full 
liberty in order to make matters clearer 
to the president, who, after all, was not 
a lawyer, 

Asked whether, acc

Brewer, after some hesitation, said he 
would rather say nothing on that sub- 
ject, and concluded by remarking that 
whatever the two parties might think 
of the award, Venezuela received Barima

Not Wind Enough to Fill 


Balloons of Canvas. 


Oe 


Another Disappointment In 
Great Yachting Contest, 


Took Nearly Five Hours to 
Cover Twelve Miles. 


Columbia Outfooted Shamrock While 
the Wind Held Astern, 


Challenger Had Caught Up, However, When 
Race Was Declarea Off. 


New York, Oct. 6.—Thursday’s con- 
test for the America’s cup was aban- 
doned at 3:45 p. m, by mutual consent on 
the part of the commanders of both Co- 
lumbia and Shamrock because at the 
time there was no possibility of finishing 
Within the time allowance. Imm« diately 
that this was done the pennant was 
hoisted on the committee's boat, of- 
ficially declaring the race over for the 
day. The race will be resailed Saturday, 
and should it again end in a fluke it will 
be resailed uatil there is a race had 
Within the prescribed time limit. 

Captain Ben Parker and his brother 
William of Emperor William’s yacht 
Meteor were on board the Shamrock in 
both Tuesday’s and Thursday's races, 
Dr. Mackie, speaking for Sir Thomas 
Lipton, said that the two men were 
aboard the English boat simply because 
they are friends of Captains Hogarth 
and Wringe. Dr, Mackie said that 
Captain Parker had nothing w hatever to 
do with the sailing and management of 
Shamrock. 

Crossing the line with a breeze of five 
knots it never blew more than six, most 
of the time less than three, and part of 
the time not a breath of air was Stirring, 
After sailing four hours and 43 minutes 
the yachts having covered only 12 miles 
of the course to the outer mark, the re- 
Satta committee declared the race off. 
as it was manifestly impossible, with the 
breeze then blowing, for the racers to 
round the stake before the time limit ex- 
Ppired, much less to get back home again. 

During the time in which the yachts 
were at it, the wind, which carried them 
dead before it over the line, had hauled 
around, until, at the finish, they were 
beating into its teeth. While the wind 
held astern, Columbia steadily outfooted 
her rival, until she was fully half a 
mile ahead, but in the shifting, baffling 
winds that followed during the last three 
hours, with the sngle-stickers tacking 
and beating and gybing to catch every 
streak of wind, with fortune helping 
one about as much as the other, Sham- 
rock gradually worked her way up until, 
when the race was declared off, the two 
boats were about on even terms, Sham- 
rock, perhaps, half a length ahead, but so 
close was the Yankee that Captain Barr 
could have thrown a biscuit to the for- 
eigner. 

The only lesson learned by the nautical 
Sharps from yesterday's trial of the 
abilities of the two boats, is that in light 
weather conditions Columbia is the su- 
perior in running and reaching, and 
Shamrock slightly better in beating. 
There has yet been no indication of what 
either boat can do in a piping whole- 
=ail breeze. 


The weather bureau had promised a 
good, strong wind, but the prophesy was 
a dismal failure. It was just an ideal] 
Indian summer day. A heavy haze 
hung over sea and land, and shut off the 
view of the thousands waiting on the 
Highlands of Navesink, and the Long 
Island shore. The sky was veiled by a 
gossamer of clouds, through which the 
sun sifted. A vast colony of excursion 
boats, ocean-going steamers, yachts, 
tugs, side-wheelers and sailing vessels 
gathered around the Sandy Hook light- 
ship to watch the start. The smoke 
from their stacks and the steam from 
their exhausts mingled with the haze 
and formed a thick veil. The torpedo 
boats, guarding the course, threaded 
their way in and out through the acres of 
boats, warning the excursion skippers 
to keep their distance. But little dif- 
ficulty was experienced in keeping the 
course clear. 

There was hardly wind enough to keep 
the flags fluttering. What there was 
was from the northwest by north, from 
over the land. Outside of the ruck of 
the steamers, the old cup defender, Vig- 
jlant, made a successful picture, and the 
old schooner, America, which won the 
cup 50 years ago, attracted universal at- 
tention. 

Preparations were made aboard both 
yachts for the lightest airs before the 
start. Columbia discarded her heavy 
ateel topsail yard for a lighter and longer 


pine one, and Shamrock sent aloft the 
largest clubtopsail ever seen on he 
As soon as the committee boat had 
hoisted the signal letters “D, C. EL.” 
making the course 15 miles southeast 
by south, dead before the wind and re- 
turn, a tug steamed straight out t 
to plant the outer mark. There was 
Bome pretty maneuvering behind the 
dine before the start, each yacht breaking 
eut her balloon jib and lowering her 
spinnaker boom, as they jockeyed for 
position. 

Both got across in the smoke of the 
last gun, Columbia a length ahead, and 
in the windward berth. The wind was 
blowing hardly five knots As she 
crossed Shamrock broke ont her spin- 
naker, which was in stope Columbia 
Was a little slow in gettin ig, belly- 
ing sail out, but 60 seconds later both 
were on even terms, fleeing before the 
gentle breeze, wing and wing, spinnaker 
balancing mainsail, and b ilging balloon 
jib drawing forward, The excursion 
boats started in pursuit, but they slowed 
down almost immediately, and then 
stopped. The lazy breeze was car rying 
the big yachts down the wind at a 
Snail’s pace. 

For almost an hour the spectators on 
the excursion boats watched them drift. 
Columbia steadily gained. Inch by inch 
She crept along. At the end of 15 miles 
Several lengths of clear water showed 
between her and her rival. The bands 
Played and a few whistles tooted. On 
she moved, until she was fully 500 yards 
ahead. The immense spread of canvas, 
including the balloon jib, was drawing 
in the geetle breeze. The whole crew 
of each yacht was aft, to act as ballast 
and keep the head of the yacht up. Then 
the wind began to die, and the great bal- 
loons of canvas forward collapsed. At 
the same time the wind canted a little, 
and Columbia took in her spinnaker and 
tried reaching, leaving the balloon jib 
Set. It was a challenge to Shamrock on 
her best point of sailing, and Captain 
Hogarth accepted the gauge. They 
went heading over toward the Long Isl- 
and shore, and Columbia continued to 
increase her lead. Shamrock set her 
staysail, but it only kept the wind from 
her balloon, and the sail itself hung limp 
from the stay. In a few minutes she 
took it down.

The steamship Augusta Victoria, out- 
ward bound to Southampton, slowed 
down to let the pasengers catch a 
glimpse of the contest. Then she dipped 
her flag and sped on. 

A few minutes later, the Cunard liner 
Servia came foaming into port. In vain 
the patrol boats whistled their warning, 
but she swung slightly outward as she 
came on straight through the course, 
dipped her flag when abeam the racers 
and disappeared to leeward. The emi- 
grants aboard climbed upon her fore- 
castle deck to see the sight. Columbia 
got most of the wash from the big liner, 
bobbing on the huge swells an 
much wind out of her saile § 
the excursion boats pushed toward the 
outer mark. When they got there they 
waited for an hour, but the champions 
did not come. 

Then the wind hauled around to the 
South-southeast, and the racers had 
taken in their spinnakers to beat into it 
close-hauled. The excursion boats 
puffed back to see what the yachts were 
deing. But for the rest of the race the 
yachts were half the time in doldrums, 
with their sails flapping listlessly. When 
the streaks of wind would strike them 
they would luff and tack and split tacks,

{each vainly endeavoring to get into the 


place where the zephys were crinkling 
the ocean. For two hours this was 
kept up, during which no one seemed able 
to tell exactly how Shamrock drew up 
With her adversary. At 3:43, when it 
Was apparent to all that the yachts could 
not make the outer mark, much 
finish, and when both were practically 
on even terms, the committee decided to 
eall the race off. 

Just before the regatta committee 
hung out the ball on the triatic stay, 
which declared the race off, the spec- 
tators were watching the yachts with in- 
tense interest. They had split tacks, 
and now Columbia was sailing toward 
Shamrock on the port tack, with the 
evident intention of crossing her bow. 
The water beéween them grew narrower 
and narrower, until she was close enough 
to pass a line aboard. Everybody 
aboard the excursion fleet expected to 
see her cross Shamrock’s bow, but Cap- 
tain Barr found it too risky, and he put 
his helm down, and came over on the 
starboard tack, under Shamrock’s lee, 
Although Columbia had her nose in 
front, the challenger lapped her and held 
the weather gauge. Just at this in- 
stant the signal went up declaring the 
race off, and both yachts turned about 
and headed for home. 

The sea Was apicture. All about the 
horizon Was a mass of masts and sticks 
and sails. Away off to the eastward the 
steamship Germanic was coming in from 
the Atlantic with a bone In her teeth. 
A full-rigged ship, with all royals set, 
was sailing out to sea, while off to the 
eastward, in the track of the excursion 
boats as they headed for home, the north 
Atlantic squadron, bound for Hampton 
Roads, was majestically bearing down 
in squadron formation, line ahead. As 
the excursion fleet moved toward them 
a stream of signals fluttered from the 
flagship New York, and the squadron 
changed formation, line abreast, and 
came on as if to annihilate the holiday 
fleet. 

But the mob of vessels never faltered, 
and went racing homeward, surging be- 
tween the men-of-war, with whistles 
shrieking and bands playing and banas 
shrieking and bands playing patriotic 
airs.

Notable Decrease in Failures Gives Ample 
Proof of Commerc’a! Prosperity- 

New York, Oct. 6.—Bradstreet’s says: 
Those infallible indices of commercial 
conditions, statistics of failures, point 
to continued trade improvement and to 
a still ebbing tide of business mortality. 
Bradstreet’s failure reports for the first 
and second quarters of the year showed 
fewer failares than in any but the most 
favored years and liabilities the smallest 
for at least 17 years. The third quarter 
of the year 1899 shows the fewest fail- 
ures, the smallest liabilities and the 
smallest proportion of assets to labili- 
ties of which there is any recent record. 
Failures and liabilities alike found their 
minimum this year in September, and 
corresponding totals of previous years 
show that the month just closed comes 
near to, if not actually, possessing the 
record of the smallest business embar- 
rassments and liabilities. 

There were only 2026 failures, involv- 
ing $15,550,965 in liabilities and $6,340,286 
in assets in the third quarter of 1899, a 
decrease of 16 percent in number and of 
48 percent in Habilities from the same 
quarter of last year. Compared with 
the second quarter of 1899 liabilities are 
18 percent smaller, and compared with 
the first three months of this year lia- 
bilities are less than half as heavy. 

This tendency is practically universal, 
though a slight increase in number and 
liabillties of failures in the west over 
those im the second quarter are notice- 
able. Against this, however, it is to be 
recalled that comparisons with a year 
ago are satisfactory, though business 
conditions last year in the west and 
northwest were highly favorable. Per- 
haps the most satisfactory showing of 
all is that made by the southern states. 

The total number of failures for the 
nine months was only 7075, a falling off 
of 20 percent from last year, of 28 per- 
cent from 1897 and of 37 percent from 
1896, Which year held the record for most 
numerous nine months’ failures, exceed- 
ing even the panic year 1893. 

In only one group, that of the terri- 
tories, is there an increase shown in the 
number of failures as compared with the 
nine months of last year, and growth of 
the section involyed rather than un- 
favorabie conditions is probably re- 
sponsible for the increase. With the ex- 
ception noted in the case of the terri- 
tories, the liabilities of every other 
group of states have decreased. 

The failures in New England during 
the third quarter of this year number 
418, liabilities $2,964,815, assets $900,664; 
ageinst 464 failures, liabilities $5,356,693, 
assets $2,216,257 in the third quarter of 
1898. 

The failures in New England for nine 
months number 1595, Habilitles $18,110,- 
195, assets $7,336,483; against 1650 failures, 
liabilities $24,671,450, assets $11,658,563, 
during the first nine months of 1898. 

Serious Fire Aboard Ship. 

New York, Oct. 6—Coming up the 
East river at full speed, the Mallory liner 
Leona, Captain Wilder, from Galveston, 
warped into pier 20. The ship was on 
fire from the main hatch forward to the 
bow. The firemen had a hard time to 
get at the flames, as the boat came into 
her dock stern foremost, leaving the 
burning portion out in the water. The 
cause of the fire jg a. mystery. It was 
said by one of the passengers that three 
days ago the hatches had been battened 
down, and Captain Wildes then said that 
this was owng tothe high seas. From 
gat time the ship had gone at full speed 
toward New York. The passenger said 
that on several occasions he had detected 
smoke. Captain Wilder denies that the 
ship was on fire at sea, and says that the 
first he knew of the fire was when the 
hatches were lifted, after arrival in the 
harbor. The Leona finally sank at her 
pier. There were several firemen in the 
forward hold at the time the ship sank, 
but all escaped. Several] were com- 
pelled to swim under a fireboat which 
Was lying on the starboard side of the 
burning ship. The cargo, valuedat from 
$250,000 to $300,000, is a total loss. It 
consisted of cotton and tobacco. The 
boat is regarded as being little better 
than a wreck.

New Yerk, Oct. 6.—General James R. 
O’Beirne announces that he has been 
appointed commissioner extraordinary 
in the United States for the Transvaal 
by President Kruger.

A dispatch from Mafeking announces 
that Commandant Cronje of the Boer 
forces has been promoted to the rank of 
general, and is massing 6000 Boers, with 
artillery, near Ramathlabama, north of 
Mafeking. The dispatch adds that Gen- 
eral Crouje has sent a message to the 
camp of the imperial troops that he will 
cross the border at the first shot fired in 
Natal. 

It is understood that Harry Escombe, 
former premier of Natal, is going to 
Pretoria in the interest of peace. 

Thousands of natives are reported to 
have invaded Johannesburg, and the 
authorities decided to march them, under 
escort, out of the country. Last night 
two natives entered a clothing store kept 
by a Jew and stabbed the proprietor in 
the neck, severing his windpipe. Two 
Jewish storekeepers in the East Rand 
have been murdered by natives, and the 
Kaffirs are raiding all the places where 
they think liquor is stored. The war 
commission, acting under the govern- 
ment’s instructions, Will issue advice to 
storekeepers to remove the barricades 
they have erected, on the ground that 
the government's guarantee of protec- 
tion ought to be sufficient. 


All the reliable intelligence from 
South Africa points to a continuance 
of the existing situation for some time, 
as both sides are apparently diffident 
about commencing an attack, although 
from the dispatches received here it 
Seems ag if every movement of a patrol 
and every cloud of dust raised by a herd 
of cattle were turned into a general ad- 
Vance bygboth armies. 

The delay is all to the good, inasmuch 
as it gives time for further negotiations, 
and indications apparently show a will- 
ingness on the part of the British gov- 
ernment to continue to utilize diplomacy.

A FORMIDASLE WEAPON. 


Pemarkaple Performance of the Holland Sub- 
marine Torpedo Boat.

THE HOLLAND SUBMARINE ROAT. 
The boat made remarkable speed while 
running awash from her moorings at 


Suffolk to the beginning of the 
course. The distance is about three 
miles, and was covered in less than 30 
minutes. 

At the beginning of the course the sub- 
marine boat was maneuvered so that 
her bows were directly between the two 
small red flags that marked the starting 
point. The boat was then submerged 
until the conning tower was just above 
the water. In less than five seconds 
afterward the boat was completely sub- 
merged, there being nothing visible 
above water excepting the small flags 
at the ends of the 10-foot masts. 

The first run was made submerged 
over the one mile course, at the end of 
which the vessel came to the surface for 
rapid observation, then making a short 
dive and coming to the surface a short 
distance from the beginning of the sec- 
ond mile buoys. The mile run under 
water was made in less than 10 minutes, 
while the time for taking observation 
for changing the position of the vessel 
was made in less than seven seconds. 
The boat was kept on the course for more 
than two hours, during which time she 
dived several times, and ran at high 
speed both awash and submerged.

An elaborate demonstration was held 
at Peoria, Ills., yesterday 
President McKinley. The great event 
was the unveiling of a monument to the 
soldiers of the war of the rebellion. The 
monument is a tall shaft of marble, orna- 
mented with bronze groups, commem- 
orating scenes of the Civil war. By its 
side had been constructed a platform 
upon which the president and his party 
took seats to review the procession. 

The monument wag presented to the 
city and county by Mrs. Lucie B. Tyng 
and accepted by John C. Kingbury, 
chairman of the board of supervisors, 
and by Mayor Lunch. An address was 
given by Mr. Kingbury, followed by the 
president, who dedicated the monument 
inaformaladdress. The president said: 

“I am glad to stand about the monu- 
ment dedicated to patriotic service and 
heroic devotion in the holiest cause for 
which mankind ever engaged. This 
monument awakens sacred memories, 
and that isits purpose. It was erected 
that it might for all time perpetuate a 
glorious page of American history. It 
tells the whole story of the war, the siege, 
the march, bivouac, battle line, the suf- 
fering, sacrifices, of the brave men who, 
from ’61 to '65, upheld the flag. It tells 
every page of the history of that civil 

struggle and its triumphant consumma- 
tion at Appomattox Court House, when 
Grant accepted the surrender from Lee 
and we were kept a nation, united again 
forever. 

“I like this monument. I like this 
symbol that I face today—the defense of 
the flag. That is what we do whenever 
and wherever the flag is assailed. And 
with us war always sleeps when the as- 
sailants of our flag consent to Grant’s 
terms of unconditional surrender. I 
could add nothing of patriotic sentiment 
to that which has already been uttered. 

“But I desire to express in this pres- 
ence my appreciation of the tribute 
which the people of Peoria have paid to 
the brave defenders of the American 
flag in time of our greatest peril. You 
are proud of the monument. You 
should be proud of the demonstration 
today which led to its unveiling. Six 
thousand children from the _ schools 
marching by with the flag of stars in 
their hands, and with the love of country 
in their hearts. I could not but think 
as I looked upon that inspiring proces- 
sion that my country was safe. God 
bless the schoolsof America. God bless 
the patriotic women of the United States 
and the patriotic band that projected and 
carried this monument to a successful 
conclusion.”

WIDESPREAD ACTIVITY. 


Wave ot Prosperity Continues to Spread Over 
the Business World. 

New York, Oct. 7.—Bradstreet’s says: 
Distributive trade, while smaller at 
some markets, is still of encouraging 
volume, industry is active, railway 
earnings heavy, prices still tend upward 
and bank clearings increase, while fail- 
ures lessen. Fall festivals and other 
celebrations at several cities have ex- 
ercised an appreciable effect upon re- 
tail trade, and proven astimulating fac- 
tor in wholesale lines. In industrial 
affairs activity is widespread, and 
strikes are fewer and less costly than in 
most years. 

Business failures are apparently at a 
minimum, and liabilities are certainly 
less costly than for many years past. 

Prices, as a whole, manifest aggressive 
strength. Farm products are especially 
prominent in this direction, leading in 
extent of gain with an advance of nearly 
% cent for the week. 

Manufactured articles are strongez, in 
Sympathy with the raw product, but are 
also strengthened by reported heavy 
dealings in print cloths, and by the fact 
that manufacturers orf most lines of 
staple cottons are heavily sold ahead. 

War rumors have played animportant 
part in the week's operations, tending, in 
some respects, toward checking the 
buoyancy of cotton, affecting London 
wool sale prices and strengthening the 
tone of wheat and other cereals. 

Wool has been in active demand by 
manufacturers, and is higher at most 
markets. Woolen goods retain all of 
their old strength and some classes still 
tend upward. Chartering of ships by 
the British government has created some 
excitement in the ocean freight markets, 
and quotations for room have been 
marked up. 

Dairy products reflect weather con- 
ditions in higher prices, and petroleum 
is firm on limited production, compared 
with demand. 

Hides and leather are strong and high- 
er. 

Iron and steel hold all of their old 
strength, the former on heavy buying at 
Pittsburg and further west, while large 
quantities of steel rails have been bought 
by leading railroads.

The Central Pacific Railroadcompany 
has deposited in the United States 
treasury $47,000,000 in 4 percent gold 
bonds to secure the government that 
amount of notes due the government on 
the purchase of the road last January.

| ELECTRICIT 


Important Changes Dependent Upon 
the Kearsurge Experiments. 

Ever since the satisfactory installa- 
tion of electric power 
plants ashore there has been a growing 
| agitation in the navy for the adoption 
| of this means for distributing power 
on shipboard, says The Electrical Re- 
view. Free from the objectionable heat 
and the great danger incident to steam 
pipes, it promised at least to be far 
maore economical in operation than the 
steam auxiliaries which it was intend- 
ed to replace. The battleship feeds 
on cecal. In the older type of installa- 
tions somewhere about one-fourth or 
one-fifth of its bunker capacity would 
be used on a cruise in operating the 
auxiliaries, thus shortening the effect- 


ive radius of the ship and increasing j 


the expense of operation. If the elec- 
tric system is able, as it almost cer- 
tainly will be, to save one-half of this 
coal, it will pay for itself over and over 
again in the lifetime of the ordinary 
warship and will add several hundred 
miles to the cruising radius of a large 
vessel. 

The tests of the Kearsarge are await- 
'ed with the greatest interest, for it is 
almost a certainty that they will show 
the eminent desirability of the electric 
system in the most emphatic manner.

Topic For the Week Beginning Oct. 

&—Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyte. 

Toric.—Work where Christ tells you to.—John 
xxi, 1-6. 

The topic is illustrated in the topical 
reference by an incident in the life of 
Christ after His resurrection. It is the 
appearance of Christ to the seven dis- 
ciples on the Galilean sea, where they 
bad been fishing an entire night with- 
out success. Jesus appeared in the morn- 
ing. He said to them, **Cast the net on 
the right side of the ship, and ye shall 
find.’”’ They cast, therefore, and now 
they were not able to draw it for the 
multitude of fishes. Here is an illustra- 
tion of working where Christ said to 
work, and the result. 

Where shall we work as Christians? 
What shall we do for Christ? Shall we 
preach the gospel? Shall we become 
foreign missionaries, or shall we stay in 
the home church, and, if so, what shall 
we consider our special duty and mis- 


sion there? These are questions that ; 


often confront Christian people, nor are 
they alwaysanswered. Our topic gives 
us a safe principle to follow—work 
where Christ tells you to. 

For many reasons we should work 
where Christ tells us to. 

1. Because it is our duty. It is for 
Christ to command and for us to obey. 
He is our leader, our Captain, and the 
most important duty of the soldier is to 
obey the commands of his superior offi- 
cer. 

2. Obedience to Christ isa test of 
our love for Christ. Christ Himself said, 


“If ye love Me, keep My command- | 


ments.’’ ‘If we love Christ, we are to 
show it doing what He wants us to do. 

3. Christ knows best where the work 
should be done and what we are capa- 
ble of doing. The officer always hasa 
wider vision than the private. His op- 
portunities for superior knowledge are 
greater. Christ’s vision is greater than 
ours. The disciples had failed. When 
they did what He told them to do, they 
succeeded beyond all expectations. Suc- 
cess, therefore, depends upon obedience 
to Christ. 

But how may we know where Christ 
wants us to work? He cannot tell us, 
as He did His disciples of old, and yet He 
does give us leadings in the matter. 

1. Ability shonld assist us to decide. 
If Christ has not given us ability to do 
a certain kind of work, we may rest 
assured that He does not want us to do 
it. 2. Opportunity should be looked 
upon as acommand from Christ. Chris- 
tian opportunity is Christian duty. The 
helplessness and need of the man who 
had fallen among thieves were a com- 
mand of Christ to those who passed by 
Him. 3. The etudy of God’s word will 
asist us in deciding when Christ wants 
us to work and what He wants us to do. 

Let us do our best to discover where 
Christ wants us to work, and then let 
us do His work. ‘‘Where duty calls or 
danger, be never wanting there.”’

a great extent the use of those ships in | 
| American waters. 
| 


With the exception 
of three or four ports on the Atlantic 
coast—and then only at high water— 
and two ports on the Pacific coast, 
England’s leviathans are effectually 
barred from entering United States 
waters. 

The British admiralty officials now 
claim that their new battleships will 
draw less water than any similar ships 
afloat, and that in point of speed and 
battery power the new craft will excel 
any vessels in existence or in process 
of construction anywhere. 

In the new British battleship the de- 
signs, it is said, first call for a hull 
proper with very pronounced sloping 
sides. Around this bull will be placed

The four guns of ei- 
ther of these turrets may be concen- 
trated on a single target and fired si- 
multaneously by one man. Then look 
out for trouble for the enemy. The 
force of the shock of this-mighty dis- 
charge would send one of the 13,880 
pound bowers of the battleship flying 
overboard if it happened to be on the 
deck near the turrets in the line of fire. 

In the matter of protection the 
Kearsarge is well equipped. Along the 
water line region there is a side armor 
belt of a maximum thickness of 1644 
inches, with a mean depth of 744 feet, 
so disposed in reference to the load 
line that the vessel, with 410 tons of 
coal on board, has 314 feet of this belt 
armor above water and with 1,210 
tons of coal on board has two feet 
above the load line. 

In addition to the armor belts, cof- 
ferdams filled with compressed fire- 
proofed American corn pith cellulose 
have been worked the entire length of 
the vessel in the region of the water 
line. 

As to speed, the Kearsarge has just 
shown what she can do under medium 
forced draft. It is said that the new 
English battleships are expected to 
show a speed of nearly 19 knots. It 
must be remembered, however, that 
England and all other foreign naval 
powers make the speed tests of new 
warships under full forced draft and 
the most favorable conditions. 

On paper our battleships may seem 
slower than those of England. The 
Oregon was supposed to be several 
knots slower than the ships of Cerve- 
ra’s squadron, yet the Spanish ships 
were readily overhauled in that mem- 
orable race out of Santiago harbor. 

This is the present condition of the 
battleship building contest. We be- 
gan with a big handicap, but we have 
been improving wonderfully of late. 
Now we think we can build just as 
good ships as our dear friend Johp 
Bull, if not a little better. 


BOERS’ CALL TO ARMS, 


How Kruger'’s Burghers Are Su 
moned to Defend the Republic. 


The Boer method of calling the 
burghers to arms is a strikingly primi- 
tive one, but effective none the less. In 
each district there is an officer known 
as the field cornet. When it becomes 
necessary to call upon the burghers for 
armed service, he mounts his horse and 
rides hard and fast from kraal to kraal, 
serving the formal notices. 

This call the burghers obey at once. 
There can be no excuse save that of 
serious illness. Mounted and fortified

ply of buck or beef, cured in the sun 
and called “biltong,” the burghers con 
centrate in the specified “dorp,” or vil 
lage, where they invariably meet in the 
market place, the church, iron gated 
iron steepled, in the background. Arms 
are distributed to those who are with- 
out them, and, as for forage, the veldt 
is trusted to supply it at need. 

The commandant, who is the Dutch 
equivalent of the English colonel, drills 
his forces as best he may, and a cer- 
tain amount of military discipline is 
easily acquired, despite the rather 
slouching appearance, due in part to 
the absence of uniforms, except in the 
“ase of the commandants, the other 
officers and the “state artillery.” 

The call of a commandant is not now 
binding on an outlander, as the Boer 
authorities at one time designed that it 
should be, but when the outlander 
takes the oath and the franchise, as 
now proposed, his immunity will cease. 


A FINE WHITE CAPITOL. 


ae aaa © Minnesota’s 
new capitol 
building, now 
in course of 
construction 
at St. Paul, is 
4 to be a most 

beautiful edi- 
fice. With the exception of the granite 
foundations the entire building is to 
be of pure white Georgia marble. This 
marble is almost pure carbonate of 
lime, of a brilliant crystalline texture, 
marked by blue veins for the most 
part vigorous. Here and there appears 
a delicate cloud of gray, making the 
general aspect of the rock exceeding- 
ly rich and _ beautiful. Professor 
Blunchli of Zurich, who visited the 
capitol recently, declared that this 
Georgia marble possessed a beauty un- 
surpassed by any similar product of 
the quarries of Italy. 

The principal facade of the capitol 
looks toward the south. This front is 
435 feet long, exclusive of the ap- 
proaches, the entrance and the steps. 
The only interruptions in this noble 
line of marble are the main central 
pavilion and the pavilions at either

end. The central pavilion is adorned 
with a magniticent colonnade forming 
the front of a deep loggia. The upper 
part of the colonnade is adorned with 
sculpture, the central feature of which 
is a quadriga typifying the progress 
of the state. The quadriga is placed 
at the top of the pavilion and forms 
its crowning feature. Supporting the 
quadriga on either side are placed 
symbolical groups, and on the broad 
attic below the quadriga is a series 
of six figures symbolizing the attri- 
butes of humanity which make for the 
progress of the state. 

The sculpture at either end of the 
building will be typical of the uses of 
the portion of the building upon which 
they are placed. All figures above the 
roof line are of bronze. Those pro- 
jected against the building are to be 
of white marble, in unison with the 
body of the building.

The structures to be erected 
comprise the main building for the ad- 
mission, classification, examination 
and discharge of immigrants, which | 
has already been started; bathhouse 
and laundry, restaurant and kitchen, 
hospital with SO beds, surgeon’s resi- 
dence, hospital outbuilding, with disin- 
fecting plant; morgue, large power 
house, ferry house, large covered porch 
for reception of arrivals, covered pas- 
sageway connecting all departments 
and carrying steam and water pipes, 
electric wires and other appliances 
from the power plant to all buildings. 

The main building will be a dignified 
fireproof structure in a rather free 
adaptation of the French renaissance, 
constructed of brick trimmed witb 
light stone. The frontage will be 300 
feet, the depth 166 feet and the height 
62 feet. The tower will be 100 feet 
high. The bathhouse will be 64 by 
100 feet, with large shower bath, laun- 
dries and barber shop. The kitchen 
and laundry will have accommodations 
for feeding detained immigrants, with 
public dining rooms. The building will 
be 100 by 44 feet. The power house 
will be 150 by 75 feet, containing coal 
bins, boiler, pump, tank and dynamo 
rooms, office, a disinfecting plant in 
which clothing will be purified, ma- 
chinery to generate the steam and light 
and heat the entire island, and a re- 
frigerating plant and water filters. The 
surgeon's house will be complete with 
ten rooms and have all modern conyven- 
fences. The covered way will estab- 
lish the lines of intercommunication 
between all buildings, so arranged as 
to facilitate supervision. The exteri 
ors of the structures will be modern 
and fireproof throughout, composed of 
noncombustible, nonabsorbent mate- 
rials. The masonry will be of brick 
and limestone, the roofs of tile and 
copper. 

The best sanitary plumbing will pre- 
vail throughout. A system of ventila- 
tion will purify the air everywhere by 
means of four large exhaust fans in 
the vent towers and four fans to at- 
tract fresh air within. The interiors | 
will be plain. The floors will be gen- | 

y of asphalt paving, the walls of | 
Keene cement and the woodwork of 
white oak. Outside windows and sky- 
lights will be ample for day lighting. 

The big dock basin will extend al- | 
most across the island, and about it | 
will be grouped the big structures. A 
lighthouse of a highly ornamented 
character will guard the entrance on 
one side and the surgeon’s house on the 
other. To the right will be the main 
building, its ornamented glazed porch 
extending down to the dock; to the left 
the hospital.

There will be accommodations for 
4,000 immigrants, who are as Semi- 
prisoners, to be kept free from all out- 
side interference until they have pass- 
ed through the various examinations 
satisfactorily.

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When President Diaz of Mexico vis- 

its Chicago on Oct. 9 as a guest at the 

autumn festival in that city, he will 
arrive in royal state. The president of 
the Mexican republic travels In his 
own special train. So does Queen Vic- 


toria. So do some of our railroad mag- 
nates. But neither Victoria nor the 


Vanderbilts have a finer train than the 
one which the Mexican republic pre- 
sented to its chief executive a little 
over a year ago. 

It is a train de luxe, with all that 
this overworked term implies. It con- 
sists of two cars. One is a dining car, 
and the other is a combined parlor and 
sleeping car. These were made to or- 
der for the Mexican government in the 
United States, and the builders were 
not limited in the matter of expense. 
They were told to make the finest cars 
they knew how to produce, and they 
did it. 

In the parlor sleeper there are sev- 
eral rooms. There are President Diaz's 


chamber and a room for Mrs. Diaz. 
There are also a reception room and a} 
large parlor. ‘There are bathrooms 


furnished as luxuriously as those to be 
found in any city mansion. 
Everywhere about the cars there are 
panels of beautiful and costly woods 
and a profusion of mirrors. The up-

orations are of the richest. The two 
ears form a sort of condensed palace, 
and they represent the acme of rail- 
road comfort. In them the ordinary 
fatigues of travel are almost entirely 
avoided. The elaborate system of 
springs reduces the vibration to a 
minimum, while the complicated buff- 
ers take up most of the jars from sind- 
den stops and starts. While the in- 
terior of the cars is ornate the ex- 
terior is severely plain. Beyond the 
extraordinary length of the cars there 
is nothing to indicate that they are the 
property of the Mexican autocrat, ex- 
cept the side panels bearing the coat of 
arms of the republic. 

This will not be the first visit of 
President Diaz to the United States. 
Twice he came an exile and once while 
governor of his native state after he 
had served his first term as president. 
The firmness and security of his posi- 
tion are seen in his willingness to leave 
his country. It is not so long ago that 
a Mexican president who would have 
done that would have found himself 
on his return to his country a states- 
man without a job. 

One reason for the undéubted secur- 
ity of his position lies in the close at- 
tention he has paid to the army during 
his five terms (his fifth term will ex- 
pire next year) as president. Under his 
guidance the army has attained the 
highest degree of discipline and effi- 
ciency. A part of his plan of reorgan- 
ization has been to retain and promote 
only those officers who cisplayed quali- 
fications for discipline, who observed 
its requirements themselves and insist- 
ed upon it in others. Officers who were 
merely brave, but who were lacking in 
appreciation and practice of discipline 
were weeded out. The result is one of 
the best disciplined Inilitary forces in 
the world. 

In the old days Mexican revolutions 
were begun by military commanders 
whose troops joined in the movement. 
Under Diaz revolts in the army are un- 
known, and as it is loyal to the central 
government revolts by anybody 
are hardly possible. 4 i 
recent success against the Yaquis has 
been due to the discipline imposed 
upon the army by Diaz. ;

By a mutual agreement between the 
representatives of the New York Yacht 
club and the Royal Ulster Yacht club, 
Columbia and Shamrock will sail every 
day after next Thursday until the ques- 
tion of international yachting suprem- 
acy is established. 

The request for such an arrangement 
came from Sir Thomas Lipton. Sir 
Thomas wanted the races to be sailed 
daily after next Tuesday, but the mem- 
bers of the New York Yacht club re- 
fused to assent to such an arrangement.

Leaving entirely out of the question 
American pride in the American boat, all 
true sportsmen are rejoicing. Here is 
a contest worth having. Hereis a 
yacht race that is worth all the money 
that has been spent, all the time and 
care that have been given. Itisa great 
struggle, and no man can name the 
winner. 

The opinion is quite general that there 
was something in Saturday's racing by 
which a lin2 could be drawn on the 
merits of the boats. There was wind 
enought for a couple of hours to furnish 
a test, the first real test of the week, and 
while it lasted ang the boats were under 
equal conditions, the Shamrock did the 
better work. 

That is the 


reason for the rise in Sham- 
rock stock. She is good in a run dead 
before the wind. She is good in a beat 
to windward. What she will doina 
reach is undecided, but the impressions 
are against her on this point of sailng. 


The third attempt to sail the first race 
of the Columbia-Shamrock series for the 


| international trophy ended in failure. 


The race was declared off 15 minutes be- 
fore the time limit expired, with the 
yachts still five miles from the finish. 
The vast throngs who went down to the 


| sea to witness the battle royal were in 


a@ measure compensated by seeing a 
magnificent light-weather duel. 

As on the two previous days the course 
was laid 15 miles dead before the wind 
and return. So evenly matched were 
the racers that they rounded the outer 
mark almost neck and neck, and finshed 
after a three-hour thresh to windward 
with Columbia's nose a length in front 
and in the weather position. 


As a result of Saturday’s struggle and 
those of Tuesday and Thursday, the 
talent are a good deal confounded. Some 
of them differ as to the merits of the two 
boats, but they seem unanimous upon 
two things, first, that Shamrock is the 
ablest boat that ever crossed the ocean 
to lift the mug, and, scond, that she is 
more ably handled than the defender. 
The superior seamanship of Captain Ho- 

garth and his English crew Was demon- 
strated at several critical points in the 
race Saturday, though to Captain Barr 
and Mr. Iselin belong the credit of ex- 
ecuting as brilliant and daring a piece 
of seamanship as was ever witnessed In 
a yacht race. 

Shamrock did undeniably better work 
to windward. She carved her way up 
into the wind in astonishing style. But 
Columbia seemed to be able to more than 
make up in footing what she lost in 
pointing. 


Columba had all the better of the start. 
She bounded across the line with main-

around, 
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Sail, club-topsali and staysd4ll, drawing 
spinnaker down to starboard ready for 
the race before the wind, and 10 seconds 
later her balloon jib broke out. Shamrock 
went over the line 17 seconds later with 
the same rig. 

The English skipper luffed up to run 
through t.¢ Yankee’s lee for the weather 
guage. Captain Barr tried to head off 
the movement by luffingalso. Thissent 
both boats off at almost right angles to 
the course, straight in for the Jersey 
coast, and straight for the mob of ves- 
sels gathered to the right of the line. 
The torpedo boats charged down upon 
them to clear the way for the yachts. 
Never was there such a scampering of 
ships, and several serious collisions were 
narrowly averted. 

Shamrock got the better of the luffing 
match, blanketing her rival and getting 
to windward of her. Then, when both 
had squared off on their course and let 
go their spinnakers, thousands waited 
and watched. #lowly Columbia drew 
away, despite Shamrock’s repeated ef- 
forts to blanket her. She had estab- 
lished a comfortable lead when the 
breath lightened, and hauled more to the 
northward. Wrinkles began to trickle 
down the sides of Columbia's balloons, 
and several times all three sails col- 
kpsed. 

Shamrock profited by the seemingly 


ight air and began tocrawlup. Cap- 
tain Hogarth took in Shamrock’s spin- 


naker when the mark was sighted, gybed 
the Shamrock and trimmed down the 
balloon jib topsail rapidly, and, with 
everything drawing splendidly, he was 
luffing up towards Columbia. 

Captain Barr followed suit, but Sham- 
rock had passed him well to windward. 
Captain Hegarth then set his spinnaker 
to port, and increased the lead. Cap- 
tain Barr waited almost 15 minutes, 
while Shamrock passed him, before he 
fullowed suit. Shamrock was a hundred 
yards ahead before he had got his sails 
trimmed to the new conditions. 

Soon afterward, the wind hauled 
around still further, making it a»hroad 
reach to the mark. Both took in their 
spinnakers and eased their sheets. Then 
Columbia gained steadily. The yachts 
were now about a mile and a half from 
the outer mark. Steamers, tugs and 
yachts hurried across the course, and 
lined up to leeward, waiting to see which 
would go around the mark first. 

Columbia rapidly ate up the distance 
between her and Shamrock until when 
the mark was but a quarter.of a mile 
away less than 100 yards separated them. 
Shamrock was to windward 100 feet 
away and Columbia had closed the gap. 
Her prow just lapped Shamrock’s stern, 

Under the rules they must pass the 
float with the red ball on the starboard 
end. As the balloon jibs rattled down 


on both boats preparatory to the gybe, 
it did not seem possible that Columbia 
could squeeze in between the mark and 


Shamrock. It seemed inevitable that

But Mr. Iselin played the limit. On he 
came, foreing Shamrock to go wide 
while Columbia seemed to 
scrape the float as she wore about with 
her helm hard down. 

Though Shamrock rounded first by 
nine seconds, she swept around s0 faron 
the outside that as both boats came up 


and their sails filed away on the star- 


board tack Columbia not only had the 
weather gauge, but wasin thelead. No 
more reckless piece of courage was ever 
seen in an international race. Had Co- 
lumbia so much as touched the float she 
would have been disqualified, 

A few minutes later, after a few short 
tacks, Shamrock tried to cross the de- 
fender’s bows, but failed. 

The beat to windward was by far the 
most interesting portion of the race 
while the breeze lasted. Close hauled, 
the two yachts slashed straight out to 
sea through the long, heavy swell, heel- 
ing to the breeze with crews piled up on 
the weather rail. 

There was plenty of spray and every 
man aboard was as wet asif he had been 
under a shower bath. Columbia careened 
less to the wind than herrival. As the 
wind began to die out and hope of finish- 
ing the race began to vanish, the two 
boats split tacks and did not come to- 
gether again for a long time, keeping 
every One guessing as to which was 
ahead. During this fluky period every- 
body agreed that Shamrock was the 
better handled. 

Twenty minutes before the race was 
declared off Shamrock headed across 
Columbia's bow. No one knew until the 
yachts were within 100 feet of each other 
which would have to give away. When 
Shamrock put her helm up, unable to 
make it, from both sides of the course 
came the shrieks of thousands of 
whistles, the shouts of multitudes and 
the crash of bands. 

The yachts sailed the last 20 minutes 
neck and neck, but with Columbia to 
windward and perhaps half a length 
ahead. When the race was declared off 
and the excursion fleet started home- 
ward, Columbia's crew stripped the 
mainsail from the boom and gaff while 
she was being towed into the Horseshoe.

Prays That Democrats May Win the 
Next Presidential Election, 


General Schwan’s Column Ad- 
vances From Bacoor. 


Two Towns Cap‘ured in a Battle In Wh'ch the 
Naval Forces Figured. 


Manila, Oct. 9.—Aguinaldo, tn a procla- 
mation announcing the release of Ameri- 
Can prisoners and authorizing Filipino 
Soldiers in the northern provinces to re- 
turn to their homes, says: 

“In America there is a great party 
that insists on the government recogniz- 
ing Filipino independence. That party 
Will compel the United States to fulfill 
the promises made to us in all solemnity 
and good faith, though not put in writ- 
ing. 

“Therefore, we must show our grati- 
tude and maintain our position more 
resolutely than ever. We should pray 
to God that the great Democratic party 
may win the next presidential election 
und imperialism fail in its attempt to 
subjugate us by force of arms. There 
are some Americans in the Philippines 
who have joined us, because they dis- 
approve of a war which Mr. Atkinson 
calls criminal aggression. When of- 
fered a chance to return to their own 
camp, they declined.” 

Throughout the proclamation, Ag- 
uinaldo denounces “the imperialists,” 
instead of “the Americans,” as in former 
documents. He calls the world to wit- 
ness that the Filipinos have not broken 
“the alllance made with the Americans 
through Admiral Dewey and the United 
States consuls at Hong Kong and Singa- 
Pore.” 

The people, on seeing the American 
prisoners, cried out: ‘We do not want 
war against the United States. Weonly 
defend our independence against the im- 
perlalists. The sons of that mighty na- 
tion are our friends and brothers.” 

. 


General Schwan’s column advanced 
from Bacoor Sunday and occupied Ca- 
vite Viejo and Noveleta, 

The American loss was three officers 
and nine privates wounded, one of the 
officers being mortally hurt. The loss 
of the enemy is unknown, but the bodies 
of three Filipinos were seen. 

There were two sharp fights near 
Novelta. Lowe's scouts firse encount- 
ered the enemy near Cavite Viejo, and 
soon put them to flight, continuing their 
advance. 

Captain Safford’s battalion of the 
Thirteenth regiment, with two com- 
panies of the Fourteenth, a number of 
Tagalo scouts, Captain McGrath com- 
manding the troops from the Fourth 
cavalry, and Captain Reilly's battery, 
Came upon the enemy in a strongly en- 
trenched position on the road between 
Cavite Viejo and Novelta. A fight 
lasting half an hour followed, resulting 


in theenemy being driven back. The 
American forces sustained considerable 
losses in this engagement, the men be- 


ing shot from trenches and shacks along ¢ 
the road. The column then pressed on 
to Novelta, which they found deserted. 

The marines and naval forces co-oper- 
ated with the troops. The gunboats 
Wheeling, Petrel and Callao lay off the 
shore near Novelta, and threw shells 
into that town and Santa Cruz for an 
hour, preparing the way for the marines 
to land. Two battalions, consisting of 
450 marines, under Colonel Elliott, ad- 
vanced along the peninsula from Cavite 
to Novelta. The only way was by 
means of a narrow road\ through 
Swamps. A mile beyond the marines’ 
outpost the column was suddenly re- 
ceived with a volley from trenches across 
the road. A flank movement was ex- 
ecuted, and the insurgents were driven 
from the trenches, the marines wading 
through rice fields in turning the flank 
of the enemy, who retreated to sand 
forts across the creek dividing the 
peninsula, destroying the bridge across 
the stream. The marines waded 
through more rice fields, forded the river 
through water to their shoulders, and 
carried the forts, meeting with feeble re- 
sistance, the first encounter having dis- 
heartened the enemy. Squads were 
sent to Novelta, and burned the town and 
the huts along the road from which the 
enemy commenced the firing. There a 
junction was formed with the scouts, 
who had been sweeping the swamps 
and thickets. Thence the marines re- 
turned to Cavite thoroughly exhausted. 

Captain Cowles’ battalion of the 
Fourth infantry, while reconnoitering 
Sunday, found a body Of several hundred 
insurgents near San Nicolas. AfteF a 
brisk fight, lasting three-quarters of an 
hour, the enemy was driven off. In 
this engagement the American casual- 
ties were four men slightly wounded. 
Six of the enemy were killed, but the 
number of wounded is not known. 

The advance upon San Francisco de 
Malabon is continuing. General Schwan’s 
advance guard entered Rosarjo this 
morning, meeting with slight resistance. 


Big Check For Shoes. 

Binghamton, N. Y., Oct. 9.—What is 
believed to be the largest check ever re- 
ceived by any firm by any single order 
of shoes has been received by the Les- 
tershire Manufacturing company, whose 
shoe factory is at Lestershire. This was 
from a western firm, which annually 
purchases about $1,500,000 worth of shoes 
of the company, and this single check 
Was for $850,000. 


Huris Boston Trade. 

Boston, Oct. 9.—Four more steamers 
which sail from this port have been 
taken by the British admiralty for trans- 
ports to carry troops to South Africa. 
They are the Winifredian, Columbian, 
Chicagoand Oakmore. The withdrawal 
of four Cunarders is also announced. 
The loss of so many steamers from this 
port, it is feared, will seriously affect the 
trade.

Ten Thousand Miles Now In 
Operation or Construction. 


FINE RAILROAD PROJECT REVIVED 


The Cape to Cairo Road Almost Com- 
pleted—Mr. Rhodes Is Confident of 
a Continuous Line From the South 
to the North Early In the Next Cen- 
tury. 


Railroads in Africa are discussed at 
considerable length in a monograph, 
entitled “Commercial Africa In 1899,” 
just prepared by the treasury bureau 
of statistics. It shows that the rail- 
Ways Dow in operation or under actual 
construction are nearly 10,000 miles in 
extent, that about two-fifths of the dis- 
tance from “Cape to Cairo” has al- 
ready been spanned by railway lines 
which are being extended from the 
northern and southern extremities of 
the continent toward the equator, 
where they are expected to meet early 
in the twentieth century. Already 
railroads run northwardly from Cape 
Colony about 1,400 miles and south- 
ward from Cairo about 1,100 miles, 
thus making 2,500 miles of the Cape to 
Cairo railroad complete, the intermedl- 
ate distance being about 3,000 miles. 
Mr. Rhodes, whose recent visit to Eng- 
land and Germany in the interest of 
the proposed through line from the 
Cape to Cairo Is a matter of record 
and whose visit to Germany was made 
necessary by the fact that in order 
to pass from the southern chain of 
British territery to the northern chain 
he must cross German or Belgian ter- 
ritory, is reported as confident that 
the through line will be completed by 
the year 1910. 

It may reasonably be assumed that a 
continuous railway line from the 
southern to the northern end of Africa 
will be in operation in the early years 
of the twentieth century. Toward this 
line, present and prospective, which 
is to stretch through the eastern part 
of the continent, lateral lines from 
either coast are beginning to make 
their way. A line has already been con- 
structed from Natal on the southeast 


in Portuguese territory and the gold 
and diamond fields, another from 
Boira, also in Portuguese territory, but 
eonsiderably farther north and des#tin- 
ed to extend to Salisbury in Rhodesia, 
where it will form a junction with the 
Cape to Cairo road; still another is 
projected from Zanzibar to Lake Vic- 
toria Nyanza to connect, probably at 
Tabera, with the transcontinental line. 
Another line is under actual construc- 
tion westward from Pangani, just 
north of Zanzibar, both of these being 
in German East Africa; another line is 
being constructed northwestwardly 
from Mombasa, in British territory, 
toward Lake Victoria Nyanza, and is 
completed more than half the distance, 
while at the entrance to the Red sea a 
road is projected westwardly into 
Abyssinia and is expected to pass 
farther north toward the west and 
connect with the main line. At Suakin, 
fronting on the Red sea, a road is pro- 
jected to Berber, the present terminus 
of the line running southwardly from 
Cairo. On the west of Africa, lines have 
begun to penetrate inward, a short line 
in the French Sudan running from 
the head of navigation on the Niger 
with the ultimate purpose of connect- 
ing navigation on these two streams. 
In the Kongo Free State, a railway 
connects the upper Kongo with the 
lower Kongo around Livingstone 
Falls; in Portuguese Angola, a road 
extends eastwardly from Loanda, the 
capital, a considerable distance, and 
others are projected from Benqueala 
and Mossamedes with the ultimate 
purpose of connecting with the Cape 
to Cairo road and joining with the 
lines from Portuguese East Africa. 
Farther south on the western coast 
the Germans have projected a road 
from Walfish bay to Windhoek, the 
capital of German Southwest Africa, 
and this will probably be extended 
eastwardly until it connects with the 
great transcontinental line from Cape 
to Cairo, which is thus to form the 
great nerve center of the system to be 
contributed to and supported by these 
branches connecting it with either 
coast. Another magnificent railway 
project, which was some years ago 
suggested by M. Leroy Boileau, has 
been recently revived, being no less 
than an east and west transcontinental 
line through the Sudan region, con- 
necting the Senegal and Niger coun- 
tries on the west with the Nile valley 
and Red sea on the east aud penetrat- 
ing a densely populated and extremely 
productive region of which less is now 
known perhaps than of any other part 
of Africa. : 
At the north numerous lines skirt the 
Mediterranean coast, especially in the 
French territory of Algeria and in Tu- 
nis, where the length of railway is, In 
round numbers, 2,250 miles, while the 
Egyptian railroads are, including those 
now under construction, about 1,500 
miles in length. Those of Cape Colony 
and Natal are nearly 3,000 miles, and 
those of Portuguese East Africa and 
the South African Republic another 
1,000. Taking into consideration all of 
the roads now constructed or under 
actual construction, their total Iength 
reaches nearly 10,000 miles, while there 
seems every reason to believe that the 
great through system connecting the 
rapidly developing mining regions of 
South Africa with the north of the con- 
tinent and with Europe will soon be 
pushed to a consummation. A large 
‘proportion of the railways thus far 
constructed are owned by the several 
colonies or states which they traverse, 
about 2,000 miles of the Cape Colony 
system belonging to the government, 
, While nearly all that of Egypt is owned 
and operated by the state.

A Few Hints and Recipes For Apples, 
Quinces, Pears, Etc. 

The first coming of frost marks the 
preserving season for many housekeep- 
partly because green tomatoes, 
pears, apples and quinces are likely to 
be lower in price then than early in the 
season, and also because the work is 
more pleasant with the less ardent 
temperature of autumn mornings. 

It is hardly necessary to say that 
preserving does not change the quality 
of fruit. A poor, flavorless apple or 
pear will make* an insipid preserve. 
Fruit should be well ripened, but not 
mellow, as firmness is essential in pre- 
serves. 

Pears and quinces are usually best 
for the purpose when picked somewhat 
green and ripened in a cool, dry place 
in the house. 

Unless you prefer leathery preserves 
do not sprinkle the sugar over the fruit 
and allow it to stand and suck out the 
fruit juice. 

The quince as a preserve has a very 
uncommon and characteristic flavor of

its own to recommend it, besides the, 
beautiful red color it takes when cook- | 


ed long enough. For this preserve pare, 
core and quarter the quinces. Put them 
in the preserve pan with just sufficient 
water to cover them. Boil until begin- 
ning to get tender and then carefully 
lift out the fruit. To each pound allow 
a half pound of sugar, and for each 
three pounds of sugar allow one pint 
of water, including what remained of 
the water In which the fruit was boil- 
ed. When the sugar is dissolved and 
the sirup is boiling hot, put in the fruit 
and allow it to cook very slowly until 
it is quite tender, though not broken, 
and the sirup will jelly when a little is 
poured on a plate. Put the fruit in 
glass jars and pour the sirup over it, 
covering in the usual way. It is gen- 
erally considered better to make up 
this preserve with equal quantities of 
quinces and apples, in which case the 


apples need not be previously boiled, | 


but put in at the same time the quinces 
are removd to the hot sirup. The ap- 
ples should be of a good, firm cooking 
variety, and they will acquire the 
flavor and color of the quinces. 

Sweet pickled apples are almost as 


| delicious as pears or peaches. Cut them 


in halves, cutting through the stem | 


and leaving in the skin and core. Put 
three cloves in each half. Make a sweet 
sirup, allowing to six pounds of apples 
three pounds of sugar and a pint of 
vinegar. Bring the sirup to a boil, put 
the apples in and cook until they can 
be pierced with a straw. Take out with 
a skimmer, pack in cans or jars, cook 
sirup a little longer and pour over 
them. 

For preserved pears select half a 
peck of nice fruit of medium size. Pare

A very rich green tomato preserve is 
made as follows: To one pound of fruit 
use three-quarters of a pound of gran- 
ulated sugar. Allow the yellow rind, 
shaved thin, and the juice of one lemon 
to two pounds of fruit. Cut the toma- 
toes around in halves and then quarter 
the halves. Put the sugar on with just 
water enough to melt it, add the toma- 
to and lemon and cook gently until 
the tomato is tender and transparent. 

For Tanned Hands. 

Hands which have become roughen- 
ed and tanned during the summer out- 
ing may be greatly benefited by wash- 
ing them two or three times a day in 
oatmeal water. Take some good: fine 
oatmeal and boil it in water for an 
hour, strain and use the liquid for the 
hands. It should be made fresh every 
day in summer, as it soon becomes sour 
and smells unpleasant.

PREPARING FOR WAR, 


Every Department of the British (iov- 
ernment In Active Operation. 


Text of Correspondence Be- 
tween Steyn and Milner. 


Free State’s President Apparently Used Every 
Endeavor to Prevent Hostilrties. 


London, Oct. 9.—Whatever may be the 
result of Great Britain's controversy 
with the South African republic every 
department ‘of the government is as 
busy as though actugl hostilities had 
begun. The electric flash that announced 
the mobilization of the army reserves 
and the summoning of parliament set 
every wheel of the government machin- 
ery in motion, 

An hour after The Gazette appeared 
executive orders were being dispatched 
from the war office to evéry section of 
the kingdom, and the 10,000 bulletins 
which appeared posted throughout the 
country yesterday are said to have been 
identical with the proclamation prepared 
for use had the Fashoda incident re- 
quired such a atep. 

At the same time Lord Salisbury and 
Mr, Balfour were issuing the necessary 
orders for the reassembling of parlia- 
ment and the admiralty was concentrat- 
ing its transports, 24 of which are now 
secured at Liverpoolalone. Socomplete 
were the preparations that 25,000 reserves 
have already individually received cou- 
pon tickets which contain instructions 
where each man shall report for rail- 
way transportation to the place desig- 
nated, and a money order for 3 shillings 
for provisions en route. 

At Woolwich it is asserted that 95 per- 
cent of the reserves will be fully equipped 
within six days. In the meantime the 
members of the two houses of parlia- 
ment are arranging to return to London, 
and a force of men ig busily engaged in 
completing improvements at West- 
minster. 

The most important news from South 
Africa comes from Mafeking, where 
twice on Saturday the British camp was 
aroused, the men stood to their arms, 
guns were limbered and patrols were 
dispatched in the direction of the border. 
No hostilities have occurred as yet, but 
the enemy has moved practically to the 
border, eight miles from Mafeking, in 
force, estimated at least 6000, comprising 
five commands. 

The garrisoning and fortifying of the 
town are practically completed. The 
streets are barricaded and a perfect fys- 
tem of mines has been laii. Two 
armored trains have arrived at Mafe- 
king, consisting of three bullet-proof 
cars, the first of which carries a search- 
light, while the sides of the other cars 
are loopholed. Each train is complete 
in itself and carries its own provisions, 
Icxxperiments with Lyddite in the mines 
prove that it is an extremely powerful 
explosive, 

A Bloemfontein dispatch says that 
the correspondence between President 
Steyn and Sir Alfred Milner has been 
published. In a communication, dated 
Sept. 26, President Steyn pointed out 
that the tone of the British dispatches 
Was altered, and that the imperial govy- 
ernment had departed from the original 
basis of negotations with the Transvaal. 
On his advice, the Transvaal had agreed 
to the holding of an inquiry, and the 
Free State was greatly disappointed to 
learn that its efforts in favor of a peace- 
ful solution had not availed. 

The Free State, Mr. Steyn said, was 
still prepared to tender its services to 
procure a solution of the difficulties on 
fair and reasonable lines. It felt ham- 
pered, however, by want of knowledge 
of the definite object and the extent of 
the desires or demands of the imperial 
government, compliance with which the 
government considers itself entitled to 
inBist upon, and the grounds upon which 
such insistence was based, and further 
by the fact that notwithstanding re- 
peated assurances that the imperial gov- 
ernment does not wish to interfere with 
the internal affairs of the Transvaal or to 
disturb its independnce, it has pursued a 
policy justifying contrary conclusions. 

The Free State, says Mr. Steyn, can- 
not conceive it possible that a difference 
regarding the franchise or representa- 
tion can justify the extensive and ever 
increasing military preparations being 
made upon the borders, not only of the 
Transvaal, but also upon those of the 
Free State, and is, therefore, reluctantly 
compelled to conclude that they must be 
intended to secure objects, a knowledge 
of which might induce the Free State to 
make objections. 


In conclusion, President Steyn says he 
trusts the imperial government may see 
its way clear, pending further negotia- 
tions, to stop further movements for the 
increase of troops, and that he would be 
glad to be favored with the views of the 
imperial government regarding the pre- 
cise nature and scope of the concessions 
or measures which it suggests as neces- 
sary or sufficient to secure satisfaction 
and a permanent solution of the existing 
differences. 

On Oct. 1, President Steyn informea 
Sir Alfred Milner that he deemed it ad- 
visable, in order to allay the intense ex- 
citement of the burghers, arising from 
the continued increase and movements 
of the troops, to summon the burghers; 
and he repeats his offer of aid in securing 
a friendly settlement. 

Replying on the same date, Sir Alfred 
Milner expresses regret at the calling 
out of the burghers, and refers to the 
mobilization of the Transvaal forces on 
the Natal border as indicating the !n- 
tention to immediately invade the 
queen's dominion. 

President Steyn on the same day ex- 


the Transvaal is only the natural result 
of the continued increase of the Britich 
forces and their movement in the lirec- 
tion of the Transvaal border. 

Sir Alfred Milner replied that all the 
movements of troops were necessitated 
| by the natural alarm felt by the inhabij- 
tants of the exposed district. and de. 
clared that these movements were not 
comparable in magnitude with the re- 


| presses his conviction that the action of | 


cent massing of armed ‘Transvaal forces 
on the borders of Natal. 

President Steyn, on Oct. 3, says he 
does not consider that there are even 
fair grounds for the movements of the 
British troops, and he believes thaf the 
increasing military preparations retard- 
ed the efforts of himself and all those 
who were sincerely working to maintain 
peace and effect afairsettlement. He 
wished to place on record his earnest 
conviction that on those in authority, 
who introduced the military element and 
who had since continued a policy of 
menace and intervention, will rest the 
responsibility should all efforts fail to se- 
cure peace and an honorable settlement. 
He further says he cannot but recognize 
the fact that, in view of the action of the 
British authorities, the Transvaal gov- 
ernment cannot be blamed for acting 
as it has done, and he is the more con- 
firmed in this view by the fact that, while 
he is still without a reply to his com- 
munication, the reasonable request con- 
tained therein, to stay the increase and 
movements of troops, which probably 
would have prevented the calling out of 
the burghers in the republics, has not 
only been ignored, but the activity in 
military preparations and the dispatch 
of troops was proceeding more persis- 
tently thanever. He concludes thus: 

“TJ feel deeply impressed with the dan- 
ger of delay, and urge the need of im- 
mediate action. If further attempts 
are to be made to secure a péaceful so- 
lution, once again I tender my best ser- 
vice towards the attainment of that ob- 
ject, but I fear these will probably be 
useless if they are not accompanied with 
or preceded by the assurance requested.” 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Daily Mail declares that the story thata 
Boer ultmatum, demanding the with- 
drawal of the British troops from the 
frontier, had been presented is without 
foundation, but he says the republics 
have within the past week demanded a 
declaraton of the British intentions in 
threatening terms. Hostilities in the 
outlying districts, the correspondent 
says, are expected this week. 

A report from South Africa has it that 
the movement to replace Commandant 
General Joubert by Viljoen, who is a 
rabid hater of England, is taken as an 
indication of Boer impatience at the 
conduct of military affairs.

when the fire occurred. She leaves sev- 
eral children, who were absent at the 
time of the fire. 

James B. Whipple, one of the best 
known hotel men in New England, died 
at New Boston, N. H. 

J. S. M. Lyons of Boston was knocked 
down by a runaway horse at Lowelland 
rendered unconscious. He has not re- 
gained consciousness. One of his legs 
appears to be paralyzed, 

Ex-Speaker Thomas B. Reed has ar- 
rived at Washington.

Three strangers, who 
were in the store When there was only a 
boy in charge, are supposed to be the 
thieves. The loss was not discovered 
until preparations were being made to 
close the store for the night. 

In view of the persistent rumors cir- 
culated of the betrothal of Prince George 
of Greece and Princess Victoria of 
Wales, it is announced that there is not 
the slightest foundaiion for the report. 

The family of Rear Admiral Sampson 
have left their home in Glen Ridge, N. J., 
for Boston, where they willreside.

WELLMAN IN HIS SAT.VE LAND. 
Tells of the Accident Which Resulted In His 
Becoming a Cripple.

Mr. Wellman left Tromsoe, Norway, 
in June of last year for the purpose of 
exploring Franz Josef'Land. His prog- 
ress Was arrested by the accident in 
which his right leg was injured. When 
asked about the accident he said: 

“When once sledgedogs get stuck with 
their load in rough ice they are more 
obs‘inate than mules, and you have got 
to help them out yourself. On March 20 
my dogs got stuck in rough ice and I got 
out of the sled, took off their harness an 
put it around by chest and shoulders, 
intending to do my own teaming until 
the dogs became more tractable. As I 
was Walking along, head down and haul- 
ing my sled, I put my foot into a crack 
in the ice 18 inches deep and’ so covered 
with snow as to be hidden. My right leg 
went down the crevasse, scraping the 
shin bone and otherwise injuring the 
limb. 

“For eight consecutive days I walked 
across the Ice thus injured and then fell 
exhausted in the snow. My companions 
helped me up, put meona sledge and 
dragged me to the nearest retreat, the 
headquarters house at Cape Toggothoff, 
where I remained in bed, crippled up, 
from April 9 toJuly 4. In August went 
to London for surgical treatment. I live 
in the hope that I am not permanently 
crippled.”

INTROULCE 


Three Great Countries 
Become Acquainted. 


Heads of the United States, 
Canada and Mexico 


Meet and Make Speeches at a 
Chicago Banquet. 


Each Tells of Great ThingsWhich Have 
Been Accomplished, 


Great Fall Festival Topped Off With an In‘el- 


lec'ual Feast of Rare Merit. 


Chicago, Oct. 10.—Chicago’s 
auditorium, which has been the scene of 
50 many notable events, never held a 


great 


larger gathering than last night, when 
the Chicago day banquet was held with- 
in its walls under the auspices of the fall 
festival committee. 

The material part of the banquet occu- 
pied two hours, and it was nearly 10 
o'clock when Mr. Stone rapped for order 
and brought the intellectual portion of 
the program to the front in an appropri- 
ate address. 


Governor Tanner welcomed the visit- 
ors on behalf of the state of Illinois. 
Mayor Harrison of Chicago and Senator 
Shelby M. Cullom of Tlinois w 
introduced in succession by Mr. Stone, 
the former extending to the visitors the 
welcome of the people of Chicago and the 
latter a greeting on behalf of the federal 
Officials of Illinois. 

When the toastmaster rose to introduce 
the president, who responded to the 
sentiment of “The Nation,” he was 
greeted with cheers that for a time pre- 
vented his voice from being heard. When 
quiet had been restored Mr. Stone intro- 
duced President McKinley 
follows: 

“IT am glad to join you In extending a 
sincere welcome to the distinguished 
statesmen und diplomats, who represent 
the great countries adjoining us on the 
southand north. Weare bound to them 
both by ties of mutual good neighbor- 
hood. We rejoice in their prosperity, 
and we wish them Godspeed in the path- 
way of progress they are so energetically 
and successfully pursuing. 

“On the reverse side of the great seal 
of the United States, authorized by con- 
gress June 20, 1782, and adopted as the 
seal of the United States of America, af- 
ter its formation under the federal con- 
stitution, is the pyramid signifying 
strength and duration. The eye over 
it, and the motto alludes to the many 
signal interpositions of providence in fa- 
vor of the American cause. The date 
underneath, 1776, is that of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and the words un- 
der it signify the beginning of a new 
American era, which commences from 
that date. 

“It is impossible to trace our history 
since without feeling that the providence 
who was With us in the beginning has 
continued to the nation his gracious in- 
terposition. When, unhappily, we have 
been engaged in war, he has given us 
the victory. Fortunate, indeed, is it 
that it can be said we have had noclash 
of arms which has ended in defeat, and 
no responsibility resulting from war is 
tainted with dishonor. In peace we 
have been signally blessed, and our pro- 
gress has gone on unchecked and ever 
increasing in the intervening years. In 
boundless wealth of soil and mine and 
forest, nature has favored us, while all 
races of men, of every nationality and 
climate, have contributed their good 
blood to make the nation what it is. 

“Our territory is more than four times 
larger than it was when the treaty of 
peace was signed in1783. Our industrial 
growth has been even more phenomenal 
than that of population or territory. 
Our wealth, estimated in 1790 at $462,000,- 
000, has advanced to $65,000,000,000. Ed- 
ucation has not been overlooked. The 
mental and moral equipment of the 
youth upon whom will in the future rest 
the responsibilities of government, have 
had the unceasing and generous care of 
the state and the nation. 

“Our natidnal credit; often tried, has 
been ever upheld. It has no superior 
and no stain. The United States has 
never repudiated a national obligation, 
either to its creditors orto humanity. It 
will not now begin todoeither. It never 
struck a blow except for civilization, and 
never struck its colors. 

“The republic is sturdier and stronger 
than ever before. Government by the 
people has been advanced. Freedom 
under the flag is more universal than 
when the Union wasformed. Oursteps 
have been forward, not backward. From 
Plymouth rock to the Philippines the 
grand triumphant march of humanity 
and liberty has never paused. 

“Fraternity and union are deeply im- 
bedded in the hearts of the American 


re then 


who spoke as 


people. ror half a century before the 
Civil war dis stinion Was the fear of many 
of all sections. That word has gone out 
of the American vocabulary. It is 
spoken now only as a historical memory. 
North, south, east and west were never 
so welded together, and, while they may 
differ about internal policies, they are 
all for the Union and the maintenance 
of the integrity of the flag. 

“Has patriotism died out in the hearts 
of the people? Witness the 250,000 men 
springing to arms, and in 30 days or- 
ganized into regiments for the Spanish 
war, and a million more ready to re- 
spond; and the more recent enlistment 
of 70,000 men, with many other thou- 
Sands anxious to enlist, but whose ser- 
vices were not needed. Has American 
heroism declined? ‘The shattered and 
Sinking fleets of the Spanish navy at 
Manila and Santiago, the charge of San 
Juan and El Caney, and the intrepid 
valor and determination of our gallant 
troops in more than 40 engagements in 
Luzon, attest to the fact that the Amer- 
ican soldier and sailor have lost none of 
the qualities which made our earlier 
army and navy illustrious and invincible. 
After 123 years, the pyramid stands un- 
shaken. It hag had some severe shocks, 
but it remains immovable. It has en- 
dured the storms of war, only to be 
Stronger. It stauds f mer and gives 
greater promise of duration than when 
the fathers made !t the symbol of their 
faith. 

“May we not feel assured that if we 
do our duty the providence which fa- 
vored the undertakings of the fathers 
ard ¢very step of our progress since will 
continue his watchfvl care and guidance 
Over US, and that the hand that led us 
to our present place will not relax its 
&rasp till we have reached the glorious 
€ceal he has fixed for us in the achieve- 
ment of his end,” 

Following the address of th president, 
Which was received with enthusiastic ap- 
proval, Mr. Stone introduced Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier of Canada, who, he announced, 
Was to speak on “The Dominion.” The 
sreeting accorded the premier of Canada 
as he rose was hearty in the extreme. 
The warmth of his welcome for an in- 
stant embarrassed Sir Wilfrid, but he 
quickly recovered his~-self-possession. 
His speech was as follows: 

“If history recalls Chicago's destruc- 
tion also recalls her resurrection. It 
recalls the energy, the courage, the faith, 
the enthusiasm with which her citizens 
met and faced and conquered an ap- 
Palling calainicy. Whenever you meet 
courage you are-sure to meet justice and 
generosity, and, therefore, it is with 
Some degree of satisfaction that I ap- 
proach the toast to which I have been 
called to respond. Because, I must say 
that I feel that though the relations be- 
tween Canada ind the United States 
are good, though they are brotherly, 
though they are satisfactory, in my 
judgment they are not as good, as 
brotherly, as ¢ Aistactory, as they ought 
to be. Weare of ine same stock. We 
speak the same language, we have the 
Saine liter re, aid for more than a 
thousand ye we have had a common 
history. We -times too prone to 
stand by the full conceptions of our 
rights, and exact all our rights to the 
last pound of flesh. May TI not ask if 
there have not been too often between 
us petty Guurrels, which, happily, do got 
wound the ! rt of the nation? 

“I am proud to say, In the presence of 
the chief executive of the United States, 
that it is the belief of the Canadian gov- 
ernment that we should make a supreme 
effort to better our relations and make 
the government of President McKinley 
and the present government of Canada, 
With the assent of Great Britain, so to 
work together as to remove all causes of 
dissention between us. May I be per- 
mitted to Say that we do not desire one 
inch of your land, but if I state that we 
want to hold our land, will that be an 
American sentiment? Iam here tosay 
for my fellow countrymen that we want 
not to stand upon the extreme limits of 
our rights. We are ready to give and to 
take. We can afford to be just. 

“But, though we may have many littl 
bickerings of that kind, I believe that 
after all, when we go down to the bot- 
tom of our hearts We will find that there 
is between us a true, genuine affection. 
There are no two nations today on the 
face of the globe so united as Great Brit- 
ain and the United States of America. 
It is true that there is between the United 
States of America and Great Britain to- 
day no treaty or allinace which the pen 
can write and which the pen can 
unmake, but there is between Great 
Britain and the United States of America 
a unity of blood, of blood which is thicker 
than water.

New York, Oct. 10.—There is a buoyant 
feeling of expectancy and excitement

a race day from now 


As soon as Hathaway’s sailmakers got 
through with the alterations on Colum- 
bia's mainsail Monday morning the sall 
Was hauled up from below, bent to the 
mast, boom and gaff and hoisted. After 
inspection by Mr. Iselin and Captain 
Barr it was decided that the sail was not 
yet fit to do battle in today’s race, so it 
was lowered and after some minor al- 
terations it was hoisted again at 3 p. m., 
When it set almost tlat as a board, except 
for a few wrinkles up near the head un- 
der the gaff. 

A new club topsail was also bent, but 
not hoisted. It was made up on the 
yard and covered, to keep it dry, for the 
air was full of dampness and what old 
sailors call “Scotch mist.” The mainsail 
was lowered soon after 4 o'clock, stowed 
on the boom and covered for the night 

Mr. Iselin arrived from the city just 
before noon. When seen soon after he 
said: “‘We are all hoping for a breeze 
so that We may finish at least one ract 
I should like to get through before 
Christmas.” 

Mr. Iselin @id not care to make any 
comment on the last race further than 
to say that some of the newspaper re- 
ports criticising Columbia's tactics were 
unfair and uncalled for. Columbia's 
crew, he said, were all well and eager for 
the next race. “If we have a good, steady 
breeze,” said he, “I have every confidence 
in the yacht.” 

On both Shamrock and Erin there is 
an air of confidence noticeable, and the 
men will be greatly surprised if they do 
not capture the cup. Sir Thomas him- 
self is as certain of carrying the cup over 
to the Royal Ulster Yacht club as he is 
that there are to be at least three more 
racez, but he does not care to win itona 
fluke. His sole desire is for the better 
boat to win, and if he cannot win with 
Shamrock, it is more than likely that he 
will come again next year with another 
boat. 

When asked what had been done 
aboard Shamrock during the day, Sir 
Thomas replied that the crew had not 
touched a piece of rigging or a sailsince 
the craft came into her moorings Satur- 
day night, and that his boat was ready 
to sail and race an hour after that of 
Saturday was declared off. 

On Erin considerable interest was 
manifested in Columbia’s mainsail, 
which was hoisted and lowered several 
times during the day. Everyone knew 
that it was not a new sail, and that sev- 
eral alterations had been made in it. 
The recutting of the sai] gave the Erin 
people more confidence than ever, and 
they felt that the Columbia people were 
a bit worried as to the outcome of the 
series. They felt that no one would 
spread out a sail in such a fog as pre- 
vailed nearly all day, thus allowing it 
to get damp and shrink, unless there was 
a fear of being defeated, 

Sir Thomas inquired about the betting, 
and expressed satisfaction that Sham- 
rock’s stock was going up. He did not 
offer any tips, but reiterated his former 
statements that his boat would be sailed 
to win. Sailmaker Ratsey watched the 
tinkering on Columbia's mainsail witha 
critical eye, but di@ not express any 
opinion for publication. 

The weather is the important thing 
now. The weather man in Washington 
promises a southerly increasing breeze. 
If it comes it will be a welcome wind to 
thousands of yachtsmen who have come 
many miles to witness the contest. If 
this prediction is fulfilled the racers will 
be sent over the line to windward down 
the Jersey coast, the courre the same as 
Saturday's, only the ord sailing is 
reversed, the first leg to windward with 
arunhome. This will be more satisfac- 
tory, as it gives > better chance for skill 
in maneuvering for the weather berth 
at the start.

‘PUSHING WAR PLANS, 


San of British Campaign Ex- 
pected to Be About Eight Months, 


Only Pick of Reserves Will 
Be Retained With Colors. 


Kruger Considers Situation Grave and D fficult 
to Predict Coming Events. 


London, Oct. 10.—The complete dearth 
of news from the Cape, on which all at- 
tention is rivetted, is poorly compen- 
sated for by the mass of minute details 
published concerning the preparations 
for the dispatch of the army corps and 
speculation as to the length and charac- 
ter of, the when parliament 
meets. In official circles there is said to 
be apprehension that the radicals will 
offer opposition to the gov- 
ernment’s policy in South Africa, which 
will make prorogation and 
Christmas near neighbors. 

Lord Salisbury’s whip to the lords, is- 
sued last night, Says parliament will deal 
with matters of grave moment. 

Some indication of the war office esti- 
mate of the duration of the campaign is 
given by the fact that the authorities 
have contracted for eight months’ sup- 
ply of bread and other military re- 
quisites rendered necessary by the ab- 
sence of the bulk of the army service 
corps, Which the war office thus evidently 
calculates will be at home again by the 
beginning of May. 

It appears that although the war office 
called up 25,000 reserves, only the pick of 
them—some 5000—will be retained with 
the colors. The authorities are pleased 
at the application of a number of re- 
servists belonging to the unmobilized 
classes who are volunteering for foreign 
service. 

Baron Tweedmouth presided at a 
meeting of the council of London radicals 
last night, which, after a speech by Lord 
Tweedmouth deploring the unwise policy 
of the government, whose dispatches, he 
declared, were not couched in concilia- 
tory terms, adopted a resolution in favor 
of arbitration, and calling upon the gov- 
ernment to take steps tending to a get- 
tlement of the difficulty with the Trans- 
vaal by negotiations for arbitration. 

The Daily Telegraph’s Ladysmith 
correspondent says that a trustworthy 
colonial farmer asserts that he saw 1000 
armed Boers on Sunday within the Natal 
border near Charleston. 

The Daily News publishes an interview 
with Bertram Milford, the South Afri- 
can novelist, who spent 25 years among 
the Cape Dutch, in which Mr, Milford 
predicts that victory will only be at- 
tained by the British after a long, bloody 
and costly war. He says that the Boers 
will fight like devils. 

A dispatch from Pretoria says that 
President Kruger, in the course of an 
interview yesterday, said he regarded 
the situation as very grave and cor- 
sidered it very difficult to predict com- 
ing events. The landing of British rein- 
forcements in Natal, he said, did not 
trouble him, as he had full faith in the 
Almighty.

New York’s Mystery.

Kruger Sends Ultima- 
tum to England. 


Demands Immediate With- 
drawal of British Troops. 


Transvaal Has Not Yet Re- 
ceived New Proposals 


And Burghers Became Alarmed a 
Continued Despatch of Troops. 


Forces Now Nearer a Conflct Than at Any 


Previous Siage of Negotiations. 


London, Oct. 11.—The ultimatum of the 
Transvaal government is the absorbing 
topic of conversation at the clubs and in 
political circles. The text of the ulti- 
matum, on arriving yesterday, was sent 
with all speed to Lord Salisbury, and 
the dispatch box was sent to the Prince 
of Wales, which is only done in cases of 
especial urgency, 

A dispatch from Newcastle, Natal, says 
that a telegram received by the govern- 
ment says that war with the Transvaa] 
Will probably begin tonight (Wednes- 
day). A public meeting was held, and 
it was decided to leave the matter in the 
hands of the corporation. 

E:x-president Escombe, a _ pro-Boer, 
spoke reassuringly, stating that there 
was no immediate danger; that he an- 
ticipated no harm from the Boers and no 
panic. 

It cannot be doubted that England's 
reply will be a flat rejection of Presi- 
dent Kruger’s demands, and that at 3:15 
o'clock this afternoon, E nglish time, an 
actual state of war will exist. 

As the British troops continue landing 
in South Africa and advancing to the 
front, it is quite possible, according tu 
the terms of the Boer ultimatum, that 
hostilities have already commenced, as 
Kruger has everything to gain by an 
instant advance. Sharp fighting is 
likely to occur at Mafeking, where Col- 
onel Baden-Powell ig pluckily holding 
his exposed position. 

The Transvaal] forces are being aug- 
mented by volunteers of all nationalities. 
The war office is very busy. Ambulance 
parties are starting for the front. There 
is still the faintest hope that war may 
be averted. 

The Daily Mail's Cape Town corre- 
spondent says a short and very dignified 
reply has been communicated to Mr. 
Greene by Mr. Milner, to be handed to 
the Boer government today. 

The Times says it has reason to be- 
lieve that the government’s reply to 
President Kruger will express regret 
that he should have addressed such a 
communication to her majesty’s govern- 
ment, and will announce that the gov- 
ernment has no further communication 
to make to him at present. 

A dispatch from Pretoria says: Dur- 
ing the past few days telegraphic con- 
ferences have been held with President 
Steyn, and whatever cburse shall be 
taken by the Transvaal will receive the 
recommendation and suppert of the Free 
State. 

It is freely rumored in the town, and 
is believed to be correct, that the gov- 
ernment assumed its firm position be- 
cause Great Britajn’s new proposals 
have not arrived, though Mr. Greene, 
British diplomatic agent at Pretoria, in- 
formed State Secretary Reitz nine days 
ago that they would be formulated ina 
few days’ time. Consequently the 
burghers are alarmed at the continued 
dispatch of troops from England and 
India, 

War preparations by Great Britain are 
being pushed with the greatest energy. 
The Woolwich arsenal has already for- 
warded to South Africa over 3,000,000 
cartridges for rifle and machine guns, 
and the reservists continue to respond 
eagerly to the mobilization proclama- 
tion. 


The ultimatum was handed to Conyng- 
ham Greqgie, the British diplomatic 
agent at Pretoria, requesting an explicit 
assurance of the withdrawal within 48 
hours of the British troops from the 
Transvaal borders, as well as the with- 
drawal! of all British forces landed in 
South Africa since the Bloemfontein con- 
ference. 

To these demands is appended the 
definition of the time limit for a reply. 
“This government presses for an im- 
mediate and affirmative answer to these 
four questions, and earnestly requests 
her majesty’s government to return an 
answer before or upon Wednesday, Oct.

and that in the event of any further 
movement of troops occurring within the 
above-mentioned time in a nearer direc- 
tion to our borders, this government will 
be compelled to regard that also asa 
formal declaration of war. 

“I have the honor to be, respectfully 
yours, F. W. Reitz, State Secretary.” 

The diplomatic circumstances sur- 
rounding the presentation of the ultt- 
matum are probably without precedent 
Ordinarily a foreign power, when ad 
dressing peremptory demands to an 


Other, sends them through an ambas- 
sador or minister accredited to its ad- 
versary. The Transvaal government 
has no diplomatic representative recog- 
nized by Great Britain. Montague 
White, the Transvaal consul general in 
London, would not be received by either 
the foreign office or the colonial office. 
Consequently President Kruger was re- 
duced to presenting the ultimatum to 
Agent Greene at Pretoria, who in turn 
wired it to Sir Alfred Milner, by whom it 
Was transmitted to Joseph Chamber- 
lain, who thus becomes the first secre- 
tary of state for the colonies who has 
ever received an ultimatum. 

Lord James of Hereford, chancellor of 
the Duchy of Lancaster, at Aberdeen, 
last night, referred to President Kru- 
ger's ultimatum, and said: “Apparently 
the hopes of peace are virtually de- 
stroyed. If we were to withdraw our 
troops at President Kruger’s bidding we 
should suffer the greatest humiliation.” 


Late yesterday “afternoon the colonial 
Office gave out the text of the following 
telegram, transmitted by Mr. Milner to 
Joseph Chamberlain, received yester- 
day: 


Sir: The government of the South 
African Republic feels itself compelled 
to refer the government of her ma- 
Jesty, Queen of Great Hritain and Ire 
land, once more to the convention of 
London, 1884, concluded between this re- 
public and the United Kingdom, and 
which, in article XIV, secures certain 
specified rights to the white population 
of this republic, namely, that: 

All persons, other than natives, on 
conforming themselves to the laws of 
the South African republic: 

a—Will have full liberty, with their 
families, to enter, travel or reside in any 
Part of the South African republic. 

b—They will be entitied to hire or pos- 
sess houses, manufactories, warehouses, 
shops and other premises. 

c—They may carry on their commerce 
either in person or by any agent or 
asente whom they may think fit to em- 
ploy 

d—They shali not be subject, in re- 
spect to their premises or property, orin 
respect of their commerce and industry, 
to any taxes other than those which are, 
or may be, imposed upon the citizens of 
the said republic. 

This government wishes further to 
observe that the above are the only 


ights which her n)*e*tv's envernment 
aVe reserved in the above convention 


with regard to the outlander population 
of this republic, and that a violation 
only of those rights could give that gov- 
ernment a right to diplomatic represen- 
tations or intervention, while, moreover, 
the regulating of all other questions af- 
fecting the position of the rights of the 
outlander population, under the above 
mentioned convention, ig handed over 
to the government and representatives 
of the people of the South African Re- 
public. 

Among the questions, the regulation of 
which falls exclusively within the com- 
petence of this government and of the 
volksraad, are included those of fran- 
chise and the representation of the 
people in this republic, and, although 
this exclusive right of this government 
and the volksraad for the representation 
of the people is indisputable, yet this 
government has found occasion to dis- 
cuss, in friendly fashion, the franchise 
and representation of the people wi ith her 

majesty’s government, without, how- 
ever, recognizing any right thereto on 
the part of her majesty’s government. 

Thig government has also, by the 
formulation of the now existing fran- 
chise law and by a resolution with re- 
gard to the representation, constantly 
held these friendly discussions before its 
eyes. On the part of her majesty’s gov- 
ernment, however, the friendly nature of 
these discussions has assumed more and 
more a threatening tone; and the minds 
of the people of this republic and the 
whole of South Africa have been excited 
and a condition of extreme tension has 
been created owing to the fact that ber 
majesty’s government could no longer 
agree to the legislation respecting the 
franchise and the resolution respecting 
representation in this re public, and 
finally by your note of Sept. 25, 1899, 
which broke off all friendly correspon- 
dence on the subject and intimated that 
her majesty’s government must now 
proceed to formulate their own proposals 
for the final settlement. 

This government can only see in the 
above intimation from her majesty's 
government a new violation of the con- 
vention of London, 1884, which does not 
reserve to her majesty’s government the 
right to a uni-lateral settlement of a 
question which is exclusiv ely a domestic 
one for this government, and which has 
already been regulated by this govern- 
ment. 

On account of the strained situation 
and the consequent serious loss in and 
interruption of trade in general, which 
the correspondence respecting franchise 
and the representation of the people of 
this republic has carried in its train, her 
majesty’s government have recently 
pressed for an early settlement. and

Declared by Senator Hoar to Be Due 
to Republican Administration. 


ate Discuss Foreign Policy 
In the Near Future. 


| McKinley the Harbinger and Creator of Two, 
Great Periods In Our History. 


Worcester, Mass., Oct. 11.—A cordial 
| and inspiring “welcome home” was given 
last night to the senior senator from 
Massachusetts, George F. Hoar, from his 
European trip. It was one of the most 
noteworthy political demonstrations in 
the history of Worcester county. The 
hall was filled with Republicans from all 
over the country. The full Republican 
State ticket was present, and Governor 
Wolcott, with members of his personal 
staff, the goWernor’s council, senators 
and representatives from all parts of the 
state, with the members of the state 
| committee were present on the platform, 
with many others. 

Chairman Partridge of the city com- 
mittee called the meeting to order and 
introduced Theodore C. Bates as presid- 
ing officer. 

The ovation with which the venerable 
senator was greeted was one which fitly 
expressed the love of the people for him. 
It Was spontaneous and required several 
minutes before the senator could make 
himself heard. He said: 

“It is not my purpose to address this 
audience except to acknowledge your 
cordial greeting, which is but another 
token of the great and unfailing kind- 
ness I have experienced at the hands of 
my fellow citizens of Worcester now for 
more than 50 years. 

“I pledge my loyal support and hearty 
approval of the doings of the recent state 
convention. I stand by the candidates 
and I stand by the platform. I wish to 
repeat on my return home the last word 
I said when I went away. Every man 
who knows President McKinley likes 
him. Every man who knows him as well 
asIdoloves him. His has been the rare 
good fortune accorded to no other man 
in the history of our country, that his 
name is known and will go down in his- 
tory as the harbinger and creator of two 
periods of unexampled prosperity. 

“When the tariff known by his name 
Was the law of the land the laboring 
man, the business man, the commerce, 
the manufacturer and the investment of 
property in this country had attained not 
only what was the high water mark in 
the United States, but the high water 
mark of prosperity ever reac hed by any 
country in all history. The repeal of 
that measure was followed by a period 
of adversity, which cost the United 
States, in my judgment, not speaking of 
the loss of life and health, but only of 
money, a larger sum than the Civil war 
itself.

Postponement of the Yacht Race. 

wew York, Oct. 11.—Another trial to 
sil the first race for the America’s cup 
was given up Tuesday, the committee 
officially declaring the race off for the 
day soon after the hour scheduled for 
the contest to start. At that time there 
was scarcely any wind, and a densé fog 
hung over the water, completely obscur- 
ing the course It would have been use- 
less to start under such conditions, and 
the race was therefore called off for the 
day. 

But the weather bureau, with its scien- 
tific methods, had predicted fair weather 
with freshening winds, and a few clung 
vainly to the hope that the bureaus 
prognostications would turn out true for 
once. The public backed Uncle Sam's 
Weather oracle and put tosea. But not 
in such numbers as last week. Many of 
the sightseers who witnessed the three 
flukes, at an average cost per fluke of 
from $5 to $25, had lost their courage,

Meantime the racers lay tied to their 
big buoys inside the Horseshoe. The fog 


had let down its curtains all around 
them. The circle of their vision was 
barely 200 yards in diameter. The sun

Once or twice only its dim 
outlines could just be discerned through 
the haze. There was no wind to lift the 
cloud of mis¢ that rested on the water. 
If anything the fog seemed to grow 
denser as the time for the yachts to get 
under way approached. The fog was s0 
thick that it was manifestly impossible 
for the yachts to put to sea in such 
weather. The danger of being run down 
alone would have deterred them.

Although this promise was once more 
repeated, the proposal, up to now, has 
not reached this government. Even 
while friendly corre spondence was still 
going on, the increase of troops on a 
large scale was introduced by her 
majesty’s government, the troops being 
stationed in the neighborhood of the 
borders of this republic. 

Having regard to occurrences in the 
history of this republic which it is unnec- 
essary here to call to mind, this republic 
felt obliged to regard this military force 
in the neighborhood of its borders asa 
threat against the independence of the 
South African republic, since it was 
aware of no circumstances which would 
justify the presence of such a military 
force in South Africa and neighborhood 
of its borders. 

In an answer to an inquiry with re- 
spect thereto, addressed to his excel- 
lency, the high commissioner, this gov- 
ernment received, to its great astonish- 
ment, in answer a veiled insinuation 
that from the side of the republic an at- 
tack was being made on her majesty's 
colonies, and, at the same time, a mys- 
terious reference to possibilities, where- 
by this government Was strengthened in 
its suspicion that the independence of 
this republic was being threate ned. 

As a defensive measure this govern- 
ment was therefore obliged to send a 
portion of the burghers of this republic 
in order to offer requisite resistance to 
similar possibilities. OF ae. 

Editor Shot by Ex-Editor. 

New Orleans, Oct. 11.—A shooting af- 
fray occurred yesterday in Camp street, 
in which Colonel C. H. Parker, ex-editor 
of The Picayune, and at present tax 
collector, and Dominick O’ Malley, owner 
of The Item, were the principals. It is 
difficult at present to learn the cause of 
the trouble. O'Malley was shot in the 
left groin. Colonel Parker was shot in 
the left side. Both are believed to be 
seriously wounded.

Must Obey Stamp Law. 

Boston, Qct. 11.—Collector James D. 
Gill of the internal revenue department 
announces that such express companies 
as have, through the carelessness of their 
drivers, omitted to affix stamps to any 
receipt given since July 1, 1898, should 
cause the same to be affixed this week, 
as deputy collectors will be directed to 
report every receipt found on which no 
stamp Was aflixed.

To meet the general demand on the 
part of visitors to Washington, Admiral 
Dewey has consented to allow the sword 
presented to him by congress to be 
placed on exhibition in the secretary's 
office at the navy department.

Thesurvey work has been turned 
over to the Dolphin. 

Captain James G. Greene has been as- 
signed to duty as captain of the Norfolk 
navy yard, to succeed Captain Rock- 
well, who goes to the South Atlantic sta- 
tion in command of the Chicago.

President Steyn declares solemnly, and 
in the presence of the Almighty, that he 
is compelled to resist the powerful enemy 
owing to the injustice done his kith and 
kin. Solemn obligations, he declares, 
have not protected the Transvaal against 
the annexation conspiracy, and when its 
independence ceases the Free State’s 
existence as an independent State is 
meaningless. 

“The experience of the past,” the 
proclamation says, “Shows that no re- 
liance can be placed upon the solemn 
promises and obligations of Great Bri- 
tain when an administration is at th 
helm that Is prepared to trod under feot 
treaties.” 

Then follows a historical sketch of the 
alleged wrong. “The original conven- 
tions,” the proclamation continues, 
“have been twisted and turned by Great 
Britain as a meansof exercising tyranny 
in the Transvaal for which no return in- 
justice has been done in the past. No 
gratitude has been shown for the in- 
dulgence granted British residents, who, 
according to law, have forfeited their 
lives and property. 

“Compliance with the British demand 
would be equivalent to the loss of inde- 
pendence, which has been gained by the 
blood and tears of many years, The 
British troops are concentrating on the 
borders of the Transvaal In order to com- 
pel by terrorism compliance with the 
claims and crafty plans of those whose 
motive Is love of gold. 

“Realizing which, while acknowledg- 
ing the honor of thousands of English- 
men who abhor deeds of robbery and 
violence, the Free State execrates the 
wrongful deeds of British statesmen.” 

The proclamation expresses the con- 
fidence of the president that the Al- 
mighty will help and aid the Boers, and 
counsels the burghers to do nothing un- 
worthy of Christians and burghers of 
the Free State. It concludes: “Burghers 
of the Free State, stand up as one man 
against the oppressor and the violator 
of right.” 

The proclamation ig signed 
and is dated Oct. 11. 

The following is the text of 
reply to the Boer ultimatum: 

“Chamberlain to Milner, high com- 
missioner. Sent 10:45 p. m., Oct. 10, 1899. 
Her majesty’s government has received 
with great regret the peremptory de- 
mands of the South African republic, 
conveyed in your telegram of Oct. 9.

A Cape Town dispatch says: The re- 
ply of the imperial government to the 
Transvaal’s ultimatum is published 
here.

The Daily Mail says: Certainly 
neither President Kruger nor State Sec- 
retary Reitz drafted the message to 
the New York World, and it is moge 
probable that Mr. Smuts, state attorney, 
is the author of both this and the ulti- 
matum, 

The government has arranged for the 
safe conduct of Mr. Greene through the 
Transvaal! and Orange Free State ter- 
ritory to Natal. 

President Kruger is credited with de- 
clining to quit Pré@torla, declaring that 
“like a faithful captain he will remain 
yn the bridge whether the ship rides 
safely into the harbor or goes down into 
the deep.’ 

It is now definitely known that the 
British government sent no final pro- 
posals to Pretoria. The Transvaal's 
ultimatum forestalled that intention. 

The home preparations for war are 
growing apace. The reservists are re- 
sponding more actively to the proclama- 
tion ordering their mobilization, and the 
government has engaged more trans- 
ports. 

In military circles no apprehension is 
felt at any of the movements yet re- 
ported on the part of the Boers, and itis 
not believed they will make any serious 
attack, preferring to wait for the British 
advance. 

So far as the news received thus far 
shows, no shot has yet been fired.

HE LEAVES VERMONT, 


Laying of Cornerstone Ends Dewey's 
Visit to His Native State. 


Every Section Paid Tribute to 
the Great Fighter. 


Parade and Presentation of Jewe', Followed by 
a Big Bonfire. 


Northfield, Vt., Oct. 13.—The corner- 
stone exercises at Norwich university 
today were quite brief, as Admiral 
Dewey was anxious to get to Boston. 
His car came here last night, and at sun- 
rise he received an admiral’s salute 
from gums manned by cadets of the 
university. Special trains brought the 
military battalions from Montpelier, and 
the parade started from the village 
square for University hill at 10:30 o’clock. 

The admiral went under numerous 
arches, of which the chief one was that 
at the university grounds, and which, 
when completed, will bear the name of 
distinguished men in the army and navy 
who have been cadets at the university, 
Admiral Dewey's name heading the list, 
with the names of four rear admirals fol- 
lowing. The Norwich cadets again 
again did escort duty, and stood near the 
cornerstone when it Was laid. 

The exercises begun when Commander 
Brown, U. 
dent, welcomed the admiral, in behalf 
of his alma mater. Former Governor 
Billingham spoke in behalf of the state, 
in place of United States Senator Proctor. 
Henry O. Kent, senior trustee, and class- 
mate of Admiral Dewey, was one of the 
speakers, 

The cornerstone was then laid, Ad- 
miral Dewey spreading the mortar. 
Chauncey M. Depew delivered an ora- 
tion. An admiral’s salute was fired by 
the classmates of Admiral Dewey, from 
the old brass fieldpiece, which, when he 
was a cadet at the university, George 
Dewey and a squad of cadets sur- 
reptitiously borrowed from the village. 

After the exercises the admiral re- 
turned to the train, which left here ahead 
of the Montreal express, which arrived 
here at 12:50. ‘The run to Boston will be 
on special schedule, and the admiral is 
sare to reach that city shortly before 6. 

The cup of happiness for Admiral 
Dewey was surely overflowed when he 
was the recipient of the honors bestowed 
upon him by the people of Vermont at 
Montpelier yesterday. Months ago 
when the mayor and city council sent 
the admiral, then in the far East, a mes- 
sage of congratulation for his victory, 
he replied that if the people of his native 
city, Montpelier, were pleased with what 
he had done he was fully repaid. When 
the admiral wrote this it was his hope 
that the people of his country would let 
him return quietly, and his greatest 
wish was to come back to his country 
home asa Vermonter. He then knew 
nothing of the preparations already un- 
der way to make hisreturn atime of na- 
tional rejoicing. 

Admiral Dewey returned in a blaze of 
glory, and his wish to visit again in 
Montpelier wag fulfilled, but he came as 
a hero, and amid an outburst of en- 
thusiasm which wag a fitting climax to 
the many receptions and official events 
which had been his lot since he left his 
flagship Olympia two weeks ago. 

He has been paid the highest honors 


Within the gift of the nation. It is 
doubtful, however, if any display was 
felt so deep down in his heart as that 


which occurred here. Asa guest of the 
city and state he was greeted by the 
largest crowd ever assembled tere and 
rode at the head of the largest procession 
ever seen in Vermont; was presented 
a magnificent Jewel, and in many ways 
received more attention than any other 
man this state has sent forth. 

The enormous gathering for Dewey 
day represented every section of Ver- 
mont. The weather was beautiful and 
the entire program was carried out in 
splendid fashion. It was not a trying 
day for the admiral, as the ceremonies 
lasted scarcely three hours, and he 
seemed to enjoy every incident. 

The forenoon Was spent by him in his 
private car. Soon after daylight he had 
taken a look at familiar places about the 
city, read the big signs on the house of 
his birth; on the schoolhouse he attended 
when a boy; looked over the ground and 
the church in which he was christened, 
and saw thousands of his likenesses in 
conspicuous places. A little later in the 
day he saw what pleased him most—

FOUND DEAD IN BARN. 


Man and Woman Believed to Have 
Been Killed by Poison. 


Jealousy Probably Figured 
In Double Tragedy. 


F l) R N TU R FE, Police of New'on Have but Little to Work on 


to Unravel a Mystery. 


Newton, Mass., Oct. 13.—The police 
have suspended their investigation of 
the mysterious death of Willlam Mc- 


New and Second-Hand Furniture Auley and Josephine Peterson, who were 


found dead in T. B. Casey's barn, to 
await the result of the autopsy by Med- 
ical Examiner Meade. While nothing 
has yet developed which serves to throw 
any light on the manner of the death of 
the couple, many are of the opinion that 
it was murder and suicide. The police 
are very reticent about the affair, and it 
is believed that they are working on this 
theory. 

If the theory of the police is correct, 
evidences of poison will be found by Dr. 
Meade, for it is believed that the Peter- 
son woman was jealous of McCauley, 
and ended her own life after poisoning 
him. This theory is supported by several 
letters found among McCauley’s effects, 
in which Miss Peterson bitterly com- 
plained of the attentions McCauley was 
bestowing on other women. In letters 
of recent date threats were made against 
McCauley, and from the tone of all the 
letters it would appear that the couple 
were engaged. 

In the room where the bodies were 
found no tracts of poison were discov- 
ered, and if such a means was used in 
causing death the question puzzling the 
police is how was it administered. It is 
known that McCauley did not drink, and 
there were no Signs of liquor in the room.

This. had been left by Mrs. Casey that 
morning, and instructed the coachman 
to drive into Boston. On previous morn- 
ings the patrolman had noticed that the 
door was opened about 9 o'clock, and 
when he found that the note was undis- 
turbed he became suspicious. He ob- 
tained entrance inta the barn by means 
of a ladder placed against the window 
of the bedroom on the second floor. 

The body of McAuley was found on the 
bed fully dressed, but with the arms 
drawn up about the head as though 
death had come suddenly and with 
agony. On the other hand, the body of 
the Peterson woman was partially dis- 
robed and was found with the hands 
folded on the breast as if prepared tor 
death. 

A close examination of the room failed 
to reveal any vials or powders which 
could have contained poison. The only 
clue was a pitcher partly filled with 
water standing near the bed. This was 
taken charge of by the police and its 
contents will be analyzed. 

The couple had been seen together at 
all hours of the day and night and were 
last seen shortly after 11 o'clock Tues- 
day night.

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FOG AND LACK OF WIND 


Again Prevents the Yachting Contest---Yankee 
Enthusiasm Is Waking Up. 

New York, Oct. 13.—Columbia and 
Shamrock arrived off the lightship at 
10:10 a. m. yesterday. Casting off their 
tow lines and breaking out their head- 
sails they circled about the lightship for 
an hour or s0 in the light southwesterly 
breeze waiting for the committee boat 
to arrive. The fog showed a disposition 
to clear off about this time, but there 
was hardly wind enough to give the 
yachts steerage way. For an hour after 
the committee boat arrived there was no 
more wind and no prospect of any, so 
after a consultation between those in 
charge of the yachts both agreed to call 
the race off. 

The repeated failures have had a 
mighty discouraging effect on the gen- 
eral public, and there was a great fall- 
ing off in the number of excursion boats, 
as well as the number of passengers, 
twhen the fleet gathered around the 
Sandy Hook lightship yesterday, 2t the 
time set for the start. ; 
the fleet that braved the perils of the fog 
could only craw! out to their destination, 
keeping doubie lookouts forward and 
their fog whistles constantly going, to 
avoid collision. At times it was im- 
possible to see 50 feet ahead, 

So far as known, only one accident oc- 
curred, and that was not serious. The 
excursion stgamer William Fletcher ran 
into a Staten Island ferryboat, and had 
part of her rail and bow Stove In. Down 
in the lower bay it was quite thick, and 
about 10 o'clock the light land breeze 
from the west gave a faint hope that it 
would waft the fog out to sea and fur- 
nish racing conditions later on. So the 
racing sloops let go their moorings and 
went out to the starting line. There 
they got their sails up and drifted about, 
rocking in the gentle ground sw ell. 

But the haze did not lift, and the breeze 
died away altogether. When the time 
came to signal the course, the weather 
vane at the masthead of the committee's 
boat lay #imp against the staff. There 
was not enough air to show a course for 
the yachts to sail over, Shortly after 
12 o'clock, by mutual consent, the com- 
mittee boat hoisted the letter “R” onthe 
triatic stay, meaning, “Race is off.” The 
sails were lowered, and the tenders of the 
two yachts took them in tow back to 
the horseshoe, while the excursionists 
again sailed disc onsolately homew ard. 

Mr. Iselin’s interview, protesting

newspaper meri of the state. When In- 
troduced he said with much emotion: 
‘I am glad to meet you; this has been a 
great day for Vermont, a great day. 
You know I was born here, right over 
in that little house. You all know how 
I feel; it was alla dream.” 


His place of review, under the state 
house portals, was in sight of the cottage 
in which he was born, on the street, at 
the foot of a little eminence, on which 
the state capital stands, 

Just before the review, and as the ad- 
miral was passing through the state 
house corridor to his position in his 
stand, there was placed upon his breast 
the jewel which was Vermont’sgift to her 
son. It is of beautiful design, the top 
bar supporting a rising sun, which holds 
in each tip two diamonds, making four 
stars, the emblem of the admiral’s rank, 
Below, held by a ribbon, is a shield on 
which is the likeness of the admiral, sur- 
rounded by 13 diamonds. In relief, on 
the shield, is an anchor with a represen- 
tation of the flagship Olympia on the 
stock. Below is a wreath with Ver- 
mont’s coat of arms and a pine tree in 
the center. The bottom bar bears in 
raised letters the words, “Welcome 
Home.” 

The jewel was to have been presented 
in formal exercises after the review in 
the presence of the thousands of people, 
but the program was unexpectedly 
shortened, so that the admiral, after 
being! given a general introduction to the 
state reception committee, passed into 
the state house, and a few minutes later 
he jeft in his carriage to return to h's 
car. 

The day wound up with a gorgeous 
display of fireworks on the plot of ground 
behind the Dewey cottage and an im- 
mense bonfire on Capitol hill. Both 
were record breakers for Vermont, and 
it is claimed the bonfire was the largest 
ever constructed in the country. The 
fire was placed on the top of the hill, 
which rises abruptly from the main 
street nearly 300 feet above the Winooski 
river and 75 feet above and directly be- 
hind the capitol] dome. The pile was 40 
feet in diameter at the base, 69 feet in 
width, and in its construction were used 
1000 barrels, 700 railroad ties, the lumber 
from two buildings and an immense 
quantity of other combustibles. The 
fire was set at 9 o'clock, and the flames 
lighted up the country for miles around, 
it being seen 30 miles away. The pile 
burned until long after midnight. 

In the fireworks program there were 
many characteristic features, the battle 
of Manila and the picture of Dewey be- 
ing especially good. The illumination 
of the state house with electric lights, 
with Dewey's picture in outline, and an 
immense flag in colors, and the state 
house grounds lighted with lanterns, 
made a very interesting study. All the 
streets were strung with lanterns, and 
altogether it was an illumination which 
Vermont will not equal for many years. 

The day was auspicious in every re- 
spect and will always known as 
“Dewey day.”

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PURGED HIS SINS BY FIRE. 


Man Set His Clothing In Flames to 
Atone For His Evil Deeds. 

A violeat struggle took place in Fair- 
mount park, Philadelphia. the other 
morning between a man, who, in an at- 
tempt to expiate his sins, had poured 
oil on his clothing and set himself on 
fire, and a park guard who discovered 
the flame covered man in the bushes 
and sought to save him, and put out 
the fire, says the New York Sun.

Boyce evaded him, 
and grasping the coat again threw it 
on the blaze, and 1in it was thrown 
off. The guard, perceiving that he had

help, and a milkman who was passing 
responded, He had in his wagon a rub- 
ber blanket, which he procured and 
threw over Smith, and he and the 
guard held it down until the flames 
were quenched. The man, terribly 
burned and then unconscious, was put 
in an ambulance and sent to the Ger- 
man hospital. On the way he recover- 
ed consciousness and asked why he 
was not allowed to die. The odor of oil 
was noticed, and being asked what 
caused it, Smith said he was the most 
sinful man in the world, that he was 
tired of life and had determined to die. 
He said he bad procured a gallon of 
kerosene, gone to the clump of bushes 
in the park, poured the fluid over 
his clothes and ignited it. 

Smith has been melancholy for 
months and has talked much of re- 
ligion and sacrifices made by Biblical 
characters. The physicians say he can- 
not live.

HOSPITAL SUNDAY. 


Make Their An- 
nual Appeal. 


Editor of Patr o : 

Once a year the trustees of the City 
Hospital ask the citizens of Quincy 
for contributions for its maintenance. 
The annual expenses of the hospital 
are from ten to twelve thousand 
dollars. The’ income from paying 
patients and outside services of nurses 
is about, $3,600; From Endowment 
Fand, $1,600; From City, $3,000; 
Leaving $3,000 to be raised from 
other sources. 

During the business depression of 
the years °95, ‘96 and ‘97, a debt 
accumulated amounting to $6,500. It is 
hoped that a part or all of this may 
be paid this year. Sunday, Oct. 15th, 
1899, will be called Hospital Sunday, 
and on that day a contribution will be 


taken in all the churches. During the 
following week, a committee will call 
upon the people generally, giving an 
opportunity to those who are able to 
assist in maintaining in our city an 
institution which ought to, and we 
believe does, deserve the support of 
every citizen. Heretofore ‘all appeals 
have been responded to liberally.

Topic For the Week Beginning Oct. 
15—Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 
Toric.—Lost opportunities.—Jer. viii, 20; Math. 

); Heb. xii, 17 

Several phases of opportunities and 
their loss are presented to us in the top- 
ical references. They should make a 
serious and lasting impression upon us 
because of the greatness of our oppor- 
tunities today. 

1. The greater the opportunity the 
more serious its loss (Jer. viii, 20). 
“The harvest is pussed, the summer is 
ended, and we are not saved.’’ The 
Jews had their opportunity to be saved, 
but they rejected salvation, and the 
kingdom was lost, and the seriousness 
of the loss was tremendously magnified 
because of the priceless value of that 
which was lost—the life and well being 
of a nation. Tolosean opportunity that 
involves little is perhaps of small mo- 
ment, but to lose an opportunity that 
involves the destiny of a nation or the 
eternal destiny of an immortal soul, isa 
matter of the most stupendous impor- 
tance. Our most valuable opportunity 
is for salvation in Christ. Let us se2 to 
it that the harvest does not pass with- 
out our being saved. 

2. Opportunity brings responsibility 
and, if lost, places the blame upon onr- 
selves (Math. xxiii, 37-39). Christ bad 
been willing to gather the people of 
Jerusalem to Himself, to protect them 
as a hen doth her brood, but Jerusalem 
would not. The opportunity to be suved 
placed the responsibility of salvation 
upon the people, and when they reject- 
ed it and doom came they alone were to 

| blame. The fact that God gives us op- 

| portunities relieves Him of the responsi- 

bility and places it upon us, and if we 
| fail we can pass no censure upon God, 
| but must bear the brunt of failure our- 
| selves. This serious fact should inspire 
| us to seize and use every opportunity of 
| life for being good and doing good and 
| for making the salvation of our souls 
| absolutely certain. 

3. Lost ecpportunities are irrevoca- 

| ble (Heb, xii, 17). Esau had the oppor-

It is rumored that the Boers have cap- 
tured a police patrol of six men at De 
Jagers drift, on the Buffalo river. 

Five hundred Boer troops occupy Bor- 
der siding, northward of Fourteen 
Streams, with cannon, where they are 
awaiting orders to destroy the line or 
attack Fourteen Streams. 

The railway telegraph Officials have 
abandoned Maribogo. The nearest Brit- 
ish point of communication to Mafe- 
king, therefore, is understood to be 
Setlagoli, 6 miles away. 

While it is the general belief that the 
Boers are attacking Mafeking, there is 
still no confirmation of the report. If 
the Boers had met with any success, it 
would surely have been announced, as 
the only telegraphic communication is 
in the hands of the burghers.

TWO MONTHS APLOAT 


Mr. Albert Keating Writes of 
Voyage to Labrador. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 
The first port on Njld_ since leaving 
the Laborador coast is Flowers Cove. 
Capt. Sheldon having some unfinished 


business to transact we put in here 
Sept. 28. Head winds and stormy 


weather held us here till today. Al- 
though a heavy wind, we run up fore- 
sail and left for Curront Island, where 
Iam to join the S.S. Harlaw for home, 
due there Monday. 

We made a quick run and got in be- 
fore dark Friday. Mr. Chitman, the 
owner of the lobster canning factory 
here, invited us to join in a trouting 
party in the afternoon, the skipper, 
steward and myself, with Mr. Chit- 
man as guide and two friends of his 
making a party of six were off. If 
there isa man who knows how and 
where to catch trout, that man did 
for, he put us exactly on the spot. We 
had an afternoon of fine sport trout 
fishing as could be desired. We caught 
over a hundred fine sized trout some 
weighing fully two ponnds and like all 
fisherman ‘‘we lost the largest ones.’’ 

Tuesday, Oct. 3d, the steamer not 
coming in yesterday, we got underway 
ata very early hourin the morning.

We left Curront Island Thursday 
noon. About three o’clock, a heavy 
southwest squall struck us and from 
that time till six it increased to a 
perfect gale, the sea running (I can’t 
say they were mountains high) good 
size hills high, till staunch steamer 
piched and rolled till I thought she 
would not come back. After that hour 
we had six miles to run before we 
could make a harbor, and the captain 
was obliged to find it without a single 
There 
are only two light houses on the coast 
for over two hundred miles, with many 
excellent harbors between. The captain 
was about to give up hope of getting 
in, and to stand out to sea for night, 
when it lighted up sufficiently for him 
to discern the opening between 
mountains and he anchvred in the 
harbor of Port Saunders, greatly to the 
relief and comfort of ninety-five 
passengers. 

You can judge (if possible) some- 
thing of the 

FURY OF THE GALE 
when the few of us who stood upon 
the bridge would be covered with the 
sea shipped over the bow and sides of 
the steamer. There was not a head 
lost, but I saw the captain's hat that 
had stood many a hard gale, go off 
his head into the sea. i 

The storm continued all night and 
next day, so hard that we were ‘obliged 
to remain in harbor till Saturday 
| morning. It was then very rough. On 
our way we fell in with a schooner in 
distress, and took her in tow to Bonne 
bay, our next stop. The undertaking 
was very skilfully managed in so rough

We left Bonne Bay about six P. M. 
for our next port, a run of about fifty 
miles, a five hours’ run in good 
weather, After getting out of the bay 
which is eighteen miles, we run into 
another storm out at sea, thick and 
jdark. The captain could not make 
the harbor and was obliged to turn 
back and lay on and off, pitching and 
rolling about till daylight. We went 
into Bay of Islands Sunday morning. 
The storm continued all day, so hard 
we did not leave till five in the after- 
nvon, when it came out clear. 

By these delays we were two days 
behind time. We took on at Port 
Saunders as passenger, C. O. Norton, 
better known as Cairbou Charlie, a 
Labrador and Nfld trapper, who is 
credited with killing more caribou than 
any man living. He is seventy-seven 
years of age, tall, straight and in per- 
fect health. He hasa valuable collec- 
tion of furs and skins that represent 


the animals to be found in the forests 


of Nfld. He is employed by the Nfld 
government to take them to the sports- 
man show to be held in Boston the 
coming winter. 

Tuesday, we had a very pleasant run 
from Bay of Islands to channel at Port 
Abasque the last stop on the Nfld side; 
also from Port Abasque to Sydney, 
where the H. M. Whitney syndicate 
will expend $8,000,000 during the next 
few years. We are now passing through 
Bras d’ Orr Lakes, and having a most 
delightful run on our way to Halifax, 
where we expect to arrive tomorrow 
morning. I shall then take the Steamer 
Halifax for Boston, having traveled 
over four thousand miles upon tbe 
water and slept on Jand only one night 
since July,

Brooklyns Almost Sure of Winning 
the Pennant Since Last May. 


Real Struggle Came In Con-| 


test For Second Place. 


AGlance at the Work of the Various Clubs 
Suring the Past Season. 


New York, Oct. 16.—In the National 
league baseball race, just finished, ex- 
citement on the whole was at a discount. 
There were many exciting games, andin 
some respects the playing, generally 
speaking, was high class. lt was too 
much of a procession to be a race. Long 
before the season ended, the Brooklyns 
were conceded to be the coming cham- 
pions, their lead, after they once went to 
the front, which was on May 22, seldom 
being so small as not to be reckoned as 
safe. The real fight was for second 
place. 

Brooklyn's win of this year’s pennant, 
while devoid of any grandstand ele- 
ments, was thoroughly impressive. The 
Brooklyns, as a result of their consistent- 
ly strong game, performed the remark- 
able feat of never relinquishing their 
grip on first place, after taking that po- 
sition, 
however, in which their lead was re- 
duced materially, but each time pulled 
up. Their most uneasy time was to- 
wards the end of June, when they lost 
eight straight games. 


Boston gave indications at times of | 


wresting the lead from Brooklyn, doing 
some fine playing in the west, but fail- 
ing to put up the old invincible game at 
home. One of the best periods the ex- 
champions had was in May. On May 16 


they were sixth, on June 1 they were sec- | 


ond. 

The Philadelphia team, which finished 
third in the race, were a bit too streaky 
to win the pennant, but still enough to 
be dangerous. They held the lead at 
ene time, in the first part of April, but 


by the middle of June they were as low as 


fifth. Then they began climbing up 
again, and for the last three months al- 
ternated with Boston in second and third 
places. 

Baltimore finished fourth. In April 
and May the Baltimores were in the sec- 
ond division, but they went into the first 
division with a rush. They jumped 
from seventh to third place in the short 
space of two weeks. Within two weeks 


more they had dropped back to sixth} 


place, then they went up the ladder 


again, staying in fourth place for the} 


last 24% months. 

The St. Louis team proved disappoint- 
ing.

Fleetwood told the police that he went to 
see the parade on Saturday with Cath- 
erine McDonald, and that while in the 
crowd, early in the afternoon, he lost 
sight of her. He returned home, he 
says, about 10 o'clock, and found that 
she had not arrived. Soon after she 
came in, accompanied by @ strange man, 
who was intoxicated, and he also claims 
the woman was. 

After a short time he remonstrated 
with the stranger, who immediately be- 
gan to fight, and a severe struggle took 
place, after which the man left the 
house. Fleetwood then went to bed, and 
left the woman lying on the floor in an 
intoxicated condition. Sunday morn- 
ing when Fleetwood awoke, he says, she 
was lying in the same place, and he 
so he went for a physician, but the latter 
found her dead. 

David Ashwood, one of the witnesses, 
told the police that Fleetwood had beaten 
the woman ina terrivle manner.

Columbia bounded across the finish 
line fully a mile and a half ahead of the 
challenger, defeating her by 10 minutes 
and 14 seconds, actual time, or 10 minutes 
and 8 seconds corrected time, after al- 
lowing the six seconds handicap, which 
Columbia must concede to the challenger 
On account of her longer water-line, It 
was a magnificent race, skilfully sailed 
and decisively won. Opinion as to the 
merits of the two boats had been some- 
What divided, as a result of the flukes 
during the past two weeks, but no nau- 
tical sharp expected that Shamrock 
would be 50 overwhelmingly vanquished 
as she was in Monday’s contest. The 
Yankee boat outgeneralled her at the 
Start, beat her hopelessly in windward 
work to the outer mark, and gained 22 
seconds in the run home before the 
wind. 

No excuse can be offered for Sham- 
rock's defeat. There was a good, strong 
10 to 12-knot breeze, and it held through- 
out the race, true as the needle to the 
pole. The regatta committee, as a 
result of the showing made by the de- 
fender, are convinced that the cup is 
safe. Blow high, blow low, Columbia, 
it is believed by her manager, can take 
the measure of her rival. Sir Thomas 
Lipton admitted after the race that he 
had been fairly and squarely beaten. 
He had no apologies to make, saying that 
he would die game, and race the series. 


The race was a magnificent duel, and 
made up for the repeated disappoint- 
ments the sightseers have suffered. It 
Was anything but a comfortable day on 
the water. A wet grey veil of vapor 
hung over the sea when Sir Thomas took 
hig first look at the weather. The pros- 
pect was not very alluring. Still the 
mist wreaths were carried along by a 
good 10-knot breeze from the east, and 
the old shellbacks said there was more 
wind where that came from. 

But the excursionists who went down 
the bay were not very hopeful until they 
got outside. The low, leaden clouds 
overhead shut outthe sky. The wallof 
vapor blotted out the horizon. The mist 
made everything look ghost-like and in- 
distinct. The only color in the dull scene 
was furnished by the ensigns and the 
flags which adorned the excursion fleet, 
and the dash of red from the big hulk 
of the lightship. Outside the wind was 
fresher and whipped some foam out of 
the waves. 

Both yachts were towed out from the 
anchorages, and raised mainsails before 
casting off. The crew of Columbia had 
on their working suits of white, and wore 
watch caps of black and red, Iselin’s 
private colors. Several of the crew of 
Shamrock had on sou’westers. From 
the truck of Shamrock's topmast floated 
Lipton’s flag, a green shamrock in a 
yellow field. The wind kept freshening 
all the way out to the lightship, and the 
seas spilt more froth. 

No large assemblage was on hand to 
witness the start. Many, however, got 
out in time to see the finish. Promptly 
at 10 o'clock the committee boat signalled 
the course, 15 miles dead into the eye of 
the wind, to the eastwarmi and return. 
Immediately a tug steamed out parallel 
with the Long Island ehore, to set the 
outermark. Both yachts set No.2 club- 
topsail. Just as the warning gun 
boomed, a driving mist swept in from the 
east, beating into the faces of the ex- 
cursionists, and adding to their dis- 
comfort.

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NAILED ALONE 


Cup Defender Scores 
a Hollow Victory. 


Shamrock Becomes Victim 
of a Serious Accident. 


Lost Her Topmast Soon After 
the Race Started. 


Columbia Makes Splendid Showing, 
Finishing Within Time Limit, 


Would Probably Have Repeated the Beating 
Given the Challenger on Monday. 


New York, Oct. 18—Shamrock lost 
her chances for a victory in.the second 
race for the America’s Cup, by carrying 
away her topmast and the big clubtop- 
sail, which was the pride of the challen- 
ger. The accident happened at 11.24, 
when both yachts were on the port tack, 
about three miles from the start, with 
Columbia in the windward position with 
small lead. Columbia crossed the line 
urst, with Shamrock in the windward 
berth. 
and gained the weather position after a 
short time of sailing by tacking under 
the challenger’s stern. After the acci- 
dent Columbia continued over the course 
according to the agreement signed by 
Sir Thomas Lipton and Mr. C. Oliver 
Iselin, owners of Shamrock and Colum- 
bia respectively, to the effect that if one 
yacht was disabled, the other should 
sail out the race alone to the finish. 

The accident to Shamrock ruined the 
race and caused the keenest regret 
among the yachtsmen and the thousands 
of sightseers who were On hand to wit- 
ness what had promised to be a glorious 
duel. It is unfortunate that the de- 
fender should have been the beneficiary 
of an accident, but the rule is ironclad. 
If crippled before the start, time for re- 
pairs is allowed, but once over the line 
if anything carries away the sufferer 
must make such repairs as he can or, if 
rendered hors de combat, as Shamrock 
was, he must take the consequences. 

There is good sense and logic behind 
the rule. The races are a test of con- 
struction as well as design and seaman- 
ship. Doubtless if Mr. Iselin could have 
had his choice in the matter he would 
generously have declined to continue, in 
view of the crippled condition of his 
rival, but the rules gave him no alterna- 
tive. He was in duty bound to go on, 
and as he finished well within the time 
limit the race was his. Had the acci- 
dent not occurred, however, it is be- 
lieved that the Yankee boat would have 
repeated the beating she gave the chal- 
lenger Monday. During the 25 minutes 
the yachts sailed she had established a 
lead of more than 300 yards on her 
weather bow, 

Her time was little short of marvelous. 
She covered the course in 3:37:00; the 
beat, 10 miles to windward, in 1:39:11; 
the reach to the second mark in 53:59, and 
the last leg in 1:03:50. As she crossed 
the finish line she let go her headsails, 
and one of the Deer Isle sailors treated 
the spectators to an exhibition of dar- 
ing, as he climbed out over the peak 
halyard, 80 feet in the air, to loosen the 
clubtopsail. 


Columbia outpointed Shanireck 


When Puritan fouled Genesta on the 
inside course in 1887, carrying away the 
challenger’s bowsprit and topmast, al- 
though the race was at his mercy under 
the rules, Lord Sutton refused to claim 
it. To avoid just such a contingency a 
special clause was added to the regular 
rules leaving absolutely no option in the 
matter. This clause was signed by 
Messrs. Lipton and Iselin a few days be- 
fore the date of the first attempt torace. 
The accident shows what a delicate 
machine a racing yacht is newadaysand 
how close to the limit of safety it is 
Huilt. The simple breaking of a stay 
wrecked Shamrock. 

The wire backstay of the topmast, 
which helps to support the slender, sky- 
scraping spars, gave way, and, this sup- 
port removed, her Oregon pine topmast, 
60 feet long and 14 inches in diameter, 
snapped off like a match, just above the 
lower mastcap. This mast was not only 
supporting the pressure of a 15-knot 
breeze against her big kite, but was also 
sustaining the crushing weight of the 
sail itself and the two clubtopsail yards, 
each 40 feet long. 

Later in the afternoon Shamrock was 
towed up to the Erie basin. A new top- 
mast will be sent up and she will be re- 
measured. She will probably be taken 
out for a spin to try her new stick and 
the third race of the series will be sailed 
tomorrow. This race will again be over 
a windward and leeward course, and if 
Columbia wins the series will have been 
completed without giving Shamrock an

The day had promised a glorious con- 
test. A hard, strong 12-knot breeze out 
of the east kicked up the white caps. A 
big excursion fleet ploughed out to wit- 
ness the second duel betweer Shamrock 
and Columbia. Later in the day fhe 
wind drove the cloudsaway. Shamrock 
went out eager for the fray. She cast 
off her tow before she reached the bell 
buoy at the head of the swash channel 
and made the remainder of the way with 
a light shift under her canvas, It 
looked like a blow such as Shamrock is 
reported to have been praying for, and 
her sailors made everything gnug aloft. 
The race was to be over an equilateral 
triangle 10 miles to the leg, which would 
give the challenger a chance at her 
favorite point of sailing, reaching. 

As soon as the committee had sig- 
nalled the course, the first leg a beat to 
Windward, east by south, the excursion 
boats lined up back of the lightship to 
watch the jockeying for position, Never 
probably was there a more exciting start 
in a cup contest, and the Irishman 
carried off the honors. The two yachts 
wheeled and circled about, each striving 
for the advantage. 

Shamrock got Columbia under her lee 
two minutes before the start, and, try as 
the defender would, she could not shake 
off her rival. Both were on the port 
tack to the southward of the lightship. 
Finally, when but 70 seconds remained, 
Columbia wore around beautifully, while 
Shamrock simultaneously tacked in the 
other direction, and thus making two 
divergent circles they came «round on 
the starboard tack, and headed for the 
line. A collision was almost inevitable, 
had they approached each other at an 
acute angle under the lee of the light- 
ship. But Shamrock established an 
overlap, and Columbia had to keep off, 
and almost together they bounded away 
in the smoke of the gun, so «lose that 
a Sailor might have stepped from one 
boat to the other. Shamrock was per- 
haps half a length ahead, and in the 
windward berth. Both had their sheets 
trimmed straight aft, and, as she went 
across, Columbia set her baby jibtopsaiL 
It was broken out and sheeted home in 
eight seconds. 

Columbia was blanketed, but, instead 
of dropping astern, she gathered head- 
way and went through Shamrock’s lee. 
Madly she footed, and in five minutes 
she was clear of her adversary. Five 
minutes later Shamrock went about on 
the port tack, but the Yankee held out 
for a minute, to be sure of the weather 
gauge. As both heeled away on this 
tack it seemed that Columbia would 
repeat her performance of Monday, for 
She footed fast and pointed higher. Fif- 
teen minutes after the start she was 300 
yards wel! ont on Shamrock’s weather 
bow, and forging ahead at every bound. 
Shamrock did not set her handkerchief 
forward, evidently believing from her 
experience Monday that it k) -cked her 
off the wind. Captain Hoya: 
to keep her closer, but he could not hold 
her as high as the Columbia. Co- 
lumbia’s head sail lifted her head out 
of the waves, and made her splash more 
spray as her bow went smashing into the 
long swells. The experts thought this 
made her spill wind out of her sails. 
The excursion boats chased after the big 
flyers, and the wind was freshening, until 
it blew 15 to 1@ knots.

About 20 minutes after the yachts had 
started, some of the sharps, with their 
glasses glued on the two boats, noticed 
that Shamroa:’s topmast appeared to 
Sag a little. Several times she was 
luffed up sharply. Suddenly, at 11:24, 
the big kite and the whole top hamper of 
the green boat tumbled downward, and 
the challenger was a helpless cripple.

Columbia went on, as she was bound 
under the rules to do, but several of the 
steam yachts went over alongside the 
Erin and former Commodore Benedict 
and others expressed sincere regrets 
over the hard luck which had befallen 
the challenger. Sir Thomas philo- 
sophically replied that it was one of the 
fortunes of war. 

A large majority of the vessels of the 
excursion fleet continued over the course 
with the CofJumbia, but the Interest in 
the race was gone. They saluted her 
with their whistles at the outermarksand 
gathered at the finish to give her a 
stentorian welcome. Columbia madea 
fine race of it, holding on to her club- 
topsail throughout, and setting her bal- 
loon jib in the final reach for home. 

Betting on the yacht races practically 
came to a standstill with Columbia's 
hollow victory. Bookmakers declare 
that the odds that the cup will remain 
in the United States should be “more 
than 10 to 1, but there seems to be no 
anxiety to take the short end.

WAR ON EXPANSIONISTS. 
Anti-'mperialists Begin Their Crusade at a 
Slimly Attended Meeting. 

Chicago, Oct. 18.—The oppesition of 
the anti-imperialists to the subjuga- 
tion of the Filipinos took tangible form 
in the meeting of delegates from dif- 
ferent parts of the country to launch a 
national crusade against the policy of 
the administration in the Philippines 

The opening session was not a success 
from the standpoint of attendance. But 
f2w persons were in the hall when Ed- 
ward Atkinsen was asked to preside as 
temporary chairman. 

But the few men who were there were 
@s enthusiastic in thelr cause as they 
could be. Mr. Atkinson was cheered 
when he took the chair, and in a charac- 
teristic anti-imperialist speech he said 
that history would soon repeat itself. 
He referred to the adherents of his cause 
as those being in the minority, but he 
Said that they were in the “dominant 
minority,” and urged aggressive war- 
fare in politics in close districts to ac- 
complish the downfall of the Republican 
candidate for the presidency. He said 
that as the dominant free-soilers, years 
ago, triumphed, so the dominant anti- 
imperialists today could win victory for 
their cause by hard and aggressive work. 
J. Sterling Morton was made permanent 
chairman of the conference and the 
faithful few listened to the long and bit- 
ter speech of Edwin B. Smith. Mr. 
Smith strongly arraigned the policy of 
President McKinley. 

“The real firing line is not in the 
suburbs of Manila,” said Mr. Smith. “It 
is here. The enemy is of our own 
household. He comes to us prating of 
‘loyalty,’ uttering fine phrases about 
benevolent assimilation, priceless prin- 
ciples and hoisted flags. The attempt 
of 1861 was merely to divide the country. 
That of 1899 is to destroy its most cher- 
ished ideals, to make shipwreck of what 
has made it distinctive among the na- 
tions. Whether the ruthless slaughter 
of the natives shall end next month or 
next year is but an incident in a con- 
test that must go on until the Declaration 
of Independence and the Constitution 
of the United States are rescued from the 
mire of militarism.” 

Carl Schurz's speech was a long, ex- 
haustive arraignment of “Imperialism, 
McKinleyism and militarism. In con- 
cluding his speech, Mr. Schurz said: 
“I plead the cause of the American peo- 
ple, and I here declare my profound con- 
viction that if this administration of 
our affairs were submitted for judg- 
ment to a popular vote on a clear issue, 
It would be condemned by an overwhelm- 
ing majority.”

Washington, Oct. 18.—At the national 
conference of Unitarian and other 
Christian churches in the United States, 
Senator Hoar, president of the confer- 
ence, delivered his annual address and 
took occasion to reiterate his views on 
the question of expansion.

Over Half a Million Dollars Expended in {the Nine 
Months of 1899—Auditor’s Report. 


Considerable interest was taken in 
an editorial in Tuesday’s Ledger which 
showed the very small balance of the 
general appropriation for streets, and 
4 request has been made for the pub- 
lication of the City ‘Auditor's state- 
ment in full. 

The report placed before the City 


Council at its meeting this week 
showed that during the nine months of 
1899 there have been expended by the 
city government over halfa million 
dollars—$185, 649.17 on account of 1898 
appropriations, and $401,299.11 on 
account of 1899 appropriations.

NO SERIOUS FIGHTING. 


Censorship Causes a Dearth 
of News From Africa. 


Irish Members of Commons 
Express Their Views. 


Balfour Says England Holds Cards 
and Means to Play Them, 


Queen’s Speech a Simple Request For Money 
to Carry on the Campaign. 


London, Oct. 18.—No further reliable 
news from Mafeking has been recelved. 
A special dispatch from Pretoria says 
the Boers destroyed the Bechuanaland 
railway during Friday night, from Lo- 
batsi to Asvoget Kop. 

The correspondent of The Daily Mail 
at Glencoe telegraphs that General Sy- 
mons says there are only 3000 mounted 
men in the Boer column, immediately 
north of Ladysmith, but that there are 
large numbers of men on foot. The 
horses of the Boers are in wretchedly 
poor condition, and the men look worn 
out. The Boers are robbing all natives 
traversing the Transvaal. 

Dr. Leyds, the plenipotentiary of the 
South African republic to European 
governments, is said to be going to Ber- 
lin shortly to confer with political per- 
sonages. 

Advices from Durban announce that 
the consul of The Netherlands there has 
issued a warning to all subjects of The 
Netherlands to remain neutral. 

The Hopetown bridge, over the Orange 
river, which Cape Town advices yester- 
day said had been blown up by the Brit- 
ish, is not the railway bridge, as before 
reported, but a bridge over two miles 
west of the railway, over which the old 
coaching road passes. 


Belated dispatches from the scene of 
action in South Africa throw little fresh 
light upon the situation. The Boers ap- 
pear to be strengthening their position 
in Natal and biding their own time for 
attack. The Orange Free State burghers 
are apparent)y threatening to invade 
Cape-Solony, by way of Norvals Point 
and Aliwal North, both of which are at 
their mercy if they possess artillery. So 
far as is known the only British force 
Stationed at Aliwal North is a detach- 
ment of tke Royal Berkshire regiment. 

News from the western border prob- 
ably reduces the alleged heavy fighting 
at Mafeking to ordinary proportions. 
Apparently the earlier sensational sto- 
ries Originated in the skirmishes between 
the armored train and a small detach- 
ment of the Boers, although since then 
much may have happened to the little 
garrison, 

It is difficult to understand how 
refugees arriving at Lorenzo Marquez 
should have come into possession of news 
of serious Boer losses at Mafeking. At 
the same time it must be remembered 
that much news from the Transvaal is 
likely to come by way of Delagoa Bay, 
as most other channels are strictly cen- 
sored. 

It is persistently reported from widely 
different sources that a large force of 
Boers resolutely attacked Mafeking on 
Friday, and, after several hours’ fight- 
ing, were repulsed with heavy loss. 


The British parliament yesterday con- 
vened in special session to consider the 
situation in Seuth Africa. The speech 
from the throne was in effect a simple 
request for money to carry on the cam- 
paign against the Boers. Her majesty 
said: 

“My Lords and Gentlemen—Within a 
very brief period after the recent proro- 
gation I am compelled by events deeply 
affecting the interests of my empire, to 
recur to your advice and aid. 

“The state of affairs in South Africa 
has made it expedient that my govern- 
ment should be enabled to strengthen 
the military forces of this country by 
calling out the reserve. For this purpose 
the provisior.s of the law render it nec- 
essafy that parliament should be called 
together. 

“Except for the difficulties that have 
been caused by the action of the South 
African republic the condition of the 
world continues to be peaceful. 

“Gentlemen of the house of commons, 
measures will be laid before you for the 
purpose of providing the expenditure 
which has been or may be caused by 
events in South Africa. Estimates for 
the ensuing year may be submitted to 
you in due course. 

“My Lords and Gentlemen—There are 
many subjects of domestic interest to 
which your attention will be invited at 
a later period when the ordinary sea- 
son for the labors of a parliamentary 
session has been reached. For the pres- 
ent I have invited your attendance in 
order to ask you to deal with an ex- 
ceptional emergency, and I pray that in 
performing the duties which claim your 
attention you may have the guidance 
and blessing of Almighty God.” 


Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, Lib- 
eral leader in the house of commons, 
Said parliament had been summoned to 
give its approval to the early steps of 
war. Never had the house met in cir- 
cumstances more serious or amid con- 
ditions engaging to a greater degree the 
profound interest of the British people. 

The demands made by the government 
of the South African republic w ere such 
as to make it impossible for the govern- 
ment of any self-respecting country ever 
to take them into consideration. 

“Actual hostilities have commenced,” 
said Sir Henry, “and an active aggres- 
fion has been committed Which it is the 
plain duty of our ministers, of ‘ 
and of the people to resist.

Mr. Balfour, who was received with 
loud cheering, expressed satistaction at 
the declaration of Sir Henry, with much 
of which, he said, he was himself in 
hearty agreement. Mr. Balfour com- 
plained that while Sir Henry insinuated 
that the war was due to errors of the 
government, he did not specify these er- 
rors. The government would like to have 
charges brought forward so they could 
refute them. “Bluff,” said the govern- 
ment leader, ““means a person acting as 
though he held cards he does not possess, 
but this country holds the cards and 
means to play them. 

“Sir Henry disapproved of sending 
troops to South Africa as an irritating 
menace to the Boers. But where would 
we be now but for those troops? Notto 
have sent troops would have been to be- 
tray the country.” 

Mr. Balfour said further that he felt 
entitled to say: “If war must come it 
has seldom been entered into by Great 
Britain upon an issue which was more 
clearly an issue of righteousness and lib- 
erty, and we must have undoubted proof 
that our self-governing colonies beyond 
the seas are with us heart and soul.” 

John D‘ilon, Nationalist, moved an 
amendment to the address as follows: 

“We humbly represent to her majesty 
that the state of war now existing be- 
tween Great Britain and the South Afri- 
can republic has been caused by the as- 
sertion of claims which interfere with 
the internal government of the republic, 
in direct violation of the terms of the 
convention of 1884, and by massing large 
bodies of British troops on the frontier 
of the republic 

“We humbly submit that before more 
bloodshed takes place a proposal be made 
in the spirit of the recent conference at 
The Hague with a view of finding in in- 
dependent arbitration a settlement of the 
differences between the two governments 
and in order that an ignominious war be 
thus avoided between the overwhelming 
forces of her majesty’s empire and those 
of two small nations, numbering alto- 
gether less than 200,000 souls.” 

Mr. Dillon claimed that his amendment 
wouldj appeal to an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the civilized world outside gf 
England. He was proud, he said, that 
Ireland was 4gajNSt this “unjust and 
cowardly-War.” It was not a war, he 
continued, for the freedom of outlanders, 
but a war against the yoke of Cecil 
Rhodes being put upon these poor people. 
Mr. Dillon asserted that the government 
was breaking the convention because 
gold had been discovered in the Trans- 
vaal. 

Henry Labouchere, Liberai, seconded 
the amendment, declaring the war the 
absolute act of Mr. Chamberlain. “If 


there had been no Ivttudes or if Lord 
Salisbury had been in the colonial 
office,” said Mr. Labouchere, “there 


would have been no war. There is too 
mu.n of the stock exchange about the 
whole business.” 

Michael Davitt vigorously supported 
the amendment, declaring that outside 
of jingo circles and stock jobbing rings 
the whole British empire cried shame. 
The result of a war between a giant and 
a dwarf would bring neither honor nor 
prestige to British arms. 

After some sharp passages between 
Colonel Sanderson, Conservative, and the 
Irish members, a division was taken on 
M;. Di'lon’s anm-ndment. The amend- 
Ment was rejected by a vote of 322 to 54. 

The minority consisted mainly of Irish 
members and a few radicals, including 
Labouchere, Stanhope, Pickersgill and 
others. The majority included the oc- 
cupants of the front opposition bench 
and the bulk of the Liberals.

President Patten of Princeton wel- 
comed Dr. Faunce among the college 


presidents, and talked of the moral in- 
fluence of the institution of learning. 
President Harper’s speech was of the 
future of education, and. then followed 
the jnaugural address of Dr, Faunce. 
He spoke of the duties of men associated 
in the university life of today. Hes a 
in part: 

“The American university should be 
thoroughly American. While we study 
all foreign ideals, we cannot import any 
one of them. Each nation has its own 
‘psychological climate,’ and in that cli- 
mate its best fruits are ripened. Edu- 
cation should detach us from prejudice 
and provincialism, but not from our 
ancestral heritage. The ‘man without 
a country’ is not an educated man. 

“But the university must be catholic 
in its attitude toward ail realms of 
knowledge. Never again can it limit 
its vision to the old narrow rigid cur- 
riculum, which was supposed to em- 
body a finality of wisdom. It must now 
acknowledge all honest intellectual en- 
deavors, both in requirements for ad- 
mission and for graduation. Not fora 
moment do we dream of surrendering the 
classics. But Greek, which less than 
four centuries ago had to fight its w ay 
into modern universities, should be the 
first to recognize that there are other 
shrines in the temple of truth, and Latin 
should perceive that the languages 
which owe to their richest’ resources 
can never disown their mother. 

“The classics, when left to stand on 
their own merits, will vindicate ¢heir 
perpetual prerogatives in university 
training. But a school of liberal cul- 
ture must surely believe that all sincere 
study deserves recognition, and that any 
real pursuit of truth, whether it be the 
search of a lost fragment of Sappho or 
the meaning of a Babylonian cylinder, or 
the path of & fying projectile or the orbit 
of a distant star, may minister to the 
education of the truth-seeker and the 
permanent enrichment of the world. 

“This breadth of horizon will lead the 
university of the future to make ample 
provision for the instruction of women. 
A century from now it will seem 


in- 
credible 


that the great university li- 
braries and laboratories and musems of 
the world were once closed to one-half of 
humanity. But, whatever may be true 
of the west, New England is not ready 
for complete coeducation, and perhaps 
never will be. When the collegiate life 
of woman is left free to organize itself, 
free from forced exclusions of the pres- 
ent, it will create its own ideal. In this 
realm imitation is fatal. Such is the 
freedom we are Seeking for the w oman’s 
college in Brown university. : 

“We need not apologize for our fathers 
when they founded their colle 
in religious faith. The college exists 
not for the agerandizement of any 
church, but as the contribution of that 
church, with many other churches to the 
higher life of te world. It is Cristian, 
not as demanding Subscription to any 
formula, not as wearing a placard on 
Official occasions, but as insisting that 
the Christian view of life is the highest 
view, and the Christian spirit essential 
to the perfection of human personality 
To make the human wil! intelligently 
and unswervingly righteous is the g0al 
of all human education.”

Natai men were too wary to be 
and retired firing. The enemy, 
as usual, hid themselves behind hills and 
rocks and in gullies, but were unable to 
advance. They used cannon against 
the British riflemen, who, nevertheless, 
maintained a stout resistance. The fir- 
The country about Ac- 
ton Homes being more open, the British 
mounted volunteers there are retiring 
upon Dewdrop. Two thousand Boers 
were engaged at Acton Homes, and 
rather fewer at Bester’s Station. Itis 
reported that the enemy there is hemmed 
in and suffering severely. 

The Daily Telegraph, commenting up- 
on the foregoing dispatch, says: It is 
difficult to understand the references to 
Glencoe and Bester’s Station, except 
upon the theory that Commandant Gen- 
eral Joubert is dividing his forces. 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Times, under date of Tuesday, says: 
All is well at Kimberly, though com- 
munication is almost entirely cut. There 
is no means of learning anything that 
happens north of the Orange river, un- 
less, perhaps, by way of Rhodesia and 
Beira.

A considerable engagement is antici- 
pated in the vicinity of Ladysmith to- 
day. The combined advance of Boer 
and Free State troops in this direction 
has been executed with not inconsider- 
able skill, and shows a clear apprecia- 
tion of the British position. General 
White has 12,000 men and 46 guns avail- 
able, besides a considerable of volunteers 
to hold Ladysmith, and no anxiety is felt 
on his account, for the Natal country 
where the engagement is expected is 
fairly open, and, although the work of 
moving them will be difficult, the guns 
are likely to do good work. 

The country is not favorable for Boer 
tactics, and it will be very difficult for 
them to avoid the exposure of flanks 
to attack by a vigorous and mobile 
enemy already occupying useful posi- 
tions, that is, supposing they really mean 
to fight and not merely to attempt to 
draw General White further out, witha 
view of surrounding him. 

Jeneral White has a large body of ex- 
cellent cavalry, which will be put to 
good use. 

Tt is stated that the enemy’s Scouts are 
almost in touch with the outposts at 

Yencoe. The Boers are working around 
both sides with the idea of getting south 
of Ladysmith and attacking in force, 
with the co-operation of Commandant 
General Joubert. 

At Glencoe, the British patrol covered 
a wide area in order to prevent outflank- 
ing and were subjected to a hot fire in 
persistent skirmishing, 

No confirmation has been received of 
the report of serious Boer losses at 
Mafeking, but stories arriving from 
various points are so persistent and cir- 
cumstantial that it appears probable the 
burghers have met with some measure 
of reverse. Accounts of the action at 
Mafeking are now beginning to arrive 
from Pretoria. Therefore, if the Boers 
had any euccess, it is bound soon to be 
known, As foreshadowed yesterday, 
they have succeeded in cutting off the 
water supply at Mafeking, but it is said 
that there are sufficient wells in the town 
to supply the inhabitants. 

A new and serious element in the mill- 
tary situation is the rising of the war- 
like tribe of Basutos, under Chief 
Moheko, against the Orange Free State. 
The British must keep the Basutuos 
quiet. The paramount chief, Lerothodi, 
has thus far behaved well. Reports are 
current, however, that the other chiefs 
may follow the example of Moheko. 
Moreover, the unrest among the tribes- 
men is spreading into Zululand, 


Advices from Fretéria, summarizing 
the reports to the Transv gal government 
from General Cronje, in command at the 
chief laager, on the west side, announce 
that the Marico and Rustenburg com- 
manders, with field telegraph, occupied 
Burmann’s drift, near the outskirts of 
Mafeking, on Monday, and took posses- 
sion of a fountain in the neighborhood, 
thus cutting off the water supply of the 
town. The Boer artillery then began 
shelling, but the British did not reply. 


The havoc the Boers are making with 
the railway and telegraph lines will seri- 
ously impede the movements of General 
Buller’s army corps. There are conflict- 
ing reporas as (o whetlier the Boers have 
or have not occupieé Helpmakaar, Ac- 
cording to the best accounts the rumor 
that they haye done so is untrue; but if 
the Boers have succeeded in this 
maneuver they are completely around 
the right of General White's posi tion and 
Will be able either to attack him at an 
advantage or move down into Natal be- 
hind him. The Daily News points this 
Out and seems to think that if the Boers 
loop their way through Zulu tervitory or 

3asutoland the natives ought to be per- 
mitted to exact respect for their own 
territory. 

The Morning Post criticizes England's 
apparent weakness for defensive actions 
with inadequate forces, and says that if 
Colonel Baden-Powell holds tis own it 
will be because his assailants are be- 
neath contempt. 

The Times editorially complains of the 
lax observance of neutrality on the part 
of some of the states in, permitting the 
Systematic recruiting and enlistment of 
men openly and ostentatiously for service 
against England in South Africa. Re- 
garding shipments of contraband for the 
Boers, The Times says, the shippers 
must not complain if the goods are seized 
by British cruisers, and notes that these 
consignments appear to mostly 
from Hamburg. It says: 

Perhaps though this is doubtful some 
shipments may have been in American 
Ports. If this is so, American-jawyers 
will be aware that they have only to read 
Lorenzo Marquez is situated near the 
Transvaal frontier for “Matamaros is 
situated near the borders of fhe con- 
federate states” to bring such consign- 
ments within the precise terms of some 
of the best known decisions of their su- 
preme courts, With respect to the real 
destination of contraband articles this 
country only asks that the rules and 
usages of international law, should be 
impartially applied, 

A dispatch from Aliwal North says: 
The town is now deserted and the rail- 
way has beencut. The Dutch farmers 
are quitting theirfarms. Several prom- 
inent British residents have been warned 
to leave, as there is danger in re- 
maining, but this does not alarm the 
loyalists, who calmly await events, The 
Boers dre now close to the town. A 
force of police guards the frontier bridge. 

The Cape Town corresponden@9f The 
Daily Mail says: The authorities at 
Johannesburg have announced that they 
will make a house to house search on 
Monday and will compel every Britisn 
Subject to leave the town. The im- 
perial authorities have impounded 150,- 
000 sovereigns which arrived by steamer 
today for the Transvaal. The money 
will be kept here until the war is ended.

Joseph Scott yes- 
terday notified Postmaster Clancy that 
the pouch had been stolen by Alfred H. 
Wills of this town, and the latter was 
placed under arrest, while Scot: and his 
sister, Julia Scott, were also held. Wilis 
made a confession and went with an offi- 
cer into the woods where the bag had 
been concealed. The bag had been cut 
open and all the letters torn open and 
rifled of their valuable contents. Scott 
was only discharged from state prison 
two weeks ago, having been there for the 
theft of a boat, in which his sisterind 
Wills took part, the two latter turning 
state’s evidence. 


No Cause For Complaint. 

London, Oct. 19.—The London papers 
illustrate the sportsmanlike view taken 
by all sections of the English press of 
Columbia's victory Tuesday.

Half an hour before sunset yesterday 
Shamrock lay inside Sandy Hook gently 
tugging at her mooring buoy. An eighth 
of a mile away Columbia idly rocked on 
the ripple within the Horseshoe. On 
board Shamrock there was activity. 
Her crew were completing the adjust- 
ment of shrouds and stays to secure the 
hew topmast that had been sent up at 
noon to replace 
Tuesday, 

On board Columbia there was no ac- 
tivity; all were at ease. Conditions 
aboard the American craft indicated 
calm anticipation and serene confidence. 
The 
British yacht well marked the natural 
anxiety there as to the performanceofthe 
untried spar and the entire craft in to- 
day's weather. 

Early in the day it had been the pur- 
pose of the visitors to go outside with 
the Shamrock and test her new equip- 
ment, but, though she came down the 
harbor from her remeasurement early 
in the forenoon, the shortening daylight 
afforded too little time, after all had 
been snugged. 

Yacht Erin, with Mr, Lipton on board, 
Steamed down to her moorings within 
the Hook. Standing on the bridge, Sir 
Thomas observed the last detail of 
Shamrock’s preparations, and his hope 
for a spin out gave way to a conviction 
of its impossibility. 

“Do you know,” Sir Thomas remarked, 
“there have come to me many evidences 
of good will. Here, for instance,”’ se- 
lecting one from several telegrams, “is 
some friend, who says: ‘Don't be dis- 
heartened, Shamrock may lose, but Sir 
Thomas wins the respect and good will 
of millions of Americans.’ And Ican 
say now, through the Associated Press, 
to my own people and to the American 
than no man ever met more 
cordia! greetings than I have here. No 
man ever found more generous hearts, 
more willing hands, or more honest men 
than I have since I came to America.” 

“And if Shamrock should lose now, 
how long before her owner may appear 
here with another boat. to lay siege 
to the trophy?” was asked. 

“Ah, that brings me back,” sald Sir 
Thomas, “to the greatest difficulty I 
have confronted here. I must be sure 
of a designer. I cannot design a boat, 
and I must be certain on that point be- 
fore I can talk of another attempt, should 
Shamrock lose now. Yov see, I am se- 
riously embarrassed because of Mr. 
Fife’s illness. I have not seen my de- 
signer in over three weeks. We tookin 
over three tons of ballast today. We 
suffer because Mr. Fife is unable to be 
about and direct these matters that none 
of the others of our party here are skilled 
n. Is she on her true water line—the 
line she was designed to sail on? We 
arenotsure. Her designer would know, 
but he has not seen his boat since she 
was first measured. He is unable to 
leave his room. We don't know wheth- 
er Shamrock has ever, in these waters, 
sailed on her true water line. She cer- 
tainly is not now sailing on the same 
water line as when she sailed in the 
Solent. The ballast put in Shamrock 
today was put in on Mr. Fife’s advice. 
lias it been so placed as to serve the 
exact purpose intended? We do not 
know to a certainty. He is sick, and 
we have done the best we know how to 
do. It is a most serious handicap for 
us to be deprived of his personal direc- 
tion and advice.” 

Chevalier Martino, who is a resident 
guest on Erin, declared his conviction 
that Shamrock’s powers had not yet 
been developed. He expressed the view 
that Shamrock should have been tried 
out beside some other swift yacht. He 
even declared that could it have been ac- 
complished, the American yacht, De- 
fender, should have been secured, to 
try out Shamrock. On this point Chev- 
alier Martino agrees with many Amer!l- 
can yachtsmen, who have felt that 
Shamrock had scant preliminary work, 
and that more rigorous tuning up might 
have developed Shamrock’s strength 
and so corrected her shortcomings as to 
have insured a better showing, if not 
her success.

The Quincy_& Boston street railway 
has asked fora double track location 
through our city, practically from the 
Boston line to the Braintree line. 
There are those who at the outset 
would give the company leave to with- 
draw, on the plea that Hancock street 
from City Square to School street, and 
also School and Franklin streets are 
too narrow. But would it not be well 
for the Council to negotiate with the 
company and see what it is willing to 
do toward the cost of widening where 
necessary. 

No location for double tracks from 
City Square to Independence avenue 
shouldbe granted unless the streets are 
to be widened, and the company prob- 
ably anticipate this and that they will 

be assessed. The streets would be 
Qienty wide "ehough for all teaming and 
carriage driving, so that the widenings 
are almost wholly for the benefit of the 
street railway. This being the case 
the city should make it one of the 
conditions that the company shall pay 
the greater part of the cost, the land 
damages at least. The second track 
will be regarded as an ‘‘original loca- 
tion’’ which by the new law gives the 
city the right to impose such condi- 
tions as it deems necessary. The city 
is not ina financial condition to ex- 
pend large sums to widen streets for 
the benefit of street railways.

Leger MORE ASSESSMENTS 


Contracts Awarded for Metro- 
politan High Level Sewer. 


The Metropolitan Sewerage Commis- 
sion has awarded three of its contracts 
for building sections of the new high 
level sewer from the Charles and Ne- 
ponset River valleys to_the sea, to Beck- 
with & Quackenbush. For building 
section 65 the firm will receive $38,610; 
for section 63, $68,843, and for section 
69, $86,125. The contract for section 
66 which is the tunnel section, has 
been awarded to E. W. & J. J. 
Everson, for $215, 600, 

This system is for the drainage of 
part of Boston, the cities of Newton 
and Waltham, and the towns of Water- 
town and Brookline; the present 
Neponset valley Metropolitan sewerage 
district, comprising a part of Boston 
and the towns of Dedham, Hyde Park 
and Milton; also Quincy and such 
portion of Dorchester, Roxbury and 
West Roxbury as are not incladed in 
the present Metropolitan sewerage 
areas. 

Outlets at Squantum, Nut island and 
Peddocks island are proposed but have 
not been determined, Section one of 
the act of 1899 providing that no part 
of said proposed outlet, or sewerage 
system, between Hyde Park and the 
outlet shall be constructed before the 
year 1900, and until plans of said out- 
let shall be further considered by said 
board, and adopted and approved by 
the State Board of Health. 

Another year, however, the cost and 
maintenance will be apportioned ac- 
cording to Section 16, which reads :— 

Section 16. ‘The supreme judicial 
court sitting in equity shall, on the 
application of said board after notice 
to each of the cities and towns herein 
before named, appoint three commis- 
sioners, who shall not be residents of 
any of the cities or towns mentioned 
in this act, who shall, after due notice 

and hearing and in such manner as 
shall deem just and equitable, 
which 
herein- 


they 
determine the proportion in 
each of the cities and towns 
before named shall annually pay money 
into the treasury of the Commonwealth 
for the term of five years next after the 
year of the first issue of said scrip or 
certificates, to meet the interest and 
sinking fund requirements for each of 
said years, as estimated by said 
treasurer,and to meet the cost of main- 
tenance and operation of said system 
for each of said years,as estimated and 
by the said board and certified to said 
treasurer, and any deficiency in the 
amount previously paid in, as found 
by said treasurer,and shall return their 
award into said court; and when said 
award shall be accepted by said court 
the same shall be a final and conclusive 
adjudication of all matters herein 
referred to said commissioners, and 
shall be binding on all parties. 


Dorchester Heights Monument. 


In accordance with a resolution 
approved June 14, 1898, that there be 
allowed and paid out of the treasury of 
the Commonwealth a sam not exceed- 
ing twenty-five thousand dollars, to be 
expended under the direction of the 
Governor and Council, for the erection 
of a monument on Dorchester Heights, 
in the city of Boston to commemorate 


the construction on said heights by 
General George Washington and his 


little army of a redoubt, which caused 
the British troops under the command 
of General Howe to evacuate Boston, 
bids were received at the Council 
chamber until Tuesday noon. Five 
bids were received: W. H. and H. A. 
Root bid $59,814; W. B. Cass $33,495 ; 
Woodbury & Leighton $40,800; T. J. 
Lyms $57,716; Norcross Brothers $37,- 
121.

The First Layman Ever Chosen to 
Preside Over Yale University. 


Superb and Unique Demon- 
stration In His Honor. 


Three Thousand Sons of Eli Celebrate the New 
Era Just Dawned at Yale. 


New Haven, Oct. 19.—With all the 
pomp and ceremony to be expected inan 
affair of its kind, Arthur Twining Had- 
ley, LL. D., was on Wedne sday inaugur- 
ated the 13th president of Yaleuniversity, 
succeeding the venerable Timothy 
Dwight. The impressive ceremony took 
place at 3 o'clock in Battel chapel, the 
college church, in the presence of hun- 
dreds of distinguished meni and women 
prominent in higher educational affairs 
in all sections of the country and repre- 
sentatives of the federal, state and city 
governments, 

The iruction of Dr. Hadley possessed 
a peculiar charm for Yale men, in that 
it meant the installation into the high 
office of the son of the late Professor 
James Hadley, one of Yale’s most bril- 
liant scholars, and also gave to Yale an 
official head chosen froh her own ranks 
of younger graduates, 


ARTHUR TWINING HADLEY. 


Not less radical than the change in 
the general policy of the university in 
departing from the traditions of many 
generations and choosing a lay president 
were the innovations introduced into the 
inauguration ceremonies by the admin- 
istration of which President Hadley is 
at the head. President Hadley really 
took his seat as Yale's chief executive 
on commencement day last June, He 
has since directed the affairs of the in- 
stitution, and has laid, in general, the 
plans for his own inauguration. At 
his wish, the Latin oration, pronounced 
at every previous inauguration, was 
omitted, not a conventional classic 
phrase was uttered, but a grand chorus 
of 100 voices of Yale undergraduates, ac- 
companied by a symphony orchestra 
ef 50 pieces, was introduced into the in- 
auguration program. Simplicity marked 
the exercises from the beginning to the 
close. The march to the chapel, the 
chorus, the simple words cf Rev. Jo- 
eeph H. Twichell administering the in- 
auguration oath, the congratulatory ad- 
dress of welcome by Professor Fisher, 
dean of the divinity school, the prayer 
and benediction by Dr. Timothy Dwight, 
the retiring president, and the reception 
of the new president in the art school 
filled out a program which was even 
more simple than those recorded of the 
inaugurations during the days of the 
historic so-called democratic Yale. 


Three thousand Yale undergraduates 
and recent graduates united last night 
in the demonstration in honor of the in- 
auguration of President Hadley. The 
demonstration was superb and abso- 
lutely unique in its features, 

The hit of the procession was the train 
of cars of the “Hadley Transportation 
company,” the tableau being a surprise 
all along the line of march, it having been 
kept an absolute secret. It consisted ot 
a locomotive and three cars, each of the 
latter 16 feet long and 7 feet high, lighted 
from within with lanterns. The loco- 
motive moved on wheels and was fitted 
with a boiler, which emitted steam at 
every stop, and continuously rang a 
clangorous bell as a warning of its ap- 
proach. 

The baggage car contained an excel- 
lent likeness of Senator Depew in the act 
of throwing out a trunk marked with the 
initials of President Hadley, “A. T. H., 
Yale.” 

The baggage car and each of the two 
passenger coaches were carried by two 
of the college “sweeps."” The whole 
train formed a tableau 90 feet long. The 
locomotive burned cotton waste and was 
equipped with a headlight and was 
otherwise equipped like a genuine loco- 
motive. The windows of the passenger 
coaches contained excellent portraits of 
prominent professors and graduates 
With the carg were 20 seniors carrying 
regulation railroad lanterns and dressed 
in the garb of brakemen. Considering 
the fact that much of President Had- 
ley’s reputation as an economist is based 
on his work on railroad transportation, 
the railroad tableau was espex lally ap- 
propriate. 

What pleased the visitors most and 
also the graduates of long standing was 
the transparency carried by the divinity 
School students. It was a representation 
of the old Saybrook meeting house, y here 
the 11 ministers met who founded Yale 
college nearly 200 years ago The 
structure Was a faithful representation 
Illuminated from the inte rior it pre. 
sented an interesting contrast with tne 
magnificent buildings along which it 
Was carried to the middle of the pro- 
cession line.

The campus was brilliantly illumin- 
ated, each room in the quadrangle being 
lighted up. Hundreds of Chinese lan- 
terns hung in festoons and fancy designs 
around the campus and in the archways 
of the several halls, Great quantities of 
red fire made the dull and heavy sky a 
deep red. : ; 

Every man in the procession carried a 
fiaming torch. Each man also was 
garbed in the academic gowns and mor- 
tar boards of customary cut. They 
were, however, of distinguishing hues. 
Each class of the academic department 
was differently attired, the seniors ina 
light green, the juniors ina blue, the 
sophomores in red and the freshmen in 
deep green. The several classes of the 
scientific department wore the same 
colors as the corresponding classes of the 
academic department, though slightly 
different in shade. , 

Transparencies in plenty were carried 
at the distance of every few feet, most 
of them containing simply a joking al- 
lusion to some bit of college history or 
some student “stunt.” 

The procession was reviewed at the 
city hall by the mayor and the court of 
common council, From-city hall the 
procession wended its way to the home 
of former Professor Brush, until last 
year director of the scientific depart- 
ment of the university. 

President Hadley’s home near by was 
the next objective point, and here a 
longer stop was made. President Had- 
ley’s appearance was the signal for a 
mighty acclaim. President Hadley 
made one of his characteristic speeches 
The good feeling existing at Yale toward 
Harvard was shown when President 
Eliot of Harvard was recognized near 
where President Hadley stood. The Yale 
men cheered him vociferously also. On 
the return to the college campus, Lieu- 
tenant Governor Woodruff of New York 
Was recognized on the steps of Judge 
Townsend’s home and he was given an 
enthusiastic greeting. On Hillhouse 
avenue a large quantity of “Deweys” 
and other pyrotechnics had been stored, 
and when the procession approached the 
fireworks were kindled. The pictureeque 
effect was wonderfully beautiful, and 
the thousands gathered at this point 
went wild with enthusiasm. -resident 
Hazard of Wellesley was cheered at the 
home of Judge Lynde Harrison. 

The celebration terminated with a huge 
bonfire near the campus on the old 
gymnasium lot. 

NO FROMILE OF INDEPENDENCE 
In Correspondence Between Consul Wildman 

and Leader of the Insurgents. 

Manila, Oct. 19.—The consuls in Ma- 
nila have received from Tarlac, where it 
is believed that Aguinaldo remains, a 
book containing the correspondence be- 
tween him and the American com- 
manders and consuls, in which, as he 
contended in his recent appeal for rec- 
ognition, the Filipinos find the basis for 
their assertion that the American gov- 
ernment recognized their sovereignty and 
promised them independence. 

The book is addressed to the members 
of the United States congress, and con- 
tains a long argument by Senor Buen- 
camino, of the so-called cabinet of Ag- 
uinaldo, and alleged letters written by 
Mr. Wildman, United States consul at 
Hong Kong, to Aguinaldo in June and 
July of last year. It has made a sen- 
sation among Spaniards here. 

Replying to Aguinaldo’s request that 
the Americans would arrange for the 
shipment of the Spanish prisoners to 
Hong Kong, relieving the Filipinos of 
the expense of maintaining them, Mr. 
Wildman wrote: “Never mind feeding 
them. A meal a day of rice and water 
will be a good diet. They have been 
living too high during the last few years. 
As the Spaniards want more bloodshed 
in the Philippines, I trust you will let 
them have a taste of real war. Do not 
be so tender with them. Handle them 
as they would treat you,” 

Mr. Wildman’'s letter deals largely 
with the shipment of arms. The whole 
correspondence, however, contains no 
promise of independence. 

Senor Buencamino lays stress upon 
letters from Ad14ral Dewey and General 
Anderson, requesting passes for Amer- 
ican officers and others to visit Filipino 
territory, and upon a letter from Gen- 
eral Anderson, asking “you and your 
people to co-operate with us in military 
operations against the Spaniards. 


Mrs. Lindsay’s Wonderful Ride. 

New York, Oct. 19.—Mrs. Jane Ling- 
say of Brooklyn, who set out last Satur- 
day morning to ride eight centuries on a 
bicycle, has completed her task. Beside 
performing 2 feat which no other woman 
had performed before, Mrs, Lindsay 
broke the woman's record for seven con- 
tinuous centuries, which was held by 
Miss Yatman. Mrs, Lindsay's time for 
her eighth century wasa little more than 
11 hours and 18 minutes. Throughout 
the eighth century Mrs. Lindsay rode 
with remarkable strength, and seemed 
to be in full possession of her faculties, 
in spite of the fact that a’cold Plunge had 
been necessary to awaken her when the 
time for the start came.

Columbia Was Far Ahead When 
Race Was Declared Off. 


‘ 


Shamrock Kept In the Rear 
From the Very Start.’ 


Challenger Appears to Have Been 
Badly Handled by Her Men, 


Possibility That Two More Races Will Be 
Sailed Even If Columbia Wins. 


New York, Oct. 20.—Clear weather and 
a fine breeze from the northwest greeted 
the skippers and crews of Columbia and 
Shamrock at sunrise Thursday, and the 
occasional puffs that made little white- 
caps on Sandy Hook bay gave promise 
of plenty of wind for the third, and what 
many thought would be the final race, of 
the international series. The maneuver- 
ing before the start was remarkably in- 
teresting. Excursion boats and yachts 
gave the racing craft plenty of room, and 
Barr and Hogarth had their little game 
all to themselves. 

Had the wind heldthe series for the 
America’s cup would have ended in three 
Straight heats for the defender and the 
Irish mug-hunter would have sailed 
home without the trophy, beaten as de- 
cisively as ayy past candidate for cup 
honors. Only the failure of the wind 
saved her from experiencing a defeat 
more stinging than she suffered on Mon- 
day, when, over a windward and lee- 
ward course, 30 miles, she lost the race 
by 10 minutes and 8 seconds. 

Yesterday she was beaten on the run 
to the outer mark 5 minutes and 51 sec- 
onds, elapsed time, and on the leg home, 
which should have been a beat, but 
which, owing to a shift of the wind, was 
a broad reach, the white flyer easily 
sailed away froni her. When the race 
was declared off, about 10 minutes before 
the expiration of the time limit, Colum- 
bia was leading by about three miles. 
She was then four miles from the finish. 
Had the race ended the challenger would 
have been beaten by at least 20 minutes. 

Sir Thomas’ boat was very badly 
handled in spite of the aggregation of 
talent aboard of her. The two English 
captains and the captain of Emperor 
William’s yacht Meteor failed to get her 
over the line before the handicup gun 
was fired, and she went in the race 
penalized by two seconds on that ac- 
count. The additional ballast which was 
put into her also seems to have been a 
blunder on! the part of her managers, as 
it increased the size of the body to be 
forced through the water, and in the 
light air that prevailed retarded instead 
of increased her speed. 

What Shamrock might be able to do 
in rough weather and a reefing wind is 
still problematical, but after the drub- 
bing she has received the experts are al- 
most unanimous in the belief that Co- 
lumbia can take her measure in light 
airs or a gale of wind. The crew of 
Shamrock are now convinced that we 
have the better boat. Before the race 
on Monday they had the most supreme 
confidence in their ability to win with 
Shamrock. 

The yachts will race again today, and 
even if Columbia wins there is a possi- 
bility that two more races will be sailed. 
A suggestion to this effect has been made 
and Sir Thomas appears anxious that it 
should be carried out. He has been 
greatly disappointed in the showing his 
boat has made, but believes she night 
do better over a triangular course ina 
heavier wind, and has said that he would 
be pleased to sail two more races, 


Yesterday was a radiant day for those 
afloat. Though a veil of light haze hung 
over the horizon, not a cloud flecked the 
sky. A 10-knot land breeze blew out 
of the northwest. A big holiday crowd 
went out to witness what all supposed 
would be the last race of the cup series, 
The bay Was alive with sails. Fifty or 
more sailing ships of every style of rig, 
which had been weather-bound for two 
weeks, were speeding seaward, 

The course was laid 15 miles before the 
wind, southeast by south, straight out 
to sea. After some pretty maneuver- 
ing behind the line, Captain Barr bested 
the talent aboard the challenger, send- 
ing Columbia flying across the line 27 
seconds ahead of his adversary. 

The handicap gun boomed two seconds 
before Shamrock crossed, and she sailed 
away with that penalty in addition to 
the 16 seconds she now allows Columbia. 
The race to the outer mark was not ex- 
citing. Both yachts crossed with bulg- 
ing balloons, mainsails and their largest 
clubtopsails drawing. But as the wind 
had pulled a little to southward after the 
course had been set, instead of keeping 
away for the mark, they made almost a 
triangular race of it. Without setting 
their spinnakers they luffed sharply to 
starboard, each striving for the weather 
gauge. 

Columbia showed her rival a fleet pair 
of heels, gaining gradually from the 
start. For almost an hour the luffing 


match continued, carrying the big single- 


stickers four miles off their course, 
Shamrock having been badly beaten in 
her attempt to get to windward, both 
squared away for the mark, breaking out 
their big spinnakers to the following 


orn re Se 


Wind. After watcning tne yaents run 
before the wind for an hour, during 
which the breeze gradually died down to 
about five knots or less, the excursion 
fleet went ahead and gathered about the 
float to witness the turn. By the time 
they had lined up the big yachts could 
hardly be discerned through the haze. 
The wind kept failing and there was a 
long wait. 

The balloons of the big sloops bellied in 
and out, shivered, collapsed, and the race 
degenerated into a drifting match as 
they approached the mark. The chal- 
lenger Was directly astern of Columbia, 
trying to blanket the Yankee. But Co- 
lumbia somehow managed to get wind 
enough to keep her slipping through the 
water, and in vain the Britisher strained 
to overtake her. 

The yachts were half an hour covering 
the last half mile. Slowly Columbia 
wore around the mark and filled away. 
Passing Shamrock, still outward bound, 
close aboard on her weather, she robbed 
her of the light breeze and left her ut- 
terly becalmed fora full minute. A brass 
throated chérus had greeted Columbia 
as she turned and it was repeated with 
added vigor when Shamrock went around 
six minutes and 18 seconds later. 

Columbia had gained five minutes and 

51 seconds in the 15 miles to leeward. 
About 3% hours had been consumed and 
there appeared no chance for either 
yacht to get home, but as the breeze con- 
tinued to haul to the southward it made 
a fair wind for the return journey, and 
as it freshened to 10 knots soon after- 
ward a faint hope of finishing within the 
time limit arose. 

The Yankee sailed away from her 
rival like a ghost ship, leaving her far 
astern, increasing the distance between 
them so rapidly that when the race was 
declared off at 4:19 she was leading by 
three miles. 

Sir Thomas has centered all his ener- 
gies on winning the cup, and he has not 
looked beyond that. When. he first 
came over here he expected that the 
races would be finished during the week 
beginning Oct. 3. It was then his plan 
to go to Chicago With a large party of 
guests. 

The many flukes of course have 
changed his plans, and Sir Thomas has 
made no more plans, Directly the race 
is over he will go to Chicago. His larg- 
est business interests in this country are 
in that city, and it is necessary that he 
should go there. 

He will finisn his business in Chicago 
as soon as possible, and then return to 
London. He has absolutely neglected 
his business for the first time in his life 
for a period of two months, and his 
energies will be devoted to matters re- 
quiring his immediate attention. 

It is the present plan to prepare the 
Shamrock for her journey across the 
ocean directly the races are over. It 
has not been decided whether or not she 
shall be towed by the Erin. When they 
reach England, both yachts will go out 
of commission untii February, when 
they will go to th’ Mediterrancan for 


the races there. 


Lever Will Try It. 

London, Oct. 20.—A provincial paper 
states that if Shamrock fails to win the 
America’s cup that Mr. Lever, a million- 
aire soap manufacturer intends to issue 
a challenge for a series of races in 1900. 


Bryan Talks to whales Citizens. 

Cincinnati, Oct. 20.—W. J. Bryan has 
begun his three days’ tour of Ohio. In 
his speeches yesterday he declared that 
the Chicago platform is still the plat- 
form of the Democratic party, and the 
platform of the Ohio Democracy again 
endorses the platform. He said he be- 
lieved the planks of that platform are 
stronger today than when they were 
written. Mr. Bryan entered into an 
elaborate defense of the income tax, and 
predicted a popular endorsement of the 
proposition. He cited the efforts of the 
government to raise a revenue to con- 
tinue the Spanish war, because of the 
decision of the supreme court against 
the income tax law. Hesaid the money 
question was still unsettled, and the fight 
would be continued. He treated the 
matter of trusts in practically the same 
manner as characterized his Kentucky 
utterances. He declared that the Re- 
publican party said some trusts were 
bad and others good. 


Doub!e Tagedy at Portland. 

Portland, Me., Oct. 20.—Crazed by 
jealousy and drink, William Grewer, a 
German, and formerly a prosperous res- 
taurant keeper in this city, shot Mrs. 
Jennie Legrow, a woman to whom he had 
been paying attention, through the 
right temple, and then put a bullet 
through his own head. The double crime 
was committed In the woman's apart- 
ments Thursday afternoon. Grewer’s 
aim was true in both cases, and he and 
his victim probably died instantly. No 
one saw the crime committed, and the 
remains of the man and woman lay 
weltering on the floor in blood when they 
were discovered, a few minutes after the 
shooting. 


Brig Turned to Slaughter Pen. 

Santa Cruz, Oct. 20.—The brig Julian 
A. Schlosser arrived here on her way to 
Brazil, and reported that during the 
voyage the helmsman had murdered the 
captain, the captain's wife and the mate. 
The Brazilian consul asked assistance 
of the authorities, and the Spanish 
cruiser Infanta Isabel sent several boats’ 
crews to the brig. They were fired upon 
by the brig’s crew, and the marines re- 
plied, finally boarding the ship. Eleven 
seamen thon jumped overboard, but were 
rescued by the cruiser's boats, and are 
now imprisoned. The helmsman com- 
mitted suicide. Another murdered man 
was found on board. 


Adultery Constitutes Alienation. 

Boston, Oct. 20.—A dcision of the full 
bench of the supreme court was rendered 
yesterday in the case of Mrs. Ella M. 
Houghton of Hudson vs. Ella M. Rice 
of the same place, holding that a wife 
has no right of action against another 
woman for the alienation of her hus- 
band’s affections where no adultery is 
alleged. The court sustainsa demurrer 
which the defendant filed to the p! ‘ain- 
tiff’s declaration, thereby setting aside 
a verdict of $10,041, which a Middiesex 
jury aw arded the plaintiff.

Adopted by President Lincoln Should 
Be Apvlied to the Philippines, 


Large Majority of Natives 
Are Not Fighting Us. 


Commissioner Schurman Talks on Present 
Conditions and Suggests Remedies. 


New York, Oct. 20.—At the dinner last 
night of the Aldine Press association 
President McKinley’s cormmissioners, 
Presideut McKinley's commissioners, 
made a speech, in which he _ tersely 
summed up the troubles in the Philip- 
pines. While not directly speaking in 
defense of the administration's policy, 
what he said was in approbation of the 
president's treatment of the question. 
He spoke in part as follows: 


PROFESSOR SCHURMAN. 
“The more one hears of the Philip. 
Pines problem the less disposed one will 
be to think any solution proposed free 


from objections. But some points of 
cardinal importance are beyond dispute. 

“Under the law of nations, the United 
States has uninpeachable sovereignty 
over the Philippine islands. This in- 
volves responsibility for their govern- 
ment. -Our tutelage at least for some 
time is the one thingi that can save the 
Filipinos from despotism and anarchy 
and their islands from division among 
the European powers, thus destroying 
forever the hope of free and self- -govern- 
ing Filipino nationality which American 
protection and guardianship would in- 
evitably tend to develop. 

“But one must not fail to make use of 
every means avallable for the attain- 
ment of the end in view, and when 
We bear in mind that the Filipinos, since 
the signing of the treaty of Paris, have 
been without political status or civil 
rights, it would seem both just and pol- 
itic for congress (to whom the treaty 
delegates the function) to declare au- 
thoritatively what rights and privileges 
the Filipinos are to enjoy under Ameri- 
can sovereignty. 


“I do not ask for a reduction of our 
forces. On the contrary, I think con- 
gress should vote the president—unani- 
mously, too—all the men and money that 
in any contingency can be needed for the 
prompt suppression of Aguinaldo’s in- 
surrection. But that ig not enough. 
There are 6,000,000 or 7,000,000 of Filipinos 
who are not fighting us. The Tagalogs 
Who are fighting us number—men, 
women and children—not more than a 
million and a half. 

“T plead alike on the ground of justice 
and expediency for an authoritative an- 
nouncement to these peaceful Filipinos 
—the great majority of all the Inhabi- 
tants of this archipelago, of the politl- 
cal and civil rights, privileges and im- 
munities which the president and con- 
&ress of the Unite} States undoubtedly 
have ready to bestow upon them. 

“My advice is this: increase your mili- 
tary forces, but at the same time tell the 
pacific Filipinos what you are going to 
do with them, and while your grant will 
undoubtedly satisfy the non-belligerents 
it will also weaken among the belligerent 
Tagalogs the power now exercised by 
Aguinaldo. This is Lincoln’s border 
state policy applied to the Philippines, 
wherg- beg you will note the dubious 
neutrals far outnumber the  belligen- 
ents.” 


Anti-Imperialists Elect Officers. 

Chicago, Oct. 20.—The committee on 
permanent organization appointed by 
the anti-imgerialist conference yester- 
day formed a national organization, to 
be known as the American Anti-Im- 
perialist league. The following were 
elected as officers of the league: Presi- 
dent, George 8S. Boutwell, Massachu- 
setts; vice presidents, George F. Ed- 
munds, Vermont; J. S. Morton, Nebras- 
ka; Carl Schurz, New York; Richard 
T. Crane, Illinois; Donelson Caffery, 
Louisiana; Rufus B. Smith, Ohio, and 
John J. Valentine, California; treasurer, 
Frederick W. Goekin, Illinois; secretary, 
William J. M. Mize, Illinois. Chicago 
was selected as the headquarters of the 
league, with an eastern office in Boston. 
Other offices will be established as re- 
quired.

Prolonged Discussion Over 
Treatment of Cabin Yachts. 


A meeting of the Yacht Racing Asso-| 
ciation of Massachusetts was held at 
the Parker House Thursday evening at 
which President A. H. Higginson pre- 
sided. The following members were 
present. Columbia Yacht club, Edward 
Dillehant; Lynn Yacht club, Lincoln 
S. Coffin; Manchester Yacht club, A. 
H. Higginson; Mosquito Fleet Yacht 
club, S. C. Higginson; Old Colony 
Yacht club, W. F. Scott; Quincey Yacht 
club, H. M. Faxon; Savin Hill Yacht 
club, J. E. Robinson; South Boston 
Yacht clab, J. T. Hurley; Squantum 
Yacht club, A. T. Hill; Winthrop 
Yacht club, A. T. Bliss. 

Thre racing rules were amended as 
follows, after considerable discussion: 

Rule II, in regard to entries was 
amended by the insertion in the fifth 
line of Secion 1, ‘‘and must be accom- 
panied by certificate of official measure- 
ment.”? 

Section 5 in regard to re-registration 
of yachts entered: under special condi- 
tions was struck out of the constitu- 
tion.

Rule XV, in regard to prizes was 
amended to read: ** Association 
pennants and places shall be awarded 
to boats regularly entered and not de- 
feating competitors. *’ 

A new section was added to the con- 
stitution which reads: ‘‘No appeal 
from the decision of the judges shall 
be made later than 15 days hereafter. ** 

The discussion over the treatment of 
the cabin yacht was prolonged and 
earnest. The yacht club limitations 
were amended by adding: ‘‘If the 
required headroom is obtainable 
under this rale additional height of 
eabin trunk shall be allowed.’’? The 
rule regulating the sails area was 
amended by inserting *‘the sailmakers”’ 
certicfiate’ of area of sails aft of the 
forward mast shall be required, subject 
to remeasurement by the official 
measurer under protest, and the actual 
number of square feet shall be marked 
on such sails over the maker’s name.”’ 

The amendments were 
br ought up and defeated: To strike 
out: ‘*In no case shall the area of the 
mainsail and maintopsail exceed 80 per 
cent. of the entire area allowed ;’’ to 
add to exceptions, ‘‘2i-foot knock- 
abouts, conforming to the limitations 
of the Knockabout Association, may 
race in the 21-foot cabin class.’

London, Oct. 20—The Daily News’ 
Cape Town correspondent says: “Itis 
rumored here that news has reached De 
Aar Junction that the Boers attacked 
Mafeking in force, but were repulsed. 
The defenders, seeing the enemy re- 
trating, pursued them for some distance. 
Then a feint was made, and they com- 
menced to retire on the town, allowing 
themselves to be driven in by the Boers, 
who, eager to retrieve their position, 
again advanced to the attack, and were 
drawn over lyddite mines laid for the 
defense of the town. Itis reported that 
1500 Boers were killed by the explosion. 

It is reported from Delagoa bay that 
the Swasie King, Buna, is collecting his 
forces with the object, presumably, of 
attacking the Boers. It is stated that

Vryburg surrendered Sunday. To- 
night's dispatches from Kuruman, 90 
miles west by south of Vryburg, state 
that the police, having withdrawn from 
Vryburg, the town surrendered to the 
Boers, the inhabitants fleeing in all direc- 
tions, mostly toward Kuruman. When 
the police withdrew the Cape Boers 
notified the fact to the enemy, thus in- 
viting them to take possession. There 
was a fearful panic. The British are 
wildly indignant at this scuttling. 

The Daily Mail's Cape Town corre- 
spondent says that a refugee, who has 
reached Grahamstown from the rand, 
states that a train arrived at Johannes- 
burg on Monday from Klerksdorp, with 
300 wounded burghers. LTvery available 
convcyance, the refugee says, was called 
into requisition to take the wounded men 
to the hospitals. The Daily Mail sug- 
gests that these wounded were from 
Mafeking. 


Punished For Example’s Sake. 

Bridgeport, Conn., Oct. 20.—Clementi 
Nuzzi, aged 19, who killed Louis Min- 
notti, aged 45, last June for criminally 
assaulting the former’s 5-year-old sister, 
was sentenced by Judge Prentice to five 
years instate prison. Nuzzihad pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter.. In rendering 
judgment, Judge Prentice said he was 
very sorry to have to impose sentence, 
but he felt compelled to punish him for 
example's sake, as Nuzzi took the law in 
his own hands.

For 
any minister to assert that “who since 
1884 have had suzerainty over the Trans- 
vaal,” Sir Edward declared, “was cer- 
tainly at variance with the facts and 
a breach of national faith. President 
Kruger had had much difficulty with his 
volksraad and on many occasions had 
shown himself moderate and an advo- 
cate of peace. There was no reason why 


the conditions which President Kruger 


attached to the franchise proposals 
should not have been accepted, seeing 
that suzerainty was dropped in 1884." 

A brief discussion between Mr. Cham- 
berlain and Sir Edward ensued respect- 
ing the interpretation that should be 
placed upon Mr. Chamberlain's reply, 
the colonial secretary maintaining that 
the tenor of the reply was conciliatory, 
saying: “We could mot accept all of 
President Kruger’s conditions, though 
we accepted nine-tenths.” 

Sir Edward rejoined that Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s remarks made the matter more 
and more sad. If this sort of thing had 
been going on the war was a crime 
against civilization. It was very un- 
fortunate that parliament was not sgit- 
ting the first week in September or the 
seven-year franchise would have been 
accepted and there would have been no 
war. Mr. Chamberlain’s conduct of the 
correspondence he characterized as most 
clumsy. 

He had given 20 years unswerving sup- 
Port to his party, but there was, Sir Ed- 
ward continued, a deeper and truer 
loyalty to party than blindly going with 
it in a division and in the lobby, and 
some day his friends would acquit him 
of disloyalty in having striven to pre- 
vent his country from suffering a calam- 
ity and his party from suffering reproach 
for having embarked on an unnecessary 
war.

Mr, Chamberlain interposed: “If Wwe 
could imagine such a case asa self- 
governing colony imposing upon a ma- 
jority of its inhabitants such conditions 
as the Boers imposed upon British sub- 


jects we should interfere or cut the con- | 


nection.”

RACE RIOTS IN THE SOUTH, 


Two In Texas In Wh'ch So'diers Were the 


Chef Off:nders. 


Laredo, Tex., Oct. 20.—Friction be- 
tween the Laredo police and the negro 
soldiers at Fort McIntosh resulted in 
a street riot last night. A Mexican re~ 
ceived a bullet through the shoulder, 
Policeman Stoner was badly beaten with 
a clubbed rifie and at least 100 shots from 
army rifles and pistols were fired by 
the rioting negroes. Lieutenant Camp- 
bell, in command of the fort, has issued 
orgers confining the garrison to the res- 
ervation for 30 days. Company D, 
Twenty-third infantry, to which the 
rioters belonged, distinguished itself at 
El Caney. 

Negro soldiers of the Ninth cavalry, 
from Fort Ringgold, started a disturb- 
ance in a gambling house at Rio Grande 
City. One was fatally shot, and seven 
others were wounded by gamblers and 
citizens. 

Decatur, Ala., Oct. 20.—There are two 
dead negroes, three or four wounded and 
two in jail, as a result of a race war at 
East Decatur.

Newspaper Aticck Caused W thdrawal. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 20.—Josiah R. 
Adams of this city, who was nominated 
by the Republican state convention last 
August as a candidate for judge of the 
superior court, last night sent-a letter 
to General Reeder, chairman of the Re- 
publican state committee, withdrawing 
from the ticket. Mr. Adams’ with- 
drawal is the sequel-of an attack made 
upon him by a Philadelphia newspaper, 
which charged him with being the presi- 
dent of corporations which are alleged to 
have swindled many persons in Penn- 
sylvania and other states. Mr. Adams 
has issued a long statement, branding 
the accusation as “absolutely and un- 
qualifiedly false.’ He did not deny his 
connection with the alleged swindling 
concerns, but asserts that he had no 
knowledge that they, were other than 
legitimate enterprises. 


Christmas Boxes For Soldiers. 

Washington, Oct. 20.—The secretary of 
war has instructed the quartermaster 
general to forward from New York any 
Christmas boxes for officers and soldiers 
in the Philippines which may be 4Ge- 
livered there prior to Nov. 1, such boxes 
to be consigned to Major P. B. Jones, 
general superintendent, army transport 
service, pier 22, Columbia stores, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y. All boxes should be plainly 
marked with the name of the soldier for 
whom they are intended, giving the 
company and regiment or other organ- 
‘zation to which he belongs, and should 
be further marked “Christmas box.”’ All 
freight or express charges on these boxes 
to New. York must be prepaid by the 
senders. The maximum weight of boxcs 
is to be about 20 pounds. There shoula 
be no perishable matter. 

Mc m)rial to Vermont Herces. 

Gettysburg, Pa., Oct. 20.—Two of the 
regiments composing the famous Ver- 
mont brigade at Gettysburg dedicated 
their monuments near the High Water 
Mark on the battlefield. The principal 
exercises occurred at the monument of 
the Thirteenth regiment, which is a 
bronze statue of Lieutenant Stephen F. 
Brown, with the hatchet which he used 
in this battle lying at his feet and in his 
left hand the sabre which he captured in 
the bloody struggle of the third day. 
Colonel Albert Clark of Boston spoke at 
length, detailing the movement of the 
Vermont troops at Gettysburg.

ed by M. I. Francon and will 


executed from the plans of the archi- | 


tect, Charles Finot, made from the 
sketches and designs of that well 


known painter, Paul Simons. This im- 
mense building, capable of holding 
6,000 persons, will contain a sheet of 
water nearly 400 feet long by about 
200, upon which will maneuver a fleet 
of French men-of-war of the cruiser 
class of the latest design, says Cham- 
bers’ Journal. This squadron will go 
through evolutions—bombard- 
ing the coasts, attacking and defeat- 
| ing imaginary enemies, escaping from 
destruction and representing, in short, 
all the details of a naval combat. It 
will easily be understood that it is at 
present impossible to give complete 
particulars, or, indeed,

war, 16 feet long, will go through their 
evolutions automatically, pointing 
their electric projectiles and firing their 
guns.

A Bachelor of Laws. 

Miss Kate Stoneman of Albany has 
received the degree of bachelor of laws 
| from Union university. This degree is 
|given by the university to those who 
| have len admitted to the bar and have 
afterward taken the presgribed course 
of study in the Albany Law school, a 
department of the university. Miss 
Stoneman was the first woman in New 
York state to pass an examination for 
admission to the bar May 6, 15886. 
When she afterward applied to the su- 
preme court for admission, she was re- 
fused on the ground of *‘no precedent.”’ 
The New York legislature was in ses- 
sion at the time, and before the close 
of the term of the court a bill to admit 
| women to the practice of law had been 
| passed in both branches and had been 
signed by the governor and secretary of 
| state. On the last day of the sitting of 
the court, May 20, Miss Stoneman 
again presented her request, this time 
re-enforced by the new law, was admit- 
| ted and ‘‘established a precedent.’’? The

Boers Again Repulsed and 
Elandslaagte Is Captured. 


Transvaal vommanaer Dies

the Greatest Fierceness, 


Queen Vic‘oria Says Her Heart Bleeds For the 
Terrible Losses. 


Lon@on, Oct, 23.—The second British 
victory, that at Elanslaagte, in which 
the British

There is still to be guarded against a 
possible raid from the Drakensberg 
range by Free State troops from Vry- 
herd, through Zululand. The British 
plan will, therefore, to a great extent be 
still to remain on the defensive, as Gen- 
eral White has an extended front, threat- 
ened at many points, to protect. 

There is no longer, however, any ap- 
prehension of even the expected initial 
success of the Boers. The two victories 
already gained by the British must have 
completely disillusioned them of the idea 
they had gained through the Majubaaf- 

' fair, and, looking to the statementeal- 

{ ready circulated that President Kruger 
himself was opposed to sending the u!ti- 
matum, there is speculation in some 
quarters that the Boers may now sue for 
peace. 

At least it is considered that all fears 
of a Dutch rising in the British colonies 
may be set aside, 

The Times says: They are honorable 
foes and well worthy ofour mettle. The 
sterling qualities ought to do much to 
facilitate the ultimate pacification of 
South Africa. Thatisthe real end of the 
war. We have to settle once for all the 
question of British supremacy and to 
banish forever the phantom of an Afri- 
kander nation. 

The Daily News says; itis not at all 
likely that the two victories portend a 
speedy end of the war. The Boers still 
fight on and ourarmy of occupation must 
be hurried forward. The appalling Icss 
of officers and men we have sustained 
shows clearly that we have stiff work 
before us. The army corps will hive 
ample work to do. 

It is rumored this morning that Barkly 
West, northwest of Kimberley, has been 
surrendered to the Boers without firing 
a shot, 

Cape volunteers, it is reported, will be 
gent to relitve Kimberley. 


The latest dispatches do not indicate 
any general incursion of Boers as yet 
into Bechuanaland. Along the Orange 
river everything seems to be » quiet. 
From Colesburg, Cape Colony, it is re- 
ported that all the available burghers of 
the Orange Free State have been sent 
north and west. 

On the other hand, a messenger from 
Aliwal North reports that a large body 
of Boers is advancing toward the Orange 
river. Refugees are leaving that town 
in greater numbers daily. The Boers 
have mounted a Krupp gun on a bridge 
commanding the most thickly peopled 
part. 

Advices from Cape Town say that a 
wholesale fear of a rising in Basutoland 
prevents the Boers invading Cape 
Colony, and that, on the other hand, 
there is considerable excitement at 
Maseru and other Basuto stations, aris- 
ing from native apprehensions of Boer 
attacks. 

It appears that colonial news is in some 
mysterious way supplied to the Boers, 
and that their movements depend ‘argely 
on intelligence communicated through 
natives. Disquieting information comes 
from Hershel and other points in Cape 
Colony, where the natives are much ex- 
cited. 

A message received from Colonel 
Baden-Powell, in command at Mafe- 
king, dated Oct. 15, says that 53 Boers 
were killed and a large number wounded 
in the encounter with hiz soldiers, 


The war office publishes the following 
dispatch to the secretary of state for 
war, the Marquis of Lansdowne. from 


General White, regarding the engage- 
ment at Elandslaagte, between Glencoe 
and Ladysmith, when the British, under 
General French, routed the Transvaal 
forces, under General Kock, second in 
command in the Transvaal army, who 
was himself wounded and captured, and 
has since died: 

“In the action at Elandslaagte the 
troops engaged were the following: 
Cavalry, Fifth lancers, a squadron of 
the Fifth Dragoon guards, the imperial 
light horse and two squadrons of Natal 
carbineers. Artillery, Twenty-first field 
battery, Forty-second field battery and 
the Natal fiela battery. Infantry, the 
Devonshire regiment, half a battalion of 
the Gordon Highlanders and the Man- 
chester regiment. The whole force was 
under General French, with Colonel 
Hamilton commanding the infantry. 

“I was present in person from 3:30 p. 
m., to 6:30 p. m., but did not assume 
direction of the fight, which was left in 
the hands of General French. Although 
desultory fighting took place earlier in 
the day, while reinforcements, sent out 
later on ascertaining the enemy’s 
Strength, were arriving from Lady- 
smith, the real action did not begin until 
3:30 p.m. At that hour the Boers held 
a pesition of very exceptional strength, 
consisting of a rock hill, about a mile 
and a-half southeast of Elandslaagte 
station. 

“At 3:20 p. m. our guns took a position 
on a ridge, 4100 yards from the Boers, 
whose guns at once opened fire. This 
fire was generally well directed, but 
somewhat high. Contrary to previous 
experiences, their shells burst well. 

“The imperial light horse guards 
moved towards the left of the enemy’s 
position, and two squadrons of the Fifth 
lancers, toward his hight. During the 
ertuilery duel, mounted Boers pushed out 
from their left and engaged the imperial 
light horse guard. In a few minutes 
the enemy’s guns ceased firing, and our 
artifery was turned on the mounted 
Boers, who opposed the imperial light 
horse, who at once fell back. After the 
aitilery preparations, our infantry ad- 
vanced to the attack, supported by our 
guns in the second position. The Devon- 
shires held the enemy in front, while the 
Manchester regiment and the Gordon 
Highlanders turned their left flank. 

“The Boer’s guns, although often tefh- 
porarily silenced, invariably opened fire 
again on the slightest opportunity, and 
Were served with great courage, 

“After severe firing, our infantry car- 
ried the position. At 6:30p.m. this was 
accomplished, the enemy stafiding its 
ground to the last with courage and 
‘lenacity. The Fifth lancers and a 
squadron of the Fifth Dragoon guards 
charged thrice through the retreating 
Boers, in the dark, doing cousiderable 
execution. 

“We captured the Boer camp, with 
tents, wagons, horses and also 
The Boer losses were very cor 
including a number of wound«.i and un- 
wounded prisoners, Ammons cv ¢ former 
are Genera] Jan, Kock and Piet Joubert, 
nephew of Commandant General Jou- 
bert. 

“One goods train, with supplies for 
the Glencoe camp and nine English 
prisoners were recovered. Our loss, I 
regret to Say, Was heavy. It is roughly 
computed at 150 killed and wounded. 

“The collection of the wounded over a 
large area in the dark, and the arrange- 
ments for sending them in have thus far 
occupied our time and attention, <A 
full list will go to you later. 

“Our wounded and those of the enemy 
are now arriving by trains. Lesides 
Boers, we have many Hollanders, Ger- 
mans and prisoners of milxed national- 
ities. The behavior of our troops and of 
the colonial forces was admirable.”

The stream of callers at the war office 
yesterday showed little dimunition as 
the evening advanced. Everybody was 
disappointed at the absence of news 
from Glencoe, many arguing that com- 
munication must be cut off, as other- 
wise there would be at least some fur- 
ther i:telligence as to the condition of 
General Symons, who, according to an 
unconfirmed report, succumbed to his 
wounds. 

The British transports Pavonia and 
Malta sailed yesterday afternoon from 
Scuthampton with troops of General 
Buller’s army corps. ‘There was a re- 
ncwal of the scenes of enthusiasm that 
marked the departure of the guards Sat- 
urday. Enormous crowds gathered at 
the quay to witness the embarkation of 
the treops that were due to sail Saturday 
evening and Sunday evening from Wool- 
wich and Tillsbury, but were detained 
because of the heavy fog that has en- 
veloped the London district for 48 hours, 
seriously impeding the embarkation of 
troops. It is expected that they will 
leave today. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne has re- 
ceived the following message froin the 
queen: “My heart bleeds for these 
dreadful losses agmin today. It is a 
great success, but I fear very dearly 
bought. Would you convey my warim- 
est and heartfelt sympathy with the 
near relations of the fallen and wounded 
and my admiration of the conduct cz 
those they have lost. 

A special dispatch from Cape Town 
states that a message has been received 
there from Kimberley saying that Cecil 
Rhodes has been urged to leave the town, 
but he refuses, saying he is determined 
to see the thing through. 


A correspondent in Glencoe camp, de- 
scribing the fighting that followed the 
first engagement In the Boer attack upon 
the British position, on Friday, says: 
It was after the battle was renewed, 
following the lull that ensued upon the 
sharp cannonading of the British, which 
silenced the guns of the Boers on Smith’s 
hill, that our casualties began. The 
Indian hospital corps of coolies ran out, 
keeping in the rear of the advancing 
infantry and artillery that had galloped 
from the second position through the 
fown, amid the cheers of the citizens. 

At this point the Boers became erratic. 
Our artillery was on the hill, where the 
Boers were stationed in great numbers, 
but the return fire did little damage. 
The enemy kept up an incessant shoot- 
ing, but our shrapnel began to tell its 
tale, with the result that the Boer fire 
visibly slackened. From a ceaseless 
rattle the rifle fre was dwindled to

For Preservation of Historic Avondale and 
Building of a Monument.

New York, Oct. 23.—The lord mayor of 
Dublin and John E. Redmond, M. P., 
have come from Ireland to interest 
Americans in the Parnell monument 
movement, and it was given an impetus 
last night at a largely attended meeting 
in the Academy of Music. Judge Mor- 
gan J. O'Brien presided over the meet- 
ing. Over the proscenium were the 
colors of the South African republic, the 
Orange Free State, allies now engaging 
Great Britain in war; the green flag of 
Ireland and the colors of the city of 
Limerick. The boxes were draped with 
American and Irish flags. 

The lord mayor and Mr. Redmond were 
escorted from their headquarters in the 
Hoffman House to the Academy by the 
New York fund committee, and by the 
officers of the First and Second regi- 
ments of Irish volunteers of New York. 

In opening the meeting, Judge O’Brien 
said: “We have assembled to give 
welcome to men who come among us 
to raise funds for the erection of a monu- 
ment which shall perpetuate the name 
and fame of Charles Stewart Parnell. 
Parnell worked and fought for the whole 
Irish people. There was no distinction 
as to creed. Therefore, without refer- 
ence to religion, here all can unite in do- 
ing honor to his memory.” 

The audience received the names of the 
distinguished visitors by standing up 
and cheering forsome moments. Asthe 
cheering began to subside. some one 
called out: “Hurrah for Oom Paul.” 
The sentiment was a popular one among 
the audience, and the old Boer’s name 
was cheered again and again. 

Lord Mayor Tallon, in responding, 
Said: ‘As regards my mission among 
you, fT have to appeal to your generosity 
for a iwo-feld object. The ancestral 
home of the Parneiis-will be sold in the 
judges’ court at Dublin on Nov. 3. It 
was the home of Sir John Parnell, who 
Was the incorruptible chancellor of the 
exchequer of the Irish parliament, the 
home of Mrs. Parnell, the mother of the 
great lrish leader, and the daughter of 
Commodore Stewart of the American 
navy. It was the home of a family 
which has for generations furnished 
patriots to the Irish race. The estateis 
to be sold, owing to the way in which 
Parnell sacrificed his estate in the na- 
tional struggle. We ask you to assist 
us, that historic Avondale shall be pre- 
served for the Parnells. No people have 
ever been ungreatful of the services of 
its it men, or have allowed them to go 
unrecorded. In his lifetime Parnell 
owed many of his victories to the moral 
and material support he received from 
the American people, and I trust and 
hope that the American people will be as 
generous now as they were in the past. 

“Our second object is to erect a 
statue in Dublin. It is only right that 
a monument should be erected in the 
capital of the nation that Parnell served 

z, and loved so well, to perpetuate 
the fame of his success and achieve- 
ments, and to inspire future generations 
of Irishmen, and to enkindle their 
patriotism.” 

John Redmond then told of Parnell’s 
life, and spoke of the political history 
of Ireland. Mr. Redmond said that the 
Dublin monument committee was com- 
posed of every section of the National 
party. “The memorial in which weask 
your aid.” he said, “we propose to 
erect in the streets of Dublin. _ Parnell’s 
grave stands today without a Madstone, 
covered only by the green sod of Ire- 
land. In this land of generous impulses 
I feel that this appeal will not be in 
vain. America will add one additional 
proof to all nations that she is the friend 
of human liberty and human progress.” 

Baskets were then circulated, and it is 
estimated that over $19,000 was collected. 
Twenty thousand dollars will, it is said, 
buy the Parnell homestead. Richard 
Croker gave $500, Bourke Cockran $500 
and Mayor Van Wyck $100. Former 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy William 
McAdoo of New Jersey was introduced 
as the last speaker of the meeting. He 
sald that the “eloquent baskets” were 
the best response to the eloquence of 
those who had spoken. 

“Sad would be the condition of Ire- 
land,” he continued, after a tribute to 
the genius of Parnell, “if this God-given 
man had not been recognized and re- 
membered deep down in the hearts of 
the people as a hero for whom we cannot 
do too much to perpetuate his memory 
and principles.”

DOOR DECORATION. 


rought Iron Work Becoming Very 
Popular For This Purpose. 
Special interest usually attaches to 
the entrance of a house, and the popu- 
lar demand for all kinds of decorative 
wrought iron shows to what an extent 
this interest has grown in America, ac- 
cording to a writer in The Ladies’ 
World, who discourses on artistic door 
trimming of this description as follows: 
Beautiful examples of wrought iron 
may be found on our public buildings 
and in wealthy homes all over the 


ARTISTIC DOOR TRIMMINGS. 
country. In the rapid spread of dec- 
orative ideas the door, as presep ga 
smooth, even surface, is one the 
places on which decoration in wrvught 
iron shows to splendid advantage. Pro- 
vided the ornamentation is kept within 
reasonable limits and so as not to in- 
terfere with its usefulness, there seems 
to be no end to the manner in which 
wrought iron may be applied with ad- 
vantage to the doorway. The orna- 
mentation of a door should be intrusted 
to none but a competent workman. 
Otherwise the whole general appear- 
ance of the house may be spoiled. 

The first thought in the decoration of 
a door should be due regard for the 
general aspect of the house it Is de- 
signed to adorn. It will be readily 
seen that what would be suitable for a 
semidetached or country house would 
be out of place in a city block. The 
design accompanying this article con- 
veys a definite idea of what Is meant 
by artistic door trimming. 

The hinges, being the main feature 
of the door, should be strong, in ac- 
cordance with the weight and thick- 
ness of the door. The trimming may 
be flat or rounded up, as individual 
taste nay suggest, and be attached to 
the door with large wrought iron nails 
or screws, the whole finished in dull 
black. 

The handle, as here shown, is smooth 
and of an oblong shape, as being 
preferable to the fanciful articles so 
much in use. If a quaint, old fash- 
jioned effect is desired, have the manu- 
facturer finish the fronwork with a 
rough, uneyen surface and show all 
the hammer marks or hand work. The 
Germans are very proficient at this 
kind of work, good imitations of their 
old fashioned knockers, knobs, lamps, 
etce., having been successfully dupli- 
cated by workmen in this country. 


Warm Sleeping Socks For Winter. 
The following Instructions are for 
warm and comfortable sleeping socks, 
which are very easily knitted: Two 
skeins of four ply wool and two bone 
or wooden needles, No. 5. Cast on 68 


KNITTED SLEEPING SOCKS. 

stitches--this is for the sole of the 
éock—and increase one stitch by pick- 
ing up and knitting the stitch imme- 
diately below the second stitch for four 
rows, thus making 72 stitches on the 
needle. Knit plain for 16 rows. You 
now begin to decrease for the instep 
and ankle in the following manner: 
Knit 34 stitches, knit the thirty-fifth 
and thirty-sixth together, knit the 
thirty-seventh and thirty-eighth to- 
gether, knit $4. In the next row knit 
33, knit the thirty-fourth and thirty- 
fifth together, knit the thirty-sixth and 
the thirty-seventh together, knit 33. 
Decrease thus in every row, twice ex- 
actly in the middle, until there are 32 
btitches left. Knit 24 rows plain with- 
out any decrease. Work about an inch 
in a rib of two plain, two purl. Cast 
off very loosely and sew up. This num- 
ber of stitches makes a full sized sock.

Remarkable Confession by Convict 
In Minnesota State Prison. 


Says He Murdered Three Off- 
cers and a Womnn. 


In Addition to That He Has Committed Many 
Burglaries and Highway Robberies. 


Stillwater, Minn., Oct. 23.—J. C. Me- 
Bride, a convict at the state prison, re- 
ceivedYin December last to serve three 
years and five months for an assault, has 
made a remarkable confession, showing 
him to be, if the confession is true, a 
high-handed murderer, 

His confession was made to Warden 
Wolfer in a letter, and in it he related 
the murder of two officers, Joseph Grant 
and John McNott, at Geneva, Ills., Aug. 
29, 1886; the murder of Julia Buckmore 
at Geneva, a postoffice robbery and the 
murder of the marshal of Ossawatomie, 
Kas.; the burglary of a hard'ware store 
and the shooting of a policeman at Guide 
Rock, Neb., and many burglaries and 
highway robberies. 

Speaking of the murder of Grant and 
McNott at Geneva he says: “I shot 
Joseph Grant and John MeNott. Three 
of us, two pals and myself, were in the 
act of committing a burglary at Geneva 
at about 1 o'clock in the morning of 
Aug. 29,1886. My two pals were arrested 
by these officers. I walked some dis- 
tance away from the place of the rob- 
bery to the courthouse and secreted my- 
self behind a maple tree. When the of- 
ficers came along with my two pals I shot 
them, killing Officer McNott instantly. 
Officer Grant lived until the next day.” 

Continuing, hesays: “I also murdered 
a@ woman by the name of Julia Buck- 
more in the outskirts of Geneva about 
two weeks before I murdered the officers. 
My object was robbery. Icut her throat 
with a razor because she recognized me 
while in the act of committing the rob- 
bery. I carried the body to a hencoop 
and set fire to the house. The body was 
found in the hencoop the next jnorning.” 

McBride says his right name 1s George 
Bullock and that he was born of re- 
spectable parents, who have resided in 
Geneva since 1871. He has served two 
prison terms in Illinois and one in Ne- 
braska. Warden Wolfer has communi- 
cated with the authorities at Geneva and 
elsewhere. He learned that the crimes 
Were committed, but has received no ad- 
ditional information. McBride is now 23 
years old, and says he has followed the 
life of a robber and murderer since he 
Was 18 years old. 

While relating the story of his crime 
he gave all the details in a matter of fact 
manner, and seemed to feel_relievad He 
Siaims tovhive Toifessed because his 
conscience troubled him, and says he is 
anxious to be punished for his many 
crimes,

Once Beautiful Society Woman Dies Alone In 
Her Home at Boston. 

Boston, Oct. 23.—Mary Mann is dead. 

Surrounded by her cats and dogs, her 
lifelegs form was found Saturday ¢ven- 
ing at 64 Myrtle street in the old family 
house, where she was born 65 years ago, 
and where she lived alone for many 
years, 
, A strange mystery, it is said, hung 
over her life, and it was for this reason 
that she remained a recluse so Many 
long years. 

Once she was known in society as 
“beautiful Mary Mann.” Her family 
Was well known in Boston 50 years ago, 
and was of old New England stock. 
Mary was the last survivor, and the 
property which she leaves will go to dis- 
tant relatives, 

When she was young she married Ed- 
ward Thayer, and for several years they 
lived in one of the finest houses on Bea- 
constreet. Finally therecame a parting 
and Mary took again her maiden name. 

The rest of her days was spent as @ 
recluse. No one knew why she went out 
so little, and no one asked her. As she 
grew older, it is said, she became slight- 
ly demented, and she received very few 
callers, 

A strange variety of old family fur- 
niture and heirlooms were found in the 
house after her mysterious and sudden 
death. The house, which is one of the 
old-fashioned style, is a veritable curi- 
osity shop, and every room is filled with 
a great array of queer and antiquated 
articles.

WORTHY FOES. 


[Continued from rage 1.] 


A corporal of the Dublin fusiliers was 
earried past me to the rear on & stretch- 
er. Major Davidson, of the Irish fusi- 
liers, was shot through both legs, and 
Color Sergeant Anderson ef the Dublin 
fusiliers was brought in wounded in the 

ht shoulder. 
3 artillery in front was shelling the 
bill, and the King’s Royal rifles, on the 
right front, were busy with the Maxims, 
making the Boers anxious about their 
position. Their artillery had been 
gilenced by the splendid service of ours. 

Meanwhile a squadron of the Bigh- 
teenth hussars and a mounted company 
of the King’s Royal rifles deployed to the 
right flank, at the cornfields. 

The artillery continued to play on 
Smith's hill, with a range of nearly 3000 
yards. Under its cover, the Dub- 
lin fusiliers and the King’s Royal rifles 
pressed forward. It was in the execu- 
tion of this maneuver that the casul- 
ties to our infantry occurred, several be- 
ing killed or wounded. 

The firing now ceased off on our side, 
and only a solitary shot was returned 
now and then, General Symons, taking 
advantage of the lull, rode forward with 
his staff, in front of the guns, taking 
cover at the rear of the plantation, near 
the base of the hill. All this time our 
infantry, in extended formation, had 
gradually pressed forward, watching the 
Boers from the rear of the artillery, and 
massing on the extreme left of the hill. 

I saw three shells, in quick succession, 
cut some to pieces and drive others 
away. The Boer fire was becoming 
hot, but the first battalion of the King’s 
Royal rifles and the Irish fusiliers, led 
respectively by Colonel Gunning and 
Colonel Carlton, continued to mount the 
hill. Gradually they extended along 
the ridge, and, at 10 o'clock, after 4% 
hours of artillery firing to screen them, 
they managed to reach a wall, running 
parallel with the ridge, about 600 yards 
from the summit. 

This position was gained under cover 
of some magnificent shooting by our ar- 
tillerymen, who placed shells at points 
where the Boers were massed with 
amazing accuracy, compelling them to 
retire. Butnotforlong. On, again, the 
determined enemy would come, only to 
be beaten back by the excellent shooting 
of the Thirteenth and Sixty-ninth bat- 
teries, under Major Dawkins and Major 
King. 

At 11:45 a. m. the firing had almost 
ceased and our infantry were over the 
wall in a twinkling, and rushing towa rd 
the plateau at the har ur the top or 
secontiry ridge. The defense made 
by the Boers was most determined, the 
eremy again and again pouring a long 
fusillade fire into the British ranks, 
which was hotly returned in well-di- 
rected volleys by the slowly advancing 
Dublin fusiliers and King’s Royal rifles. 

A large body of Boers, driven from 
Smith’s hill, took refuge in a cattle kraal, 
intending a cross fire. The Thirteenth 
battery opened fire, however, and poured 
in such a hail of bullets as caused them 
speedily to shift the position. 

Just as the Kings Royal rifles and the 
Dublin fusiliers gained the hilltop the 
mounted infantry could be seen working 
round the left flank of the Boer position 
and actually getting in their rear, with- 
out any attempt on the part of the 
enemy to check the movement, while the 
bulk of the mounted volunteers, well 
hidden, in the plantation to the right, 
were ready to fall upon the retreating 
enemy in that direction when the mo- 
ment came. 

Finally our batteries ceased their mur- 
derous fire and the infantry charged up 
the rocky heights still separating them 
from the enemy and reached the sum- 
mits of both peaks of Smith's hill and of 
the Nek between without a check or halt. 

It waa gallant work on both sides and 
scores of men fell within a distance of a 
couple of hundred yards, #ut the situa- 
tion soon became too hot for the Boers, 
who broke and fled for their horses, 
which they had left at the foot of the 
hills on the northwest. There, however, 
they were received with a fusillade from 
the Hussars, who had captured and 
stampeded all the horses. 

The enemy swerved in their line of re- 
treat. Some surrendered there and then; 
others made for Hatting Spruit, while 
some moved toward Landman’s drift. 
All who fled were closely pursued by our 
cavalry and a field battery. 

It seems pretty clear that, when the 
main fight was drawing to a close, part, 
at least, of the Dannhauser contingent, 
under Commandant Erasmus, came upon 
the ground, as well as a detachment from 
a Free State contingent, which had made 
a forced march from Waschbank on the 
south, 

The chief portion of the Free State 
troops, however, remained, it appears, 
in a strong position at Biggarsberg, 
whence it will be necessary to dislodge 
them, if they should wait for our attack 
which, in the circumstances, is not 
thought probable, 

All the Hussar squadrons, except one, 
have returned and the whereabouts of 
that one is known, so that there is no 
cause for anxiety. Severe punishment 
has been inflicted upon the retreating 
Boers,

TERMINAL SUBWAY. 


Quincy Passengers May Be 
Landed there in the Spring. 


Within three months, says a Boston 
paper, the subway which is to accom- 
modate suburban trains at the Southern 
terminal will be finished, and it may 
hasten the improvements urgently 
needed by Quincy patrons. 

The structure is completed in the 
station itself, and is thoronghly 
equipped and ready for an electric train 
service on the suburban tracks. 

It was said in the office of the 
general manager of the station Monday 
that the uncompleted part would un- 
doubtedly be finished in about three 
months. This nuncommpleted section 
is about half a mile from the station, 
where the incoming trains will enter 
the underground passage. This section 
could not be built till the trains had 
left the Old Coluny' station on 
Kneeland street. 

The Dedham branch is practically 
ready for electric service, and has been 
for some months. In the office of the 
president of the consolidated lines, no 
information was obtainable as to when 
this line would be sent into the 
suburban subway. They say they do 
not know anything about it and in- 
sinuate that another motive power may 
be used instead of electricity. 

Experiments are pow being made on 
some of the traction lines in New 
York with compressed and liquid air as 
motive powers. It is possible that these 
experiments will demonstrate the uil- 
ity of compressed air as a motive power 
for driving the suburban strains of the 
Consolidated road, In this case the 
electric equipment would be useless, 

The Plymouth division, from Boston 
to Quincy and the South Shore to Ply- 
mouth will undoubtedly be among the 
first to enter the subway if electricity 
is used,

Out In the Onslaught. 


White Unable to Follow Up.Suecesses, 
and British Forces Divided, 


War Office Evidently Has News Which It Is 
Withholding From the Public. 


London, Oct. 24.—Advices from South 
Africa state that on Sunday a force of 
fully 9000 Boers attacked Glencoe and 
Dundee and compelled the British forces 
under General Yule to retreat. 

The Boer forces were led by General 
Joubert and President Kruger. They 
swept upon the British positions with an 
impetuosity that was irresistible, and 
the English troops, after suffering heavy 
losses, were compelled to fall back. 

The utmost anxiety is felt for General 
Yule’s command. It is thought possible 
that his line of retreat to Ladysmith was 
cut off. If so, it is possible that all his 
force was annihilated. 

Ladysmith itself is now menaced. The 
augmented Boer force is evidently purn-

NEWS IN BRIEF. : 


It is feared the whole troop was killed or 
captured. 

An amended list of the British casual- 
ties at the battle of Elandslaagte nlaces 
the number of officers killed at five and 
wounded at 30, and the number of non- 
commissioned officers and men killed at 
87 and wounded at 175, the total number 
of casualties being 247. Ten men are 
missing. 


The war department is considering the 
desirability of having a Cuban exhibit 
at the Paris exposition. 

Andrew Carnegie has offered to donate 
$50,000 to the city of Duluth, to erect a 
building for a free public library, con- 
ditioned upon a satisfactory site being 
provided by the city. 

The plant of the Boston Varnish com- 
pany, at Everett, Mass., took fire from 
an explosion in the tank room, causing 
a loss of $8000. 

A combination known as the National 
Lead, Zinc and Spelter company, witha 
capitalization of $10,000,000, and with a 
surplus of $500,000, hag been formed to 
control and work large interests in the 
Joplin-Galena (Mo.) district. 

The will of the late George W. Clay- 
ton, who bequeathed $1,000,000 to the city 
of Denver for an orphan’s college, has 
been admitted to probate. The contest 
of the will, which wae threatenec by 
relatives, has been abandonec., 

Ed Durt-uorst of Syracuse lost to Peter 
M-~-*-<¢ in the seventh round of what was 
to have been a 10-round go at Syracuse 
on a foul. Dunkhorst was completely 
outpointed by Maher, who gave him a 
terrific pummelling. 

The famous stallion, Star Pointer, has 
been taken off the track by his owner, 
W. J. White. The great pacer’s leg will 
néver again be in condition for racing. 

At the Hercules Athletic club, Brook- 
lyn, Marty McCue of Manhattan and 
Joe Cain of Brooklyn met for the fifth 
time in their career, and for the fourth 
time their contest resulted in a draw. 

Joe Choynski knocked out Dickmore 
of St Paul at St. Louis in the third round 
of what was to have been a 20-round 
contest. 

At a meeting of the board of directors 
of the New York Central and Hudson 
River railroad, authority was given for 
an increase of $15,000,000 in the capital 
stock of the road, which will make the 
total capitalization $115,000,000. 

Colonel Sumner, Major Storey, Captain 
Gibson and Captain Slocum, U. S. A., 
have been detailed to proceed to South 
Africa and observe and report upon the 
military operations in the Transvaal. 

The auxiliary gunboat Scorpion, now 
at Norfolk, has been assigned to the 
transportation of the isthmlan canal 
commission to Nicaragua and Colon. 
The vessel is all ready for sea, and it is 
expected that the commission will be 
able to sail by the end of the month. 

Robert B. Mantell, the actor, has been 
relieved of his financial obligations in 
the United States district court at Chi- 
cago. He filed his petition several 
months ago, scheduling $13,847 liabilities 
and $1600 assets. 


A dispatch to The Times from Co'es- 
burg, Cape Colony, says: The situa- 
tion is grave. The Boers will be re- 
inforced from Driekop. No defense is 
possible. The town guard will retire 
on Naauwpoort, on the approach of the 
enemy. The Driekop force is estimated 
at 1500 men. The report of the fighting 
at Glencoe has been placarded at Bethu- 
lie, the frontier town on the east London 
line, as a brilliant Boer victory. 

It appears certain, however, that the 
brilliant victory at Elandslaagte was 
productive of no effect for the relief of 
Glencoe and the very reticence and 
brevity of Lord Wolseley’s communica- 
tion are only too ominous. It seems to 
be worded to prepare the public for bad 
news; and it is only too likely that Gen- 
eral Yule has been compelled to aban- 
don the wounded and the prisoners at 
Dundee because his force is too weak to 
hold the four and a half miles separat- 
ing Dundee from Glencoe. 

Probably General Yule believes he can 
better protect Dundee from an enemy 
advancing from the northwest by con- 
centrating all his available strength at 
Glencoe, where there are now 3500 men 
and three batteries. In the meantime 
efforts will be made to reopen the rail- 
way and to get reinforcements from 
Ladysmith. 

It is expected that Commandant 
Erasmus has by this time joined Com- 
mandant General Joubert, and that their 
combined columns amounts to some 
10,000 or 11,000 men, while the Free State 
Boers, now threatening Ladysmith from 
the east and a column reported to be 
coming through Zululand, must also be 
reckoned with. 

In short, General White has been un- 
able to follow up his successes and is 
obliged to remain at Ladysmith with- 
out being able to restore railway com- 
munication, which is probably broken 
at other points besides Elandslaagte, 

Thus the enemy, although their original 
plan, which is supposed to have been 
Colonel Schiel’s, failed, may be} fairly 
credited with having isolated Genera] 
Yule’s brigade and divided the British 
forces in Natal. General Yule may find 
himself in a tight place, needing all his 
experience in Indian and Burmese fight- 
ing to extricate himself, 

It is quite evident that the war office 
has news which has been withheld from 
the public, and if the situation as here 
sketched is confirmed, Boer divisions may 
be expected at other frontier points. 

Up to midnight the war office was be- 
aieged with inquiries, the heavy lists of 
British losses causing much heart burn- 

ing. 

“If this,” sald a workingman, who was 
reading the list, “is the price of suzer- 
ainty, good God, we are paying in full,” 

It is regarded as not impossible that 
General White may yet be compelled to 
concentrate all the Natal forces at Lady- 
smith and await the arrival of the army 
corps.

The British victories in Natal, follow- 
ing each other in quick succession and 
accompanied by heavy losses on the 
side of the victors, bear striking testi- 
mony to the valor of the vanquished 
Boers. They appear to have fallen 
victims to the very plan which they 
counted on to drive the British into the 
sea. Thty have been beaten in detail 
by ccunter strokes, carefully considered 
and brilliantly carried out, in the face of 
cGurageous opposition, which has done 
much to increase British respect for 
the burghers, whose splendid valor and 
determination, it is universally admit- 
ted, reached the highest level. 

Fuller accounts of Saturday's battle 
at Elandslaagte emphasize the splendid 
gallantry exhibited on both sides, and 
the superiority of the British in a pitched 
battle, although the Boers fought with 
the greatest tenacity to the last, only 
pans when further fighting was hope- 

ess. 

The parliamentary secretary, Mr. 
Wyndham, made a statement in the 
house of commons yesterday, saying:

“Lord Woelsley sums up the position 
in Natal as follows: ‘In the battle of 
Elandslaagte, Oct. 21, two guns were 
captured from the Boers, who lost heav- 
fly. A large column of the enemy &P- 
peared advancing from the north and 
west of General Yule, who consequently 
had fallen back from Dundee, and was 
concentrating at Glencoe Junction. In 
this operation we gathered in the wound- 
ed. General White was in position at 
Ladysmith, and is being reinforced from 
Pietermartizburg. The enemy appears 
to be in large numerical superiority. 

Colonel Chisholm, the only British 
officer killed, was formerly attached to 
the Ninth lancers. He served with dis- 
tinction in the Afghan war, and or- 
garized the present Imparial Light 
Horse guards, a majority of whom are 
refugees trom the rand. The death of 
General Viljoh is a severe blow to the 
burghers, and the death of General Kock 
and the capture of General Pretorious 
will handicap the further movements 
of this column. 

According to advices from Durban, 
Natal, the Boers have entered Zululand, 
a large column advancing toward 
Meloth. 

The report that the Boers are suing 
for peace, or that they are likely to yield 
at present is not to be credited, though 
the Boers will probably retreat to their 
line of defences in the mountain passes 
of Laing’s Nek and Diakenburg, which 
they have blocked with great boulders 
and where, if they so desire, they would 
be able to hold out until the advance of 
General Buller, through the Orange Free 
State, should compel them to leave the 
Natal side to meet the invasion from the 
south. 

The sénsational rumors of the designs 
of foreign powers inimical to British in- 
terests meet with scant credence, 
though it is admitted it is difficult to ex- 
plain the immense force on land and 
sea which Great Britain is now mobiliz- 
ing. In Vienna it is reported that the 
British naval movements are due to a 
run:or that Russia, with the assent of 
France, is about to acquire from Spain 
Ceuta or some other naval station on the 
African coast. Elsewhere it is stated 
that the movements of the French Med- 
iterranean fleet in the neighborhood of 
the Levant, where it could easily be 
joined by the Russian Black Sea fleet, 
via the straits of the Dardenelles, is 
occasioning suspicion. 


A Cape Town dispatch says that the 
capture of General Ben Viljoen is a 
cause of great satisfaction to the out- 
landers. He is the author of a blas- 
phemous and violent pamphlet, virtually 
intended to incite the Dutch of the col- 
ony to rebellion. 

It ia difficult to gauge exactly the 
amount of feeling excited among the 
Dutch by the recent British victories, 
Their behavior, on the whole, is ex- 
cellent, considering the great amount 
of sympathy they fee! for their kinsmen 
in the Transvaal and the Orange Free 
State. The Britishers receive the news 
of each success in Natal and of the grand 
stand at Mafeking with the wildest en- 
thusiasm, but the Dutch are silent. Now 
and then a few, who are more voiolent 
that the rest, express their sorrow 
openly, but the general feeling is per- 
haps one of relief at the thought that the 
British success will not compel them to 
face the possibilities of giving active 
support to the enemy. 

A Brussels dispatch says th’ Dr, 
Leyds, the diplomatic representative of 
the Transvaal in Europe, is quotedinan 
interview as saying it is difficult to give 
an opinion on the battles fought at Glen- 
coe and Elandslaagte, as the dispatches 
all emanate from British sources. Hets 
said to have added: 

“My own dispatches have not arrived, 
probably owing to the censorship. In 
the meanwhile I do not considy the 
gituation as bad for the Boers as made 
out by the English telegrams, which are 
intended for the English public and 
market and are probably too optimistic. 
The fact that the Boers retired in order 
to reform later doeg not imply defeat. 
That is part of their tactics and does rot 
prove that they had suffered seriously.” 

Parties of kaffirs returning home from 
Jagersfontein to Kimberley are unable 
tto obtain food. ‘Already there is a 
uaraland and Griqualand West, owing 
uanaland and Criqualand West, owing 
to the stoppage of the transport service. 
Famine is almost certain. 

The Daily Mail says it understands a 
message was received in London yester- 
day from Cecil Rhodes, dated at Kim- 
berley, Oct. 19, declaring, in substance, 
that the inhabitants of Kimberley de- 
sired to draw the attention of the goy- 
ernment to the need of speedily sending 
reinforcements there, as the town vas 
being surrounded by increasing numbers 
of Transvaal and Free State Boers. 

The matter, according to The Daily 
Mail, has been submitted to the cabinet. 


During the course of yesterday’s pro- 
ceedings, while the house of commons 
was discussing the report on the sup- 
plementary estimates, Patrick O’Brien, 
Parnellite, member for Kilkenny City, 
declared that the hands of Joseph Cham- 
bcrlain were as much stained with blood 
as those of any murderer who ever 
mounted the scaffold. 

Speaker Gully called upon Mr. O'Brien 
to withdraw his remarks, but he refused 
to do so, whereupon the house, by a 
vote of 316 to 26, resolved to suspend 
him, and he left the house, remarking: 
“You had better bring up another army 
CorPe unless you want it somewhere 
else.” 


The Pretoria dispatch, giving the re- 
port of General Joubert to the govern- 
ment, evidently refers to the first bat- 
tle at Giencoe, and the reasons why Com- 
mandant Erasmus failed to come to the 
assistance of Commandant Mayer can- 
not be fathomed. Had he done so, the 
British victory might have been still 
more dearly bought, Probably Com- 
mandant Meyer, having arrived at the 
rendezvous, first thought to get all the 
glory of wiping out the Britishers him- 
self, and opened attack without waiting 
for others. If so, the Boers suffered 
badly because of his hastiness.

A Report From Joubert. 

Pretoria, Oct. 24.—The Transvaal gov- 
ernment has received the following dis- 
patch from Commandant General Piet 
Joubert: “Commandant Lucas Meyer 
has had an engagement at Dundee. He 
made a plan of campaign with Com- 
Tmandaut Erasmus by messenger, 
Erasmus, however, failed to appear. It 
is estimated that the British lost heavily. 
Our forces suffered, but, owing to the 
mist, it has been impossible to get all 
the details. It is reported that 10 of 
our force were killed, and 25 wounded.” 


TO WORK OF FRIARS 


Is Duo the Prosperity Enjoyed by 
Certain Classes of Filipinos. 


Church Strongly Praised by 
Archbishop Chappelle. 


Its Estates, He Declares, Have Been Acquired 
In a Legitimaie Manner. 


Washington, Oct, 24.—The following 
statement is given out by Archbishop 
Chappelle of New Orleans, apostolic 
delegate to Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines: 

“In answer to General Funston’s state- 
ment made in an address to the students 
of Stanford university that ‘if congress 
would drive out the friars and confiscate 
every inch of church property the bot- 
tom would drop out of the insurrection 
within one week; the inhabitants of 
Luzon are completely under the church,’ 
I deem it proper to make the following 
public statement: 

“Knowing General Funston’s broad- 
mindedness and sense of fairness, I do 
not believe that he has been quoted cor- 
rectly. He may have stated that the 
insurgents demand this as a condition 
of peace, but that he gave them as his 
own sentiments I cannot credit. From 
my own experience, I know how easy 
it is to be misquoted. All I can gay is, if 
General Funston did make this state- 
ment, he manifested a dense ignorance 
of the work done by the religious orders 
in the archipelago. On the very face of 
it, however, it shows quite plainly that 
it did not come from one as well posted 
as General Funston ghould be on affairs 
in Luzon. 

“He is quoted assaying: ‘The inhabi- 
tants of Luzon are completely under the 
church.’ 

“Now I would ask how can this be pos- 
sible when every priest (with the excep- 
tion of a few natives) in the island of 
Luzon outside of the walled city of 
Manila is a prisoner of the insurgents. 
For the past 18 months this state of af- 
fairs has existed, and during all this 
period more than 350 friars have been 
undergoing unheard-of torture in in- 
surgent dungeons. This being a fact, 
it is hard for me to see how the islands 
can be under the friars.’ 

“That the insurgents have asked as 
one of their terms of peace the expulsion 
of the friars and the confiscation to the 
insurgents of all the church property is 
a fact well known; but we are told by 
the government officials (and I know it 
to be a fact from other reliable sources) 
that the insurgents represent only one 
tribe out of the 85 tribes peopling the 
archipelago; so the sentiments voiced 
by the insurgents about the friars and 
church property cannot be taken as the 
sentiments of the great body of the na- 
tives no more than they can be taken as 
the sentiments of the natives towards 
our people and government. 


“What the natives are or have they 
owe to the friars. By them they were 
lifted out of savagery and brought un- 
der influences of Christianity. By them 
they were educated, not only in the 
schools, but in the fields and the work- 
shops, were taught by them the very in- 
dustries which are now the source of 
their prosperity. 

“As to the confiscation of the estates 
you might as well talk of confiscating 
the estates of the Vanderbilts, the 
Astors and other millionaires, whose 
estates have, in the course of years, 
grown so wonderfully. There would be 
just as much right and justice in one case 
as in the other. The estates of the re- 
ligious orderg have been acquired in the 
usual way by purchase, and in the course 
of nearly four centurles have naturally 
grown large, but if even unbiased 
Protestant witnesses are to be credited, 
large as they are, all are used for the 
betterment and uplifting of the natives. 

“A former British consul (a Protestant) 
writing on this subject, says: ‘It was 
by means of these estates the friars in- 
troduced agriculture and settled habits 
of life among tribes originally nomadics; 
that they got them to live in villages and 
introduced amongst them the arts of 
civilization; that they acquired the 
power of inducing them to labor witha 
certain amount of regularity and 
method—the great safeguard against a 
relapse again into their original state 
of savagery. The natives,’ he gays, ‘are 
with some rare exceptions in need of 
tutelage, without which they would fall 
back to the customs of their ancestors, 
a tutelage that no one can exercise bet- 
ter than the friars. Within the pre- 
cincts of the monasteries are to be found 
carpenter shops, forges, brick and tile 
yards, etc., to teach the natives various 
trades. The villages formed around 
them presented a pleasing picture of 
happiness and content, in startling con- 
trast with those who were stil] pagan 
and uncivilized.’ 

“In a short time I will start for the 
Philippines, and I will personally inves- 
tigate all charges made against re- 
ligious orders, titles of property, etc. 
Until I have completed my work I would 
ask the good people of the United States 
not to be too ready to swallow as facts 
the opinions of gentlemen whose previ- 
ous training and lack of opportunities 
to get at the real facts do not warrant 
their statements concerning the Catholic 
ministers of religion, the intellectual 
capacity, the moral and social condition 
of the people of the archipelago, to be 
taken as undisputed facts by sensible 
and just minds; nor can they, therefore 
be taken as an exact presentation’ of a 
condition of things in the Philippines 
upon which the United States govern- 
ment could prudently and equitably base 
its policy with regard to thig archi- 
pelago. The church asks only justice, 
and I will not countenance the retention 
of one inch of property which is not now 
legitimately held, 

“One word now on another subject: I 
See that it is said that the object of my 
visit to the White House on Saturday 
Was to protest against the looting and 
desecrating of the churches in the Philip- 
pines.

Claims Resulting From Seizure of 
Scalers to Be Arbitrated, 


Stringent Regulations of the 
Russian Nation. 


Fleet of Government Ships Constantly Patrols 
Thirty-Mile Zone. 


Washington, Oct. 25.—Russia has at 
last agreed to arbitrate with the United 
States the the

claims resulting from 
seizure of sealers in Bering Sea, 
have been pending for about eight years. 
A protocol between the two governments 
has been drawn up, the final formalities 
are expected to be concluded next month, 
arbitration will probably take 
the form of the Venezuelan court. 

The claims against Russia originated 
in the seizure by the Russian authorities 
off the coast of Siberia of three Ameri- 
can sealing vessels. The damages 
claimed aggregate about $150,000. The 
vessels were the James Hamilton Lewis, 
ave Cape Horn Pigeon and the C. H.

The league 
Was fixed originally because it repre- 
sented the extreme distante from shore 
that a shot could be thrown by one of 
the old cannon used in coast defense, 
and the Russians hold that the limit 
should be extende ss to correspond to the 


increased sea range of modern ordnance, 


Russia has always taken an advanced 
position in preserving her seal herds, 
a hus more stringent laws and regu- 
lations in that direction than any of the 
countries interested. Under the Rus- 
Sian system a zone 30 miles wide is es- 
tablished around the seal islands be- 
longing to the empire. A British or 
Japanese sealer cannot operate within 
ae zone, except to buy skins of the 
Russian inhabitants of the islands. The 
Russians themselves are permitted to 
kill only bachelor seals, it being against 
regulations to kill a female or 

They are allowed to killa 
seal only when he is on land, 
it being forbidden to kill any manner of 
seal in the water. The Russian au- 
thorities see that these regulations are 
enforced. A fleet of government ships 
patrols the 30-mile zone, and any foreign 
who attempts to operate within 
these limits is seized. 

As a rule, the seized sealers are taken 
to Viladivostock, their catch confiscated, 
and severe punishment inflicted. This 
has led to many protests, but Russia 
maintained her rigid regulations against 
foreigners within the 30-mile zone. 

One notable case was that of Captain 
Johnson of the sailing schooner Emma 
of Juneau, Alaska, who says his ves- 
sel encountered heavy weather and was 
blown into the Ochotsk Sea. A Russian 
cruiser overhauled her. The Russians 
claimed he was after seals and seized 
the vessel and crew, taking them to 
Saghalien. The prisoners, 10 in num- 
ber, were confined in a cell 12 by 16, in 
which were 45 men all told. After be- 
ing confined six months, the prisoners 
were taken to Vladivostock for trial. 
This was a farce they say. They were 
convicted and sentenced to serve six 
months each. The Viadivostosk prison 
was little better than that at Saghalien. 
Finally their sentence was served and 
they were released without money or 
food. The Russians refused to do any- 
thing for them. At the end of 11 days 
a merchant raised a purse, which paid 
their passage to Nagasaki, whence they 
were sent to Yokohama by the American 
consul. They asked the United States 
to compel Russia to pay an indemnity, 
basing their claim on the unwarrant- 
able seizure of their vessel. 

Another case was that of the 
Dahlia, cleared by a United States con- 
sular officer, but manned with a Japan- 
ese crew They attempted to take seals 
on the Russian islands. They met with 
farmed resistance and several of the

ELECTION OF BRYAN. 


Filipino Newspaper Says It Will

Brockton, Mass., Oct. 25.—Through the 
action of three of the local shoe unions 
last night, in accepting the recent re- 
port of the American Federation of 
Labor, a split has occurred in labor 
circles, and may become serious, unless 
a compromise is effected. 

Monday night two of the unions re- 
jected the report, but last night three 
accepted it, and two unioas voted to lay 
it on the table. The unions which took 
favorable action on the report were the 
Edgemakers, the Finishers and the 
Treers, although the latter did so on 
the condition that the recommendations 
made by the American Federation of 
Labor should be lived up to by the 
Boot and Shoe Makers’ union. 

The Sole Leather union and the Stitch- 
ers tabled the resolutions, but the lat- 
ter’s action was not taken until a com- 
mittee had visited other unions and 
found out their sentiments. The joint 
council will hold its meeting on Friday 
evening, when the matter will be settled 
either way or the other, but the 
unions favoring the report may not 
abide by the council's decison.

Killed by P-emature Explosion. 

Springfield, M@gss., Oct. 25.—Frank 
Maloe, an Italian living in West Spring- 
field, was killed by the premature ex- 
plosion of a charge of dynamite in a 
trap rock quarry, on the outskirts of that 
‘town. Maloe’s body was thrown nearly 
200 feet-by the force of the explosion, and 
was terribly mangled. Three other 
workmen were badly injured. 


Camp Cround Burned. 

Cincinnati, Oct. 25.— Epworth Heights, 
50 acres of woodland, situated on a hill 
near Loveland, 20 miles east of here, 
and used by the Methodist church as a 
campmeeting grounds, Was swept by 
fire yesterday. Out of 42 buildings, only 
four were saved. Two women set fire 
to a pile of dead leaves, and in a few 
moments the whole grove was on fire 
Loss, $50,000. 


To Settle by Arbitration. 

Washington, Oct. 25.—The government 
of Guatemala has accepted the propo- 
sition of the United States government 
to adjust by arbitration the claim of 
Mr. May of Tennessee, aggregating 
about $125,000, in which sum May claims 
he was damaged through the action of 
the Guatemalan government in wrong- 
fully depriving him of a railroad con- 
cession. 


Railroad’s Generous Ac‘ion. 

Chicago, Oct. 25.—A plan for helping 
its employes carry their life insurance 
has been inaugurated by the manage- 
ment of the Chicago and Alton Railroad 
company on account of the prohibitory 
premiums demanded by insurance com- 
panies. The company proposes to de- 
fray one-half the premium of each 
policy, the men to stand the other half.

British Forces Being Hemmed 
In Around Ladysmith. 


Mysterious Reticence of War 
Office at London. 


Speculation as to Whereabouts of the 
Men Under General Yule, 


Norihern Natal Appears to Se Entirely In 
Hands of the Boers. 


London, Oct. 25.—The following dis- 
patch from General White to the Marquis 
of Lansdowne, secretary of state for war, 
received last evening at 11, was|/posted 
at the war office soon after midnight: 

“Ladysmith, Oct. 24, 9 p. m.—Informa- 
tion received yesterday showed that the 
Boers had 
considerable numbers, in an exceedingly 
strong position west of the main road 
leading from Ladysmith to Dundee. 

“TI had also information that the Dun- 
dee force, formerly commanded by Gen-

“I therefore moved out with a strong 
force to cover the movements of Yule’s 
cclumn. The enemy was discovered 
about seven miles outside of Ladysmith, 
in a position of exceptional natural 
strength, west of the road. When he 
Saw that preparations were being made 
against him, he opened fire with one 
gun, with great accuracy. 

“Our artillery soon got inta position, 
and the gun was silenced. Our troops 
were ordered to occupy a strong rides, 
parallel to the enemy's position, but 
nearer the road. 

“I confined my efforts to occupying 
him and hitting him hard enough to pre- 
vent his taking action against Yule's 
cclumn. Numbers of the enemy filed 
to the west, and the firing had practical- 
ly ceased at 2 o'clock.” 


The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Daily Mail, telegraphing at 9:45 p. m. 
yesterday, says: General Yule has per- 
formed a brilliant strategical movement. 
By a swift march to the south, leaving 
Glencoe empty, he had effected a june- 
tion of his forces with those of General 
White, slightly to the north of Lady- 
smith. The two are now in a position 
to offer battle. I believe the first at- 
tack will be made on the large Free 
State force, which entered Natal by way 
of Tentwa pass, and which hag since 
been harrassing Ladysmith. The mil- 
itary authorities decided that by join- 
ing their forces, the two generals would 
be better able to cope with one large 
force at a time than by having two small 
detachments to oppose simultaneously 
two big Boerforces. Accordingly, after 
defeating the Free State troops, they 
will ecffer battle to Commandant Gen- 
eral Joubert. Only 40 miles separate the 
two Boer forces. Hence the need for 
swift and telling action. The two sec- 
tions of the Boer army, together, out- 
number the entire British force by three 
to one. Hard fighting is certain ata 
very early date. Our men are confident, 
and there is much enthusiasm. The 
fighting. today outside Ladysmith was 
a mere brush. The losses on neither 
side were significant. It was merely an 
artillery duel, in which the Boers came 
off decidedly the worst. 


Although there is no reason to doubt 
the accuracy of the dispatch from Cape 
Town to The Daily Mail regarding Gen- 
eral Yule’s movement, it is curious that 
General White's telegram to the war 
office makes no mention of a joining of 
forces. 

When the war office dispatch was is- 
sued, just after midnight, the officials 
announced that nothing more would be 
announced until late this forenoon, 
so that it is mpossible to confirm or 
deny the news. General Yule had a 
heavy march Monday over the Strat- 
ford slopes and the Zurfontein table, 
both over 5000 feet high, and arrived 
after Cusk at Beith, which is half way 
between Rorke’s Drift and Waschbank. 
He had still a heavy march, and was 
hardly expected to join General White 
at Ladysmith until today. 

His movements were actuated by 
sound judgment, since he soon would 
have been surrounded and in a desperate 
position. The combined forces now at 
Ladysmith, now amounting to some 12,- 
000 men, will be amply sufficient to act 
on the defensive. A few more victories 
like Glencoe and Elandslaagte would 
leave the British troops without officers. 


While the Boers have failed to take 
advantage of their Strategic position, 
owing to incompetence or haste of their 
leaders, the British have no cause for 
congratulation over the results of the 
Natal operations. They have suffered 
heavy losses in men, and their victories 
have practically done for nothing, the 
whole of northern Natal being now 
abandoned to the Boers. 

It would have been better to have 
concentrated on Ladysmith in the first 
instance, but General White and Gen- 
eral Symons had to yield to political 
exigencies and to the local reluctance 
to abardon an inch of territory more 
than was necessary. 

It is not expected that the wounded 
left at Dundee will suffer inconvenience 
except in being prisoners of war. The 
news of unrest at Basutoland causes 
mueh anxiety. 

The correspondents who were taken 
priscners in the train at Elanslaagte 
have since escaped. They report that 
they were wel] treated by the Boers, and 


thet, in collecting and assisting the 
wounded, Boers and British seem to 
have been mutually helpful. 


The war office dispatch seems to realize 
the worst fears. General Yule has aban- 
doned not only Dundee, but Glencoe also, 
and, so far as present news would ind!- 
cate, he l@s neithen joined General 
White nor reached Ladysmith. General 
White's “successful action” announced 
in parliament by Mr. Wyndham seems 
to resolve itself into a mere engaging of 
the attention of the Free State troop3, 
while General Yule is slipping south+ 
ward. 

It is evident from the official dispatches 
that both Commandant General Jon- 
bert’s column on the norta and the 
Orange Free State troops on the west 
now occupy strong positions and that 
nothing hinders the Boers from following 
up General Yule’s retirement and get- 
ting around Ladysmith from the south- 
east. Until reinforcements arrive it 
seems that General White is obliged to 
concentrate on Ladysmith, 


The colonial office has received @ 
cablegram stating that President Steyn 
of the Orange Free State has issued a 
proclamation annexing that part ot 
Cape Colony which is north of the Vaal 
river. This means Griqualand west and 
Bachuanaland, and isapparently in con- 
sequence of the Free State forces having 
seized the railway and all stations north 
of Kimberley except Mafeking, unless 
Mafeking has fallen since the last news 
from there, which is a week old. 

eee 

In the absence of authentic news, the 
most reasonable interpretation of the 
various reports seems to point to some 
artillery practice at Glencoe Saturday 
and Sunday, but with no fighting at close 
quarters. As, however, communication 
between Glencoe and Ladysmith thought 
to have been restored by the British vic- 
tory at Elandslaagte was again broken 
by the destruction of the railway bridge 
at Waschbank, north of Ladysmith, 
and between Elandslaagte and Glencoe, 
the difficulties of the British commander 
in Natal in re-enforcing Yule have been 
enormously increased, and until ihe 
British forces at Ladysmith and Glencoe 
are united and the main body of the 
Boers is broken the situation must re- 
main disquieting for the British. 

The London papers sharply criticise 
Lord Wolseley’s summary of the Natal 
situation. They say it has a distinct re- 
semblance to the statements of the Span- 
ish ministry when preparing their 
countrymen for news of the disaster at 
Santiago. This, however, is probably 
an overstrained view. The suspense 
and anxiety already existing has been 
increased by the report to the effect that 
the Boers have secured the services of 
1300 natives. The vague and varied 
estimates of the Boer losses and the ab- 
sence of anything officia] on the subject 
are arousing misgivings as to whether 
the beaten enemy suffered proportion- 
ately to the disastrous losses of the 
victors, 

The ordering of the channel squadron 
to Gibraltar is taken by London to mean 
that complications are threatened with 
some foreign power, notably Russia, 
who it is even rumm@fed has actually oc- 
cupied Herat. It is stated in high au- 
thority that an Anglo-German under- 
standing has been arrived at by which 
in return for German non-interference 
in South Africa the British navy will 
not be used to thwart any colonizing de- 
signs Emperor William may have in the 
Levant. The combined Mediterranean 
and channel squadrons will give Eng- 
land a most powerful naval force head- 
ed by 16 battleships of the first line. 

Colonel Baden-Powell at Mafeking has 
been heard from directly under date of 
Oct, 15, confirming the previous reports 
of his losses in the destruction of the 
armored train. 


A dispatch from Kimberley, dated Oct. 
21, and brought by a dispatch rider to 
the Orange river, has just arrived at 
Cape Town. It says: The situation in 
Kimberley is unchanged. The siege con- 
tinues. Yesterday the armored train 
found the enemy in the same position in 
the Spytfontein neighborhood. The pris- 
oners who were capture@ when the arm- 
ored train was destroyed ‘by the Boers 
at Kraalpan are now reported alive and 
well treated. The Boers hoisted the flag 
of the Transvaal over Vryburg on Oct. 
18, and are about issuing a proclamation 
that Bechuanaland now forms part of 
the Transvaal. This is regarded as a 
move On the part of the enemy to induce 
the colonial Dutch to join the republic 
without incurring the risk hereafter of 
the charge of high treason if the Boers 
are ultimately defeated. 


Arthur J. Balfour, first lord of the 
treasury and government leader in the 
house of commons, writing to the Con- 
servative candidate for parliament in 
Bow, makes it perfectly clear that the 
government asks the support of the 
electorate at the present juncture on 
patriotic grounds. He says: 

“On questions of legislation much 
might, on a more fitting occasion, be 
said; but all subjects of merely domestic 
interest are dwarfed by the Stirring 
events in South Africa. There we find 
our troops, both British and colonial, 
from the necessities of the case divided 
and isolated and, for the moment, greatly 
outnumbered, yet resisting with the 
utmost heroism an unprovoked invasion 
of the queen's dominions. 

“Our imperial destinies are now bej 1g 
decided in Natal and Cape Colony. Con- 
Stituencies that are called on at sucha 
crisis to elect representatives in pariii- 
ment cannot remain idle spectators of 
a contest which, though it be waged 6000 
miles away, does most nearly touch us 
all. They have an exceptional shar; of 
the national responsibilities, ang for my 
part, I cannot doubt that the elect. rs 
who suffrages you are asking will reel 
that their first duty ig to strengthen the 
hands of those to whom, under condi- 
tions of peculiar difficulty, has heesien 
trusted the maintenance of the empire.” 

The Chronicle this morning, comment- 
ing upon the mysterious reticence in re- 
gard to the war office dispatches Says 
that there is nothing to prove that there 
has not been fighting at Dundee or Glen- 
coe, which compelled General] Yule to re- 
treat.

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FOREST FIRES AND WATER FAMINE 


Have Caused Much Suffering and Heavy Dam- 
age In Por:icns of Pennsylvania. 


Bellefonte, Pa., Oct. 25.—It is five 
weeks since rain has fallen in this sec- 
tion, and the forests in the centre of the 
county are being swept by fire. Yes- 
terday morning fire started on the Al- 
leghany mountain and the flames soon 
spread over thousands of acres of land, 
destroying many thousands of dollars’ 
worth of best quality of lumber. The 
mountain east of Snowshoe is a seeth- 
ing mass of flames. Hunting camps 
have been abandoned, and woodsmen on 
lumber jobs have dropped their work 
and turned to saving the saw mills from 
destruction. In different parts of the 
country people are fighting hard to keep 
the flames from reaching their homes. 
There have been many instances of fam- 
ilies narrowly escaping serious injury 
from the flames. 


Carbondale, Pa., Oct. 25.—This section 
of the state has had very little rain for 
many weeks, and as @ result a severe 
water famine prevails. At Olyphant 
there is no water in the mains, and the 
electric light station and several col- 
lieries have been shut down because of 
scarcity of water. The Ontario and 
Western railroad is running water trains 
from Belmont to Olyphant, a distance of 
25 miles, in order to give water for drink- 
ing purposes and to keep the loco- 
motives going. 

In several sections of the county forest 
fires are burning, endangering houses 
and coal breakers, and the fires cannot 
be quenched because of lack of water. 

At Jemmyn the flames crept to within 
a few rods of the Moosic Powder com- 
pany’s plant, and were there checked 
after much trouble. At this place, the 
fli.mes came within 20 feet of the large 
Klobz silk mill, which employs about 
1000 persons. 

At Forest City, five miles above here, 
two houses on the outskirts of the town 
were destroyed. 

The fire on the mountain extends from 
Forest City, south, a distance of 17 miles. 
Much valuable timber has been de- 
stroyed. 


Dahleren Exceeded Requirements. 

Bath, Me., Oct. 25.—By obtaining a 
speed of 31 knots an hour during several 
hours’ trial at sea, the new torpedo boat 
Dahlgren exceeded her contract require- 
ments of 30% knots. and proved herself 
avery able boat. At the same time she 
made better time over a mile course 
than has ever been reached by a tor- 
pedo boat of her size in the world. The 
trial was made under very favorable 
conditions. The engines worked mag- 
nificently, there being little vibration at 
22 knots, afd practically none when go- 
ing at higher speed.- At the conclusion 
of the speed test, the boat's wheel was 
put hard over and she was given a severe 
turn under full headway. She turned 
easily and in a short curve. The boat 
will be given other trials during the last 
of the week. 


They Must Go Back. 

New York, Oct. 25.—The decision of the 
coramissioners of immigration has been 
upheid by the secretary of the treasury 
in the inatter of four Armenian children, 
who came to this country Oct. 2, with 
their passage paid by Esther Keshishian 
of Bridgeport, Conn. The four children 
are orphans, and the eldest is only ll 
years of age. Mrs. Keshishian waa 
formerly a missionary in Armenia, and 
after going to Bridgeport told a number 
of wealthy women of the circumstances 
of the children, and aroused their pity 
and interest, so that it was decided to 
care for and educate the orphans in 
Bridgeport. Because the passage of the 
children had been paid by outsiders they 
will be sent back on Saturday. 


Jeffords Knocked Out. 

New York, Oct. 26.—Jim Jeffords, the 
young California pugilist, made his de- 
but at the new Broadway Athletic club 
last night and was knocked out in the 
fifth round by Gus Ruhlin. Tnere wasa 
lot of slugging in the first four rounds, 
and if Jeffords, who is very clever, had 
not mixed things up so freely he would 
have undoubtedly stalled Ruhlin’s rushes 
and probably have lasted the iimit.

CENSORSHIP OF NEWS 


Makes It Difficult to Get Accu- 
rate Reports From Front. 


But Little Reliance Placed 
on Official Dispatches. 


British Forces Have at Last Effected 
a Junction at Ladysmith, 


Chamberlain and Davitt Have Another Innings 


In the Commons. 


London, Oct. 26.—With unconscious 
humor, a Cape Town correspondent tel- 
egraphed yesterday: ‘The censorship, 
which is always a delicate matter, is 
working smoothly and without a hitch.” 

This exactly hits off the state of af- 
fairs today. An ominous veil is still 

rawn over the movements of both 
General White <nd General Yule. Be- 
yond belated Ladysinith dispatches con- 
cerning the Eland..aagte fight, which 
are still filtering in, the British public 
is left in complete darkness. and to con- 
jecture over “cooked” war dispatches. 
The ollicials of the war oflice last even- 
ing said that very few dispatches had 
arrived. 

Since itis practically certain that Gen- 
eral Yule has now effected a conjunc- 
tion with General White, although this 
Was not brought about Tuesday night, 
as announced in The Daily Mail, but 
some time on Wednesday, and as both 
are now in a position of safety, con- 
jecture concerns:itself chiefly with the 
manner of General Yule’s retreat. 

That it was hasty is evident. Was it 


disorderly? Was any considerable 
camp equipment abandoned? Was 
there any fighting on the way? Such 


questions, and others like them, the pub- 
lic is anxiously asking. Since the re- 
ceipt of General White’s curious first 
description of the Ladysmith fight, in 
which the British lost 100 men, little re- 
liance can be placed on the official dis- 
patches. While the concealment of the 
facts regarding General Yule’s retreat 
can be amply justified on the’ground of 
keeping the intelligence from the Boers, 
the hiding of the news respecting the 
hussars and fusiliers, who were ap- 
parently captured in the battle at Glen- 


(coe, is severely criticised, no intimation 


even having been given that the officers 
were missing. 

The heavy losess of the British troops 
in facing only some 3000 Boers are com- 
mented upon as what rifle fire means to- 
day in the hands of even undisciplined 
men, who can shoot fairly straight, and 
stand their ground. Comparisons are 
made with the first employment of the 
magazine rifle in the Hispano-American 
war, and it is considered that the Amer- 
ican losses at El Caney and San Juan 
would have been much heavier if the 
Spaniards had doggedly stood their 
ground, like the Boers. 

General Buller is expected to arrive 
at the Cape early next week, and thein- 
dications are that some troops have 
already arrived at the front and been 
in the fighting, whose arrival has not 
yet been announced. There is every 
probability, therefore, that reinforce- 
ments are now moving up. This is cal- 
culated to hasten Commandant General 
Joubert's attack upon Ladysmith, and 

news of a big battle Is daily expected. 

About half a complete army corps is 
now afloat, and a lull has occurred in 
dispatching the remainder of General 
Buller’s forces, owing to some difficulty 
in obtaining transports. The mobi'iza- 
tion and embarkation of 21,000 men, how- 
ever, have proceeded with the utmost 
smoothness and completeness, extorting 
admiration from even the severest critics 
of the war office organization. 

Although news has arrived that Gen- 
eral Symons is doing well, there is noin- 
dication as to his whereabouts. It is 
presumed that he ie at Dundee in the 
hands of the Boers. 

Speaking at Dublin yesterday to the 
departing troops, Generé il Roberts of 
Kandahar said that, however important 
previous campaigns in South Africa had 
appeared at the time, they dwindled into 
insignificance when-compared with the 
great event in which the Britis h troops 
were about to engage. 

The junction of General Yule’s column 
with General White’s force, after a 
skirmish with the Orange Free State 
troops, will enable them to take up a 
strong defensive position at Ladysmith, 
General White was not responsible for 
the separation of the forces in the two 
garrisons at a distance too great to ad- 
mit of co-operation and support. There 
were strategical reasons for it, since 
Glencoe, with a railway spur leading to 
Dundee, was the n atural outpost for the 
defense of Natal, and the garrison there 
blocked any flank movement that might 
have threatened the communications of 
the main body with the coast. 

General White receives credit for at- 
tacking the Boers north of the second 
battlefield, in order to distract their at- 
tention and to allow General Yule to 
march across the country and to join 
forces with him. General White's 
“third victory,”’ however, proves to have 


been a drawn vattie, he merely content- 
ing himself with holding the Boers in 
check to cover Yule’s retreat. 

Many experts are satisfied that Gen- 
eral Joubert is even now close to the 
heels of the British, and that a decisive 
action may be fought today. The main 
fact is that the British were forced to 
evacuate the natural triangle which the 
Boers nightly claim as a conspicuous suc- 
cess, 

The situation in the west is becoming 
complicated. The Boer proclamations 
of annexation and the claims of a vie- 
tory at Glencoe are liabie to induce the 
Dutch to side with their countrymen 
already in the field. It ig said, for in- 
etance, that the Boer forces have evacu- 
ated Vryburg, which will be garrisoned 
by the local Dutch. It is also believed 
that the Dutch beyond Gr iauatows n are 
only awaiting encouragement to declare 
for the Transyaal. 

New and stringent orders were pro- 
mulgated yesterday with reference to 
the defences of Gibralaar. The privilege 
Englishmen have hitherto had of enter- 
ing the gate without a pass is tempor- 
arily suspended. Nobody is allowed to 
enter Or to inspect the batteries. Even 
the famous St. Michael's cave is closed 
because it is required for the storage of 
arms and ammunition. 

The war oftice returns show that the 
total British casualties since the be- 
ginning of hostilities reach 597, 18 offi- 
cers having been killed and 55 wounded, 
and 76 men killed and 435 wounded, 
There are 13 unaccounted for. 

This total does not, however, include 
the squadron of the Eighteenth Hus- 
sars, which went astray near Dundee, 
and the officers of the Dublin fusiliers. 


Michael Davitt, Irish Nationalist, 
member for South Mayo, announced in 
the house of commons yesterday that he 
would resign as a protest against the 
Boer war. Mr, Davitt denounced the 
jingo press, anc. said that the war for the 
meanest and most mercenary aims would 
be known as the greatest crime of the 
century. He declared that if he had been 
offered home rule and an Irish republic, 
he would not have accepted them if ac- 
companied by the condition that he vote 
for the war. Asa protest he would ask 
to be relieved from attendance in the 
house. He had been in the house for five 
years trying to obtain justice for Ireland, 
and he left it convinced that “No cause 
of justice and right would have the sup- 
port of the house, unless backed by 
force.” 

Sir William Vernon-Harcourt, the 
former Liberal leader in the house, said 
he desired again to call attention to the 
provocation of Mr. Chamberlain, during 
the negotiations, and in his speech at 
Highbury. 

Mr. Chamberlain replied, repudiating 
the intention to be provocative, and say- 
ing the only intended to be plain and free 
from ambiguity. He added that he had 
only followed in the negotiations the 
principles observed by all statesmen 
during the pas‘ 10 or 20 years. The 
people, he cor..ikued, wera entitled tu de- 
mand a clear expression of views, and 
there never had been the slightest justi- 
fication for the statement that Presi- 
dent Kruger had been in doubt. Mr. 
Chamberlain then said: 

“Our object, methods and determina- 
tion were to cerry out these objects. It 
was necessary to impress upon President 
Kruger the seriousness of the step he 
was called upon to take, and the con- 
sequences which would follow any mis- 
take on his part. It was not desirable 
to include in an cfficial dispatch col- 
lateral suggestions, and indications of 

opinion, but semi-official warning was 
frequently conveyed In a speech. A 
similar warning was given by Lord 
Salisbury to the sultan at the Guildhall 
banquet, and I am still absolutely un- 
repentant.” 

Regarding Mr. Davitt, Mr. Chamber- 
Jain said he recognized that he had 
hitherto discussed the matter mod- 
erately and sincerely, “and,” he added, 
“I weuld pay the greatest attention to 
his arguments if 1 did not know he would 
use precisely the same arguments in re- 
gard to any British war, which are based 
on his enmity to England.” 

Mr. Chamberlain then replied to the 
criticism of his not accepting the media- 
tion of Mr. Hofmeyer, the Afrikander 
leader, pointing out that, while he be- 
lieved Mr. Hofmeyer to be sincere, yet 
he could not forget when President 
Kreger made “absolutely illusory pro- 
posals for a settlement” Mr, Hofmeyer 
was perfectly ready to accept them. 
President Kruger misled Mr. Hofmeyer 
in promising him proposals which dif- 
fered from those he really presented. 

“There has,” continued Mr. Chamber- 
lain, ‘‘been on the part of the Transvaal 
ecrcokedness altogether incomprehen- 
sible, if they desiredasettlement. I be- 
lieve that from first to last President 
Kruger never intended to give anything 
approaching equal rights to the white 
race, or any acknowledgement of Bri- 
ish supremacy. War, therefore, was 
inevitable. There has been an enormous 
strain upon us. Weare called to bring 
the war to a quick conclusion, and send 
across the sea a force no nation in his- 
tory ever seut before. This Is entirely 
due to the preparations which made the 
Transvaal an armed camp, and which 
not only secured it a defensive position, 
but enabled it to take the offensive 
against the large force now engaged. 
Such a strain could not be continued 
forever. Weshould have needed a per- 
manent force of 25,000 men in South Af- 
rica. 

“We are told we shall lose South 
Africa. Our foreign friends are con- 
vinced of it. Yet they are not happy. 
Such predictions were made before, and 
were even current in the days of Eliza- 
beth. But I am not alarmed. One 
great Teutonic people cannot hold in 
subjection another greater Teutonic peo- 
ple, but this has never been our course. 
It is impossible to pretend that the 
Dutch at the Cape are crushed by our 
rule, when they have all the rights Eng- 
lishmen possess, and even, in individual 
cases, are permitted to talk and write 
treason. Whatever may be the result of 
the war and the premature talk of the 
present war, does anyone imagine that 
we shall fail to do for others what we 
claimed for ourselves or refuse equal 
rights to the Dutch in the Transvaal 
which they refused us?”

THE WAGE QUESTION 


Will Be Discussed by Manufacturers 
and Labor Organizations, 


An Advance Considered Un- 
likely at Present. 


Con’erence Committee Appointed to Consider 
Arguments of2Tex'ile Operat ves. 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 26.—Following 
the precedent set a year ago, the Man- 
ufacturers’ association of this city de- 
cided yesterday afternoon to meet rep- 
resentatives of the various labor or- 
ganizations and discuss the wage ques- 
tion. No date was named, but it is 
Stated that this will be determined 
shortly at a mecting of the manufac- 
turers’ committee, and Secretary Roun- 
seville will notify Secretary Whitehead 
of the textile committee of the date 
Set for the conference. 

President Chase called the meeting of 
the Manufacturers’ association to order 
shortly after 2:30 p. m., and stated the 
purpose of the meeting, Secretary Roun- 
seville reading the request from the 
textile representatives for a conference 
to consider the question of an increase 
in the wages of the 30,000 operatives of 
this city. Considerable discussion was 
had, but the meeting being an executive 
one, its trend was not officially made 
public, ; 

It is stated upon good authority that 
the manufacturers generally consider 
this an inopportune time for granting 
an increase in the wages of the opera- 
tives. They do not see, however, that 
there can be any great harm done in 
appointing a conference committee and 
considering the arguments which will 
be advanced by the textile committee 
A mistake w: is made once in not gzrant- 
ing a conference, and the manufacturers 
do not propose to blunder in this way 
again. They can present their side of 
the question to the operatives, and, 
whether the increase is granted or not,a 
better feeling will remain than if the 
conference was rejected. 

The cornmittee appointed consists of 
President Chase, Secretary Rounseville, 
N. B. Borden, Charies M. Shove, Thomas 
.. Brayton, John D. Flint and James E. 
Osborne. 

At the time the last restoration of 
12% percent was made there was some 
talk of adopting a sliding scale in the 
future, based on the cost of production 
and the market value of the finished 
product, but this never materialized, and 
it is believed will not, at least in the 
near future. 

The representatives of the operatives 
are pleased at the decision of the man- 
ufacturers to grant them a conference 
although they did not expect an adverse 
decision. They hope to be able to bring 
the manufacturers about to their way of 
thinking, and obtain an increase, or a 
promise of an increase. It is not at all 
impossible that a compromise may be 
effected, but this is not at present con- 
sidered prodable. 

Me jori'y Stand by Dec's on. 

Brockton, Mass., Oct. 26.—Through the 
favorable action of two of the unions 
last night the eight unions of the city 
now stand 5 to 3 in favor of accepting 
the decision of the American Federation 
of Labor, recently issued. The mixed 
and the Stitchers’ unions both took the 
report from the table and voted to ac- 
cept it. On the other hand, the Cutters’ 
union refused to reconsider its vote of 
Monday night when it denounced th 
action of the American Federation of 
Labor. A new convention of the Boot 
and Shoe Workers’ union is now being 
agitated for next June. 


Tatked Over Grievances. 

St. Albans, Vt., Oct. 26.—Messrs. Clarke 
and Morrissey of the Conductors’ and 
Trainmen’s unions had a long confer- 
ence yesterday with the management of 
the Central Vermont rallroad. The con- 
ference Was mainly devoted to a general 
discussion of grievances of the men in 
the train department. The committee 
would not give out any information. It 
is believed, however, that the general 
attitude of the management was con- 
ciliatory. Nothing has occurred to 
change the situation, 

Criish Locking For Pointers. 

Washington, Oct. 26.—Lieutenant Col- 
one! Lee, military attache of the British 
embassy here, has been conferring with 


the war department authorities as to 
methods of field telegraphy which might 
be serviceable in the South African cam- 


paign. The American operations in 
Cuba and the Philippines have developed 
several novel and exclusive devices for 
emergency telegraph communication in 
the field which, however, are not at the 
disposal of the foreign governments. 


Bicycle Trusi’s Prices. 

New York, Oct. 26.—The American Bi- 
cycle company has issued a statement 
announcing that the general directionof 
the various factories and selling depart- 
ments will be conducted in New York 
city. The various companies will form 
into groups, and One company of each 
group will, besides its own product, sell 
that of the other companies in the group. 
The prices adopted are $75 and $60 for 
chainless wheels, and $50, $40, $35, $20 and 

26 for chain wheels.

“When I got to the attic room,” he 
went on, “I ff are Succio squatting ona 
mattress cryi and calling upon his 
wife to spei nk. “His wife’s head rested in 
his lap and he held the revolver in one 
hand as if about to end his own life, but 
I snatched it from him.” 

The only other arrest in connection 
With the crime was that of John Parks, 
whom the police say is detained only as 

drunk. He had been attracted by 
Succio’s cries and rushed into the hous e, 

When asked what the relations be- 
tween Succio and his wife were, Brezia 
replied that they were alw ays pleasant, 
and that he never noticed any friction, 
He himself showed the greatest distress 
over the occurrence, and complained of 
the depressing effect it would have upon 
his business, 

Succio has been employed as a carriage 
washer in J. P. Parker's livery stable 
and had worked there almost continu- 
ously for four years. Patrick Kearns, 
Parker's foreman, said that Succio was 
thoroughly reliable, and was not accus- 
tomed to excessive drinking. 

Succio Was engaged in an Italian quar- 
rel last summer, as a result of which he 
was charged with assault with a dan- 
gerous weapon, but was released and 
placed on probation in consideration of 
the circumstances attending the affair. 

It seems that one evening a number 
of Italians visited Brezia’s house in a 
drunken condition. In the course of the 

brawl Succio, who was sober, claimed he 
had been continually insulted, and 
finally, in a fit of rage, he drew a revol- 
ver and shot one of the visitors in the k &. 

Succio made good his es ape, but re- 
turned to Mak Within a week's time

The Boers own officially that they lost 
over one hundred killed at Elandslaagte. 
Three hundred prisoners, wounded and 
unwounded, are in the hands of the 
British, including several of high posi- 


tions. The Transvaal force defeated at 
Elandsiaagte was the Johannesburg 
corps. The bombardment of Mafeking 


has commenced again, with unknown 
result. The cordon is closing around 
Kimberley and the situation is grave. 
The Boers fave got their Hussar pris- 
oners safely to Pretorta. 

Altogether, the campaign is being 
pushed by the Boers so strenuously and 
on such strategical lines that the situa- 
tion of the British must in all proba- 
bility give cause for deep anxiety for 
some time to come. It is difficult to see 
how the concentrated force at Lady- 
smith, in spite of the reinforcements 
reported as arriving from Pietermar- 
itzburg, will be able to take the aggres- 
sive immediately. Indeed, the Boers are 
reported to be again massing at Elands- 
laagte. 

Apart from the fatigue, regiments like 
the Gordon Highlanders and Royal Ri- 
fles have been practically without offi- 
cers since the fight, and one hundred and 
thirty-five additional officers have been 
ordered to leave England as speedily as 
pcssible. The Boer side of the fighting 
in Natal is beginning to filter through 
the cable from Pretoria. The Boers ad- 
mit reverses at Elandslaagte and Glen- 
coe, claiming, however, subsequent oc- 
cupation of Natal as far south as Lady- 
smith, which they are now investing 
Ten truck loads of British prisoners 
they say, are held in Pretoria, among 
them are nine officers of the Eighteenth 
Hussars and the Dublin Fusiliers, ta 
ken at Glencoe. 

Various rumors of European interven 
tion in Africa or encroachments in Asia 
continue to be set afloat, but they are 
prcbably ill-founded. Germany at all 
events is friendly and if any menace 
exists it is from Russia. A part of the 
missing Hussars have reached Lady- 
smith. The British war office states the 
British casualties to date to be about 
600.

Collieries Closed. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 27.—An unsuc- 
cessful attempt Was made yesterday to 
resume work at the collieries of the 
Susquehanna Coal company at Nanti- 
coke, which have been idle three months 
owing 10 a strike. Not enough of the 
striking miners applied for work to 
warrant the company in keeping the 
collieries in operation. The company 
officials say they will have no further 
dealings with the strikers looking to a 
compromise, but will close down all the 
mines until such time as the men are 
ready to return to work. The company 
had 4000 men and boys on its payro'ls 
when the strike occurred. Business of 
all kinds is paralyzed in the town. 


Poachers Punished. 

Gardiner, Me., Oct. 27.—It appears that 
the shooting of a big moose in Alna last 
week has an entirely different sequel 
than was reported. John Brown, who 
shot the moose, and who claimed that 
he was treed by the animal, now tells a 
different story. Being cornered in his 
examination, he admitted that it was a 
cow incose, and that he was not treed 
at all Brown and two other poachers 
were taken before Justice FPeasie of 
Whitefield yesterday. Brown pleaded 
guilty, and, not having any money or 
property, was sentenced to 60 days in 
jail. The other two fought the case 
and were convicted, receiving sentences 
to pay $500 each and costs. 


Alleged Forger In Custody. 

Boston, Oct. 27.—Walter D. Smith, 28 
years old, whose home is in Dorchester, 
was arrested yesterday at Hull on the 
specific charge of forging a check for 
$62.50. The police, however, state that 
Smith has been engaged in several trans- 
actions during the past two months that 
will bear further investigation. Sinith 
was employed by F. C. Macomber & Co., 
insurance brokers, and the check al- 
leged to have been forged was made to 
the firm. It is also claimed that he 
pilfered $100 from the cash drawer, be- 
sides cashing other checks that had 
either ficticious makers or were made 
payable to the firm, and the « :dorse- 
ment forged.

New York, Oct. 27.—Brigadier General 
Henry of the U. S. A. is ill at his home 
here. Late last night the general's 
son said that his father’s condition was 
critical, and that his death was expected 
at any moment. He said that Dr. G. 
H. Jarvis, Dr. Smith, an expert in 
pulmonary diseases, and Dr. Stevenson, 
an army surgeon, and the members of 
the family were in constant attendance 
at the sick man's bedside.

New «York, Oct. 27.—Miss Helen M. 
Gould has given $6000 to the League for 
Socia! Service, to be used in a crusade 
against Mormonism. The league has 
issued 1,070,000 pamphlets, in pursuance 
of Miss Gould’s directions. They are 
aimed directly at Mormonism and Brig- 
ham H. Roberts as congressman, and 
will be distributed all over the country.

This incident took place in the tem- 
ple. It is the familiar story of the wid- 
ow’s mites. Jesus was watching the 
people put their money in the treasury, 
which consisted of brazen trumpet 
shaped chests into which voluntary 
offerings for the sacrifice fund were 
placed. Many out of their abundance 
gave liberally. A poor widow gave two 
mites, but it was all her living for that 
day. Men would have condemned her 
act as one lacking judgment, but Christ 
commended the poor widow and de- 
clared that she had given more than all 
the rest. 

Undoubtedly that which led Christ 
to commend the widow’s gift was the 
fact that it was the offering of a hum- 
ble heart, full of love to God. It was 
an expression of her gratitude to God. 
It was the measure of her love, and in 
giving all she proved that she loved 
God with all her being. Love should be 
the prompter of our gifts and the meas- 
ure of them, but, alas, it is not always 
so, or, if it is, the love of many must 
be very small indeed. This gift of love 
sets forth the characteristics of true 
giving to God. 

1. It was prompted by the proper 
motive—love to God. Love to God and 
for His cauée in the world should in- 
spire all our giving. 

2. The purpose for which the gift 
was made was a good one. It was for 
the benefit of the sacrifice fund of God’s 
temple—a most worthy purpose to 
which to give. Money given to win the 
applause of men to attain social or po- 
litical position is not approved of God 
or commended by Christ. But if given 
for some noble and lofty purpose, the 
carrying forward of God’s work in the 
world, the relief of the distressed and 
needy or the uplifting of mankind, God 
is sure to approve the gift and to bless 
and reward the giver. 


3. It was a self sacrificing gift. It 
was a gift that cost something. It was 


the widow’s all and perhaps necessi- 
tated want and hunger for that day at 
least. The value of a gift in the sight 
of God is not its literal worth, but the 
worth of the one who gave it. What it 
will appear in the sight of God will de- 
pend not upon how much we give, but 
upon how much we have left. God re- 
gards not so much what we give as 
what we keep. The greatness of the 
gift depends upon what it costs to make 
it. The rich gave more than the widow, 
but they had more left than she. Hence 
the superior character of her gift. 

This poor widow's gift should inspire 
us to a more liberal and cheerful con- 
secration of our money to Christ. If 
Christ thought it was right for her to 
give so liberally, He must think the 
same of us, and if He was willing to 
commend her He will be willing to com- 
mend and bless us.

PRICES MAINTAIN STRENGTH 
But Unsezs nab'e Weather tas Caused Falling 
Cff In Retail Trade. 

New York, Oct, 25.- 
A quieting down of distributive trade, 
more particularly at retail, is reported, 
growing out of the unseasonably warm 
weather now being experienced in most 
sections of the country. Reflection of 
this is found in less urgent orders re- 
ceived by jobbers, and in somewhat im- 
paired collections at many points. As 
regards prices, however, there is no 
appreciable loss of strength, the great 
majority of quotations remaining steady, 
and among those making changes ad- 
vances are still most numerous 

That the general business of the coun- 
try remains at an unprecedented vol- 
testified to by the heavy gains 
noted in bank clearings over a year ago, 
and by the immense increases in railway | 
earnings over exceptionally good re- 


Bradstreet's says: 


turns last October. As regards the 
current activity in transportation, it 
may be said that east-bound traffic 


from Chicago in the past month has more 
than doubled that reported in the same 
period a year ago, and nearly twice 
as large as that reported in October of 
1892, a record period of good trade. 

Simultaneously with the drop in 
freight rates this week has come a 
hardening of quotations for cereals. Re- 
ceipts of corn are smaller than were ex- 
pected, and this has resulted in an ad- 
vance at a time when advances, owing 
to the enlarging crop movement, are 
rarely looked for. Wheat has been 
sympathetically strong, as have other 
cereals, and wheat flour has been ad- 
vanced this week. 

Among leading products decreasing in 
price, tin and copper among the metals 
have been most notable. 

Cotton is fractionally lower, as the re- 
sult of the deadlock between foreign 
consumers and American producers. 
The situation of cotton goods, one of 
aggressive strength, is undoubtedly a 
supporting feature of no small account. 

The strength of wool is natural, in 
view of the very large sales, most of 
which are claimed to have been for ac- 
count of manufacturers, though specu- 
lative buying is perceptible. In woolen 
goods demand is favorable. and further 
advances are predicted. 

Lumber is again very firm, as are also 
hides and leather, in sympathy with re- 
cent advances in boots and shoes. 

The situation of iron and steel is, per- 
haps, the most notable one yet presented. 
The feature of the market is the reported 
booking by the steel rail mills of the 
country of nearly 75 percent of their 
capacity for next year's delivery. Heavy 
buying of pig iron, undoubtedly to cover 
some of these rail sales, is reported in 
the central west, at prices little below 
thbse ruling for some time past. 

Demand for hardware is active at 
nearly all markets. The scarcity of 
supplies is still a feature, and jobbers 
are pushed for prompt shipments. Com- 
plaint that high prices are injuring our 
export trade is heard.

A GREAT AT HONOR. 


Former Quincy Teacher to Es- 
tablish System in Cuba. 


It is pleasing to note the further suc- 
cess of a former principal in the 
Quincy school. A Washington dis- 
patch to the Herald says: At the re- 
quest of Gen. Brooke, the secretary of 
war has sent to Ifavana Prof. Alexis 
E. Frye, said to be one of the best 
equipped educators in the country, to 
establish a system of education. He 
goes to Havana as director of public 
schools, and has been authorized to or- 
ganize a public school system, 

President Eliot of Harvard is quoted 
as saying, in a letter to the department 
that he knows of no better equipped 
man for this peculiar field. 

“Prof. Frye,’ said President 
Elliot in this letter,‘‘ Is enthusiastic 
overthe possibilities of great success 
in Cuba, He has secured the pledges 
necessary to enable him to erect six 
school buildings in the island. I have 
no doubt that, if left free to do the 
work there, he would not stop until 
he had built a schoolhouse in every 
village and town in Cuba.” 

Gen. Brooke’s new assistant is a grad- 
uate of the Chicago normal school and 
of Harvard University with the degree 
of master of arts. He is also a gradu- 
ate ef the Harvard law school and a 


member of the Massachusetts bar. He 
has taught every grade from the 
primary through the high school, has 


been a teacher of methods in the Chi- 
cago normal school, superintendent of 
schools in Colorado, and has delivered 
more than 1500 lectures on educational 
topics in almost every state in the 
Union. 

It is claimed that his geographies 
are used by more than 2,000,000 children 
and by 100,000 teachers.

Memorial of Quincy Granite. 
The memorial to Col, 
Prescott of Bunker Hill fame to be 
erected at his birthplace in Pepperell 
on Wednesday is of highly polished 
Quincy granite of Exedra design.

New York, Oct. 30.—The New York 
| Herald has made a careful and strictly 
non-partisan canvas of the political sit- 
uation im this city, New York and other 
states. The following is a brlef sum- 
mary of the results reached: 

Tammany will elect its judiciary and 
county tickets in New York county— 
Manhattan and the Bronx—by majori- 
ties that will exceed 40,000. The Demo- 
crats will elect their county ticket in 
Kings county, Brooklyn, by majorities 
ranging from 4000 to 6000. The Demo- 
crats will carry Queens and Richmond 
counties. By a safe majority the Re- 
publicans will control the assembly; they 
; Will control it even if they do not elect 
a single member in New York county. 
It is not likely that the Republicans will 
elect more than four assemblymen in 
New York county, nor more than seven 
in King’s cownty. They may fall be- 
low four in New York. 

Assemblyman Mazet will probably be 
beaten in the Nineteenth district. 

These losses will be made up by the 
| Republicans in the rural! districts, giv- 
ing Platt a majority of 18 in the as- 
sembly. The present assembly is Re- 
publican by a majority of 27. Edward 
B. Vreeland, Republican, will be elected 
| representative to congress from the 
Thirty-fourch New York district, to suc- 
ceed Warren B. Hooker, resigned. 

Ohio, President McKinley's state, will 
go Republican, and Nash will be elected 
probably by 25,000 majority. 
| The candidacy of Jones of Toledo is 
| hurting McLean. 
| Nebraska, Bryan's state, will be close. 
Bryan is the issue, and late dispatches 
| indicate that he is gaining ground. If 
| the Republicans win there, Bryan's 
candidacy in 1900 will be injured. 

Kentucky is in a wild tumult, and the 
Republicans and honest-election Demo- 
crats are joining forces to defeat Goebel, 
with some prospects of success. Noliv- 
ing man can tell the outcome today. 
Goebel controls the election machinery, 
and his opponents say he will count him- 
self in. 

In Maryland the Democrats will prob- 
| ably elect Smith governor over Lown- 
| des, Republican, and this is expected to 
ngthen Gorman as a Democratic 
candidate for president, 

Expansion is the issue in Iowa, and 
the Republicans who are defending the 
Philippines policy will handsomely elect 
Shaw governor over White, Democrat.

KLLED BEFORE AN AUDIENCE. 
a 
Mag’c’an Either Mage a Terzible Mistake or 
Wan‘ed to End bs Life. 

New York, Oct. 30.—Michael Hatal, a 
magician, died in Bellevue hospital yes- 
terday from bullet wounds inflicted by 
his assistant, Frank Benya, in an East 
Side hall Saturday night, while they 
were performing a feat of magic, in 
which Hatal was to have seemingly 
caught in his teeth bullets fired at him 
from a gun by Benya. MHatal himself 
loaded the gun, an _ old-fashioned 
tuusket, fired by a percussioncap. On 
top of the charge of powder he sup- 
posedly placed a “dummy” bullet that 
would crunsble into powder when the 
musket was fired. Instead, he must 
have substituted two lead bullets of 33 
calibre. The Bellevue physicians re- 
port that one bullet went through the 
left lung, and the second just above and 
to the left side of the heart. Both passed 
entirely through the body. Hatal must, 
therefore, used at least four times the 
usual amount of powder. 

Belore giving the exhibition, Hatal 
asked for some one in the audience who 
had been a soldier to fire the musket. 
Benya responded. “Fire straight at 
me, but a little over to the left,” said 
Hatal to Benya, back of the scenes, just 
before they went on. 

As soon as Hatal had taken his po- 
sition before the audience he called to 
Benya in a loud voice: “Aim here,” 
pointing to his breast. ‘Aim right at 
my heart; don't be afraid.” 

Benya took the instructions literally 
and fired. Hatal threw his hangs in the 
air and fell screaming to the floor He 
was taken to the hospital, and died yes- 
terday, after making a statement ex- 
onerating Benya. It is not known 
whether Hatal made a blunder in load- 
ing the gun, or used leaden bullets, wish- 
ing to be killed.

Her 
marriage occurred some six years ago 
when 18 years old, and her husband is at 
present employed in a general store in 
Mansfield as a delivery clerk. 

Save her little boy, there was no one 
about the house last Friday afternoon 
when Mrs. Rathbon packed up her things 
and kissing her child good-by, promising 
to bring him some candy when she re- 
turned, and quietly leaving the house, 
boarded a trolley car for Mansfield. At 
the depot she purchased a single ticket 
for Providence and presumably left on 
the 3:23 o’clock train for that place. That 
Was the last seen of her by people of 
Mansfield. 

Fifteen minutes after her departure 
Bruce Ititchie was observed loitering 
near the depot, but shortly went away, 
and he also has not been seen since. 

Bruce Ritchie, though not related by 
blood, is by marriage indirectly con- 
nected with the partner of his supposed 
flight. His sister's husband is a cousin 
of Mrs. Kathbon, and it is owing to this 
that he formed her acquaintance. He 
has been in Mansfield but a little over 
a year, having previously, for a number 
of years, followed the sea, as a sailor in 
the United States navy. 

As Bruce Ritchie had often expressed 
a desire to-migrate to Florida and en- 
gage in the business of a taxidermist, 
Mr. Chapman instructed Deputy Sheriff 
Perry of Bristol county, in whose hands 
he has placed the case, to proceed to 
Providence, Stoningham and New York 
and learn if they had departed by any 
steamer for Florida. 

Mr. Perry arrived in Mansfield from 
Providence, in quest ofa warrant. Up- 
on his return to the depot he was ques- 
tioned as to any clues he might hav« 
secured. He refused to speak, further 
than to say that he was going to New 
York as svon as possible. 


Thorne Quickly Put to Sleep. 

Chicago, Oct. 30.—Geoffrey Thorne of 
England was knocked out by Bob Fitz- 
simmons in one minute of fighting Sat- 
urday night. Thorne, who was evident- 
ly very much afraid of Fitzsimmons, did 
not land a single blow and made only 
one light attempt to lead with his left, 
the blow falling short by several inches, 
The blow delivered by Fitzsimmons was 
a short left jolt, which did not pass 
through six inches of space before land- 
ing on Thorne’s jaw. After Thorne was 
counted out Fitzsimmons picked him 
up and carried him to his corner, plac- 
ing him in a chair. Thorne was in his 
corner 12 minutes and was then carried 
from the ring by his seconds, unable to 
walk, but having regained a small meas- 
ure of intelligence. 


Aliercation Proved Fatal. 

Providence, Oct. 30.—In an altercation 
yesterday William H. Walls killed Ed- 
ward Patterson, whom he was visiting, 
The men were relatives and started out 
for a good time and succeeded in getting 
drunk. On their return they stopped at 
the residence of a mutual acquaintance, 
where they were refused admission. In 
the discussion that arose in the hall, 
Patterson slapped Walls’ face, Walls re- 
taliated and the two men grappled. 
When they separated Patterson was un- 
conscious and died shortly afterward, 
Walls was arrested. He says he had 
trouble with the inmates of the house, 
but has no recollection of any altercation 
with Patterson. 


In a Sad Plight. 

St. John’s, Oct. 30.—Steamer Labrador, 
which has just arrived here from a trip 
along the Labrador coast, reports thata 
fishing crew of 30 pedple are on a deso- 
late island, off the northern section of 
the coast, where they have been virtual- 
ly ab@ndoned for some time owing to 
the fact that the instructions for a ves- 
sel to bring them down miscarried, A 
special steamer must be sent promptly 
to their assistance or they will perish 
with cold and hunger during the coming 
winter.

The belief that the Sritish were 
worsted is based not alone on frag- 
mentary dispatches which arrived dur- 
ing the evening, but on the official dis- 
patch of General White himself. 

It is openly asserted that no British 
commander ever sent such a gloomy, 
unsatisfactory report unless the tide was 
setting very much against him. 

Twice in the dispatch he speaks of the 
enemy being “in great numbers.” Het 
says the enemy had “many guns,” and § 
what is more signifftant, he says the 
enemy had the better artillery. 

On reading between the lines one sees 
the possibility of great disaster to the 
British troops. It seems almost a cer- 
tainty that two whole battalions, with 
a mountain battery, have been cut off 
and captured or destroyed by the Boers. 

General White says that the two bat- 
talions advanced against a Boer position 
Sunday night, and that during the night 
firing the “battery mules stampeded with 
some of the guns."”” Then he adds: “The 
two battalions have not yet returned, but 
are expected this evening.” The opinion 
is general that itMe Boers have got the 
guns and the mules and the battalions. 

He also speaks of “pushing the Beers 
back,” but yet says that he withdrew his 
troops to their former positions. He 
says he could not reach the Boer laager, 
and the interpretation given this part of 
his dispatch is that he was compelled te 
retreat before the enemy, who “showed 
in great numbers and had many guns,” 

The Boers seem to be adopting wily 
tactics. They pretend to occupy a posi- 
tion, but When sought they are not there. 
It is evident from General White's dis- 
patch that they have been bombarding 
the town for several hours, and that they 
are still at it. A general attack seemgs 
likely at any moment, and it is belieVed 
that a fearful battle is on at the present 
moment, 


It is disappointing to the British pub- 
lic, as again revealing tactical skill of an 
unexpectedly high order on the side of 
the Boers. In addition to a number of 
heavy guns, the transport of which 
causes wonderment here, they have 
available marvellous abiiity. Unless 
commanded by skillful European offi- 
cers, it is hardly considered probable 
that Boer farmers would have assumed 
a feigned position, as they evidently did, 
jin front of the right column, with the 
intention of retreating from it to their 
real line of defense and of inducing the 
British to attack over a fire-swept zone. 

The special dispatches describing the 
engagement again fail to confirm Gen- 
eral White's official account, that the 
Boers were pushed back several miles. 
When it is considered that the censor- 
ship is very severe, the only conclusion 
that can be arrived at is that the action 
was extremely conclusive. 

The fighting began with a frontal at- 
tack on the main Boer position, which, 
however, was found evacuated. The 
enemy, having retired, now made a 

change of front, and developed a heavy 
attack on Colonel Grimwood's brigade. 
To meet this, the British artillery, which 
had been shelling the evacuated posi- 
tion, also changed front. 

Grimwood's brigade was promptly re- 
inforced, but soon was obliged to fall 
back rapidly, with consequences which 
might have been scrious had not the 
Fifty-third field battery plvckily cov- 


ered the movement al a considerable 10ss 
to itself. 

It is quite certain that General White 
failed to accomplish the object he in- 
tended, and yesterday's proceedings are 
an instructive example of the difficulty 
of operations when an enemy holds an 
extended position, from which he js able 
to make sudden and unexpected develop- 
ments and changes of front. 

General Buller cannot arrive at the 
scene of fighting until the end of this 
week. In the meantime General White 
will need all his resources to prevent 
the Boers around Ladysmith linking 
their forces. 

The omission of all details likely to

The 
enemy are in great numbers and their 
guns range further than our fleld guns. 

“T now have some naval guns, which 
have temporarily silenced and, I hope, 
will permanently dominate the enemy's 
best guns, with whicn he hss been bom- 
barding the town at a range of over 6900 
yards.”

“Presently the enemy's horsemen were 
seen streaming ona hill to our left. 
Sheltered by rising ground, they occu- 
pied a ridge on our left flank; and there, 
hidden by the scrub and trees, they 
could watch the turn of events in safety 
and await their chance. The Devonshires 
now advanced toward Kaffir kraal, un- 
der a hillock, and there they remained 
With orders not to fire a shot until they 
were called upon, 

“Only when volleys 
their rear and flank did they show the 
least sign of restlessness. The sound cf 
this firing, feeble though it seemed, sat- 
isfied us that the Gloucesters and Irish 
fusiliers were at work and that theft 
Was no truth in the story of a disaster 
to these battalions after the stampede 
of the mountain battery mules. 

“General White, General Hunter and 
the staff officers watched the develop- 
ments of the artillery attack which gave 
the first promise of a realization of Gen- 
eral White’s plans. Soon after 9 o'clock 
messengers began to arrive with news 
that the right column needed support. 
The first battalion of the Gordon High- 
landers, then the Manchester regiment 
and then the rifle brigade, who had left 
the train for the battlefield, were sent to 
its assistance, until only the Devonshire 
regiment, a squadron of mounted infan- 
try and the field hospital were left with 
the center column. 

“Perceiving that a change in the op- 

erations Was in progress, I went with the 
Manchester regiment toward the right. 
Our artillery under Lombards kop was 
engaged in repelling the enemy's attempt 
to turn our flank. The Mahchesters were 
sent forward to support the cavalry, 
while the Dublin fusillers, two battalions 
of the Sixtieth rifles, the Liverpool regi- 
ment and the Leicestershires were be- 
ginning to feel the effects of the enemy’s 
searching rifle fire. 
-‘“The enemy rarely showed them- 
selves, although along the ridges that 
lay beyond the range of our guns they 
from time to time gave us an Opportunity 
to judge of their numbers. 

“At the height of the engagement the 
noise was almost deafening. Above the 
rattle of the musketry could be heard 
the thud of the Maxims and banging of 
the quick-firing guns, which consider- 
ably added to the difficulties our men had 
to encounter. The purpose of the re- 
connaisance had, however, been gal- 
lantly achieved, and our infantry began 
to fall back. 

“This movement Was covered by 
cavalry. Some of the troops had to cross 
over open ground toward the center and, 
while so doing. they were raked witha 
heavy fire. The retirement was, how- 
ever, effected W ithout disorder or serious 
loss. Our batteries were got into posf- 
tion to secure the withdrawal of other

The correspondent of The Times at 
Ladysmith says: 

“The action seemed to be proceeding 
mos: satisfactorily, when, at 7:15 a. m.. 
the enemy in large numbers, with field 
guns, Maxims ang 37-millimetre guns, 
began to develop a heavy attack on 
Colonel Grimwood'sinfantry. Thecay- 
alry brigade had moved up on our right, 
holding the parallel ridge over against 
Colonel Grimwood's position. and prac- 
tically acting asinfantry. Inthe mean- 
time our batteries kept down the siege 
gun fire upon Ladysmith with shrapnel. 

“At 9 o'clock there seemed to be a lull, 
as our reserves moved up, but suddenly 
the engagement reopened, as the enemy 
on our right brought Liege Seats 
to bear. Colonel Grimwood, who, with 
the three advance qiattalions: he id held 
the ridge for five hours, suddenly fell 
back across the open upon our guns. 
The Fifty-third battery pluckily pushed 
forward to cover this withdrawal. 
Severe casuaities occurred at this phase. 
The Vifty-third battery held on against 
a cross-fire of rifles and api. 
guns, untiltheinfantry wereclear. The 
teams of the two guns were damaged, 
and the battery eventually retired, 
made-up teams being sent to extricate 
the two guns, The cavalry, remaining 
unsupported, were forced to fall back 
also, 

“Then began a general retirement on 
Ladysmith. The guns which had been 
covering the Devonshire regiment stout- 
ly covered the final withdrawal. The 
enemy did not press, but showed them- 
selves on their positions in great num- 
bers, only to find that the naval brigade 
from the Powerful had arrived. Two 
quick-firing guns were at once placed in 
position, under cover of a redoubt, and 
in five rounds they silenced the enemy's 
40-pounder. 

“The troups were back in Ladysmith 
by 2 o'clac in the afternoon. The 
easualtics caused by the enemy's ar- 
tillery were not severe. The mountain 
battery on the left reported that it had 
buffered through a stampede of mules. 

“Our artillery, cavalry, mounted in- 
fantry and volunteer cavalry, behaved 
splendidly in difficult circumstances. 
Dr. Jameson, and Sir John Willoughby 
arrived yesterday and were spectators 
of the action.” 


A dispatch to The Daily Mail from 
Durban says it has been ascertained that 
the Natal Dutch have been actively as- 
sisting the Boers by carrying informa- 
tion regarding the British movements. 

A dispatch from Cape Town announces 
the arrival in Table bay of the Dunottar 
Castle, late last evening, with General 
Buller and his staff, who are expected to 
land today. 

It is reported from Pretoria that 200 
of the British wounded from Dundee 
have arrived there, and have been fur- 
nished accommodations in the 
school buildings. 

A dispatch from Pretoria, 
of Oct. 28, says General Cronje, the Boer 
commander, announced there that the 
British garrison at Mafeking made a 
bayonet attack on Commandant Louw’s 
laager, near Grandstand, but were re- 
pulsed, leaving six dead on the field, and 
it was believed that many-of the at- 
tackers were wounded. The dispatch 
adds that Colonel Baden-Powell asked 
for an armistice in order to bury the 
dead. General Cronje consented to this 
the Boers assisting in placing the dead 
in the wagon returning to Mafeking, 

A special dispateh from Lorenzo 
Marquez says a strong force of Portu- 
guese troops has arrived on the Trans- 
vaal border from Mozambique territory, 
owing to fears regarding the hostilities 
between the British and Boers.

Its Loss Would Mean Crush- 
ing Blow to Them. 


A Brief Revicw of the Boers’ Ac'ive Campaign 
Against It. 


London, Oct. 31.—Probably no place in 
the world has been watched with so 
much interest during the past few days 
as Ladysmith. The reason is that it és 
really the key to Natal, and as the base 
of the British forces its importance can- 
not be over-estimated. 

In it have been concentrated the most 
of the English forces in Natal, with the 
Indian contingent and the Natal volun- 
teers, all under the command of General 
Sir George Stewart White. Its sur- 
render or capture by assault before Gen- 
eral Buller and his army corps can reach 
the theater of war 
blow to the English arms, and would 
greatiy prolong the war by allowing the 

soers to overrun all Natal, as well as by 


means a crushing 


its effect upon the wavering loyalty of 
the Cape Dutch and the natives. 
Ladysmith itself is an unimportant 
town of perhaps 3000 inhabitants, 189 
miles up the railroad from Durban on 
the coast, and at the junction of the 
branches which run, one Into the Trans- 
vaal through Laing’s Nek, pass, and the 


other into the Orange Free State, 
through Van Reenan’s pass. 
These two passes are the most acces- 


sible of a number which pierce the 
Drakkensberg mountains, which are the 
natural rampart of the Dutch republic 
and the Free State. It, therefore, is at 
the base of the trianglar Klip river dis- 
trict, Which may be described as a tri- 
argular promontory of British territory, 
jutting about 100 miles northward into 
the Transvaal, and ending at Charles- 
town, or, more exactly, at Laing’s Nek. 

Her= the frontiers of the three states 
meet The base of the triangle is about 
120 miles across, and Ladysmith is sit- 
uated about 40 miles from Van Reenan’s 
pass, and 80 miles from Rorke’s Drift, on 
the eastern extremity of this base line 
The town Was named after the wife of 
Sir Henry Smith, a former governor 
of Cape Colony. 

Ladysmith two years ago was selected 
by the imperial government as a mili- 
tary camp, on account of its healthful- 
ness and its important strategical po- 
sition It holds the railroad from the 
Free State, and also commands the ad- 
vance southwards of any hostile force 
from the direction of Laing's Nek. 

To the west of the town the ground 
rises rapidly to the foot of the Drakkens- 
berg range, The floor of the whole val- 
ley in which the town lies is strewn with 
kcpjes. irregular heaps of rough boul- 
ders, of from 60 feet to 600 feet in height. 
To the north of the town, the land rises 
rarpidly, and these hills have been util- 
ized recently for the erection of forti- 
fications, which will play an important 
part in any operations in the district. 
In short, on west and north, Ladysmith 
is hemmed in by hills and mountains, 
while to the south the land falls away 
towards Colengo,; 

Or. the outbreak of the present hos- 
tilities the British plan of campaign was 
to subordinate everything to holding the 

30ers in check until reinforcements 
might arrive from England. According- 
ly the whole triangular strip described 
Was practically abandoned to the Boers, 
who occupied Laing’s Nek, Charlestown 
and Newcastle in quick suc¢ 
Ladysmith, however, was strongly gar- 
risoned, afd an outpost established un-

At Ladysmith the mass of the English 
force awaited the attack whose brunt, of 
course, was to fall on the outposts at 
Glencoe and Dundee. The Boer plan of 
campaign, so far as can be judged, has 
been to advance their main column south 
alomg the railroad from Laing’s Nek; 
while from the east a supporting column 
under Commandant Erasmus came in 
from Vryheid, and from the west the 
Free State burghers poured through Van 
Reenan’s pass to assist im the attack. 

Oct. 20 Jouebrt’s advance under Com- 
mandant Lucas Meyer struck Glencoe, 
having arranged to give battle simul- 
taneously with Commandant Erasmus. 
The latter failed to appear, and ina very 
heavy skirmish, which was hailed as a 
great British victory, the Boers were re- 
pelle d. 

Both sides Yost heavily, the British loss 
being 200, including General Symons, 
mortally wounded and since dead. Gen- 
eral Yule, who succeeded “iim, was 
flanked by the Boers, who got in on his 
line of communication with Ladysmith 
and Elandslaagte, and cut him off by 
rail. 

The British sallied out from Lady- 
smith, and in another heavy skirmish, 
Oct. 21, retook thejtown of Elandslaagte, 
but were unable to reopen the railroad to 
Glencoe and Dundee. General Yule’s 
position was desperate, and abandoning 
his stores and his wounded he left Dun- 
dee under cover of night and after sev- 
eral days fighting, one engagement being 
a particularly severe one, and by a 
long forced march made a detour and 
succeeded in joining General White at 
Ladysmith Oct. 27. 

All this time the Boers were closing in 
on Ladysmith and frequen¢ skirmishes

NOTHING AGREED UPON 


At the Conference Between Textile 
Workers and Manufacturers, 


Operatives Ask For a Ten 
Percent Advance. 


Decision of Employers Awaited With Anxiety 
by Cotton Manufacturing In‘erests. 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 31.—The con- 
ference between the textile council, rep- 
resenting the operatives of this city, and 
the committee of the Manufacturers’ 
association, culminated in a request by 
the representatives of the employes for 
a 10 percent advance in wages. The 
manufacturers’ committee will report 
back to the general body at a special 
meeting, to be called shortly. They 
had not power to grant the advance. 

This in brief is the outcome of yester- 
day's conference between the two com- 
ponent parts of the mill industry of Fall 
River—the employers and the employed 
—and the request and the result proved 
to be just what people conversant with 
the situation in this city had surmised. 

Previous to meeting the manufactur- 
ers’ committee the textile committee 
met and completed their plan fdr the 
presentation of the laboring people's 
case to the employers of labor. 

The conference was called to order by 
Secretary Whitehead of the Weavers’ 
union, and was presided over by Presi- 
dent Chase of the manufacturers. It 
lasted three hours, and the proceedings 
were harmonious and the discussion full. 
The request was for an increase of 10 
percent on the old basis of 2% cents a 
yard for regulars. It was represented 


by the Textile council that the market 
conditions favor the request. The reply 
of the committee of manufacturers was 
defensive and against granting the re- 


quest, based on margins. It was set 
forth by the manufacturers that the 


margin is now some7 points lower than 
when wages were increased last spring. 
They admitted that the price of cloth is 
higher, but cotton costs 2 cents a pound 
more. The margin figured from prices 
of cotton and cloth last spring was 71% 
cents, while now it is but 64%. 

The Textile council claimed that these 
margins, as in the past, have been reck- 
oned from a basis of regular prints, 
which now form less than 10 percent of 
the goods manufactured here now. It 
Was also urged that the price of the 
regulars, from which the margin is reck- 
oned, is held far lower comparatively 
than the other grades of goods produced 
from the loom. There are 70,000 looms 
in Fall River running daily and less than 
10,000 are on the regular prints, from 
which the margin is reckoned. The fair 
thing, they urged, was to make the price 
of regulars equal in comparison to the 
odds, say 2% ee1 ts, when the price is 2% 
and then figure. A margin would then 
be shown equal to that point, the last 
Winter, when a restoration was granted 
to the help. 

The manufacturers, in turn, said thet 
the extra prices for odds, in many in- 
Stances, were a result of holding the 
goods on speculation; that they might 
have lost by holding; that the employes 
in that case could not have been asked 
to share the loss; that the operatives 
have no right to share in the result of a 
successful speculation. They also 
claimed that figuring regulars at 2 7-8 
cents, even then the margin would fall 
nearly a point short of what it was when 
Wages were raised last winter. 

The textile representatives insisted 
that the present condition, when odds 
and special grades are selling so high, it 
is perfectly fair to urge for an increase. 

The manufacturers’ committee con- 
tended that the mills could not make fair 
returns to stockholders if the incieace 
should be granted. However, they were 
not authorized to take any position at 
the conference, but were present to hear 
what their employes had to say, and re- 
port to the association. 

Secretary Whitehead of the weavers, 
who is also secretary of the Textile coun- 
cil, said after the meeting that he was 
satisfied with its progress, even while 
nothing definite was decided. Asked 
what would be done if the manufac- 
turers refused to comply, he said that 
could only be decided by the several 


labor organizations in mass meeting as- 
sembled. 

Secretary Rounseville of the manufac- 
turers said he did not feel that the mills 
could afford such an increase, but the 
association must settle that question for 
itself. The present duty of the com- 
mittee, he continued, was to make its 
report to the general body. 

The Gecision of the Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation and its reception by this city 
of mill operatives, will now be awaited 
with interest by the cotton manufactur- 
ing interests of the country.

Congressman-Elect Roberts Has a Staunch 
Supporter In Mrs. Corinne Brown. 

Chicago, Oct. 31.—"The politicians are 
using Helen Gould’s money to awaken 
sentimental twaddle against Congress= 
man-elect Roberts of Utah,” said Mrs. 
Corinne Brown of the Woodlawn 
Woman's club and chairman of the na- 
tional industrial committee of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Woman's clubs yes- 
terday.

I believe it w in shape long 
ago and only waiting for her $6000 do- 
nation to spread it broadcast over the 
country. I grant she is a superior 
woman, but the women of this country 
are not going into this subject logically. 
I tell you they are toadying to Helen 
Gould.” 

Mrs. Brown outlined her plea for char- 
ity by saying that Congressman-elect 
Roberts entered into polygamy before 
Utah was a state; that the United States 
accepted Utah; Roberts was chosen by 
Mormons as their representative at 
Washington. She continued: “Congress- 
man Roberts supports his wives; he gives 
his children a name.. There is a greater 
evil than this among our congressmen 
today.
